SEX AND THE SINGLE SPECIES 


Be hall was jammed, which may or 
may not have been a good thing. What 
does it say about higher education in 
America when Harvard professor Irven 
DeVore draws an overflow crowd for a 
lecture on the question “Is Sex Neces- 
sary?” 

DeVore was quick to admit that he 
borrowed his lecture title from James 
Thurber and E.B. White as a (highly suc- 
cessful) means of hyping attendance. In 
reality, his speech was a discourse on the 
various sexual habits within the animal 
kingdom, from those of the lowly coral 
up the evolutionary scale to those of 
humans. Aided by color slides (no, not 
that kind), DeVore described in detail the 
unusual sexual behavior indulged in by a 
number of species. “Unusual” is a eu- 
phemism. The activities DeVore dis- 
cussed were, well, downright sleazy. 

Take the aphid, an insect DeVore pro- 
fessed to “admire inordinately.” It en- 
joys a sex life of unparalleled variety, be- 
ing able to reproduce both asexually (that 


is, by more or less cloning itself) and sex- 
ually. DeVore claimed the aphid did this 
to improve its chances of surviving. Ha! 
Not only are the little pests devouring 
your roses, but they’re also turning inno- 
cent flower gardens into dens of vice. 

Still more reprehensible is the conduct 
of a fish found in Mexico. Even DeVore 
considered it prudent to cloak the species 
in anonymity. This breed reproduces par- 
thenogenically (i.e., sans sperm), but still 
requires, DeVore said, “the stimulation of 
copulation with a neighboring species 
while excreting its genetic material.” Be- 
havior like that.can give a fish a bad repu- 
tation. . 

DeVore’s real field of expertise, how- 
ever, is the sex life of the primates, on 
which he is an acknowledged authority. 
(One envisions DeVore, equipped with 
Polaroid, notebook and dirty trench coat, 
nursing a beer at some jungle watering 
hole or staked out across the trail as Mr. 
Gorilla and secretary check into the Ser- 
engeti Kwality Kourt.) He cited the sex- 
ual behavior of these animals as chief ex- 
amples of the two forms of mate selec- 
tion among mammals: “tournament” and 
“pair-bonding.” 
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The tournament method appears 
among an overwhelming majority of 
mammals; only 45 to 50 of the 3500 
mammalian species engage in pair-bond- 
ing. In the tournament, males compete 
for the right to impregnate’ large num- 
bers of females. One wins; all the others 
lose. Pair-bonders, on the other hand, are 
monogamous. Biologists place humans in. 
the pair-bonding sphere — indicating that 
little research has been done, on_the Fri- 
day night scene at Quincy Market, a 
tournament featuring any number of 
supposedly pair-bonded participants well 
on their way to their second or third 
bonding. 

The epitome of the tournament spe- 
cies is the elephant seal, a noble but stu- 
pid creature so oblivious to its surround- 
ings that researchers can actually use one 
as a desk when recording notes. In each 
herd of 200 or so seals, two or three males 
battle to the death for the favors of the fe- 
males and the right to imprint their gene- 
tic stamp on the breed. This is all well and 
good, except that in the frenzy of battle, 
two male seals, each weighing three tons 
or so, accidentally squash about 15 per- 
cent of the herd. Fwo or three tourna- 
ments a year and the species is on the 
verge of endangering itself. 

Then there are the chimpanzees, our 
closest animal cousins. The chimp’s sex- 
ual appetite and imagination, of course, 
aren't news to anyone who's been to a 
zoo, but they are the least of the breed’s 
bad habits. No one could listen to De- 
Vore and still regard the chimpanzee as 
“cute.” 

DeVore flashed a slide of four chimps, 
arms entwined, howling in the air, look- 
ing for all the world like old grads sing- 
ing the alma mater at their 25th reunion. 
In fact, they were celebrating the am- 
bush and massacre of some neighboring 
chimpanzees, sneak attack being their 
sort’s favorite leisure-time activity. 

A good scientist, DeVore did not state 
what all this animal carrying-on may 
mean to humans. However, he does, af- 
ter a lifetime of study, express a vague 
nostalgia for the billion-and-a-half years 


‘of animal evolution preceding the inven- 


tion of sex by some clever, or perhaps just 
bored, species. DeVore’s survey of the 
animal world suggests that seekers of true 
pornography would do well to abandon 
the works of Flynt and Guccione and re-

N onto ~ Bella Abzug looked tired. 
Her husband was sick, and she’d had a 
bunch of meetings with people sharing 
her concerns about the Carter adminis- 
tration’s budget. The anger and hurt 
caused by her abrupt canning by the 
president were clearly showing. 


She had traveled to scenic Wheaton ~ 


College to ‘‘discuss women and politics,” 
according to the press release. Cole 
Chapel was filled with about 700 people, 
most of them women from this school, 
which has managed so far to resist the 
trend toward co-education. The audience 
was probably expecting a play-by-play of 
recent events from the Carter dumpee 
herself — felt-hatted Bella taking on 
Hamilton Jordan and the Georgia clique. 
But Abzug had a broader message in 
mind, and presented instead a scrapbook 
view of women in America. 

‘When I was first elected to congress, 
in 1969, there were 11 women mem- 
bers,” she said. ‘Now there are only 16. 
We had one woman US senator then; we 
have one now. A few female mayors and 
governors are around, and a recent act of 
God in Chicago helped elect a woman 
mayor there. It seems we need a lot of 
help like that.’ 

In a voice more notable for its un- 
abashedly New York accent than for any 
bombastic tone, Abzug made her point: 
“We do a lot of things as pairs in this 
country — except make decisions.” 

“You know, in Sumeria and other 
ancient societies, women were queens, 
leaders, even warriors... . But in the past 
5000 years the perceptions of women’s 
roles have changed. Like it was Eve who 
cost us our innocence and drove man 
from the Garden of Eden, right? That and 
a lot of other things have made the vic- 
tim feel guilty. 

“If a woman’s beautiful,’ Abzug said, 
‘she’s a temptress. If she’s plain, she’s a 
dog. For centuries, women’s natural 
needs and aspirations have been limited 
by a male society.” But that’s all changed 
or changing now, right? Abzug asked 
rhetorically. Wrong, she answered, tell- 
ing her audience the kinds of things she 
and the National Advisory Committee for 
Women had tried to tell the president. 

‘It’s true — maybe we got one female 
Alaska pipeline worker, one woman rab- 
bi. We have a lot of ones,’’ Abzug said, 
but other statistics come closer to the 
truth — statistics showing-that women 
make 60 cents in wages to a male’s dollar, 
that'they make up 63 percent of the im- 
poverished population in America, that a 
woman is raped every nine minutes. 

It’s true, Abzug said, that aftirmative-

action programs have been set up, but the 
programs themselves mean nothing. 
“Over 60 percent of primary and secon- 
dary school teachers are women,” she 
noted, “but only 20 percent are princi- 
pals.” She also cited an American 
Association of University Professors re- 
port that the number of female assistant 
professors and full professors has, in fact, 
declined in the last few years. “True 
equality is when you promote a female 
shlemiel as quickly as a male shlemiel,”’ 
she said. 

Having given this background, Abzug 
turned to her recent travails in Washing- 
ton. Advisory committees are usually in- 
tended to be appointed but not heard, but 
Abzug’s was different. Ironically, as co- 
chair woman, Abzug had opposed the 
Committee's move of a few months ago 
to cancel a presidential meeting after 
learning it was scheduled for only 15 
minutes. “I figured we'd get in there and 
then stay a little longer,’’ Abzug recalled. 
But then Carter agreed that 15 minutes 
was not nearly time enough to discuss 
women’s problems, that an error had 
been made. A new meeting was set up. 

At that meeting, Abzug and other 
members ‘‘told the president that the ad- 
ministration needed to be sensitized to the 
problems of women .... We told him 
that his anti-inflation policies are going to 
inflict more pain, particularly on wo- 
men, than inflation itself. Now, I know 
that advisory committees have never 
talked that way to a president before, but 
our mandate was to report (on the prob- 
lems of Women). , 

The president was not pleased, partic- 
ularly when the women pointed out that 
while women’s and other human-service

programs were getting leaner, the Penta- 
gon was growing fatter. “The president 
said that increase was due to commit- 
ments made to NATO allies. We said he 
has to balance that commitment against 
the commitment he made to the American 
people in his campaign,” Abzug said. 

For the first time, her emotions were 
rising. Tired or not, used to saying this all 
the time or not, her outrage at what hap- 
pened to her and at the extent of wom- 
en’s powerlessness was coming through. 

“Women have lots of strength, but we 
don’t have power,” she said. “What hap- 
pened to me and the committee shows 
that we have to have that power... . We 
talk about the human rights of Chilean 
peasants and Russian dissidents, but 
what about the rights of women?” 

She wasn’t using any notes now, and it 
seemed as if this woman, who looks more 
like Rhoda’s aunt than a militant, was 
speaking through the organ pipes tower- 
ing behind her. ‘““You know, when I was 
growing up, I didn’t really realize that our 
forefathers, who were wonderful guys, 
didn’t give a hoot about women. I love 
this country, but I want it to love us as we 
love it. Women don’t just want rights — 
we want responsibilities.’’ 

Then Abzug went that one step far- 
ther: ‘‘We want to share evenly with men 
the work needed to make this society bet- 
ter for everybody,” she said. The libera- 
tion of any one disenfranchised group at 
the expense of others within the society 
won't do much good; America’s prob- 
lems today, she said, require a grassroots 
campaign including all such groups. Wo- 
men, who are faring particularly badly, 
should lead such a campaign. 

“Tf there isn’t the courage and will in 
the existing political leadership, it must 
come from the grassroots,” Abzug told 
the students. ‘“You young people have 
the most to fight for, for a world of peace 
and justice, and that’s what's not hap- 
pening in this country.” - 

Now Abzug was a recruiter, trying to 
overcome the complacency of the ‘70s. 
“Just like university students led the 
fight against Vietnam, you can organize 
against the budget, against the oil cartel, 
against the real causes of inflation.’’ She 
pitched hard for participatory demo- 
cracy, evoking belief in the Jeffersonian 
faith. 

“You know, the people in power don’t 
want independent people like me break- 
ing open the doors. Because then things 


s in this country — except make decisions.” 


will begin to change, and this permanent 
government which makes decisions — 
corporations, real-estate interests, some 
unions — is really going to be threat- 
ened.” 

For a few moments, it seemed like the 
late ‘60s again — a speech of passion, 
cheering students packed into a hall. The 
came the question-and-answer period. 

The first questioner solicited Abzug’s 
views on raising the drinking age. The 
what? she wondered, begging off the 
issue. Then she was asked what she 
thought about Amnesty International. A 
fine group, she replied. Now Abzug 
seemed very tired indeed. She had 
pleaded for involvement, for commit- 
ment. Raising the drinking age? 

Finally, some students asked how they 
could get involved. Lots of ways, Abzug 
said, ranging from helping in rape-crisis 
centers to backing able women can- 
didates for office. ‘’ You can’t go on in so- 
ciety and let surrogates represent you,” 
she said. 

She was also asked the inevitable — 
whether she’d run for office agaig, May- 
be, she answered, but nothing’s#in line 
right now. The question, however, got 
her to talk more about her fear that the 
country is floundering for lack of brave 
leadership. ‘‘Like it’s true that the polls 
show people want a balanced budget, be- 
cause people have been sold a pack of 
lies. What we need is a leader who'll say 
what’s what. Carter doesn’t think pro- 
gressive stands him.” Adggug 
said she thought that his not taking such 
stands will depose him. 

After a few more questions, Abzug 
herself suggested an end to the evening. 
A few students gathered around her 
afterward, thanking her for her inspira- 
tion, asking how they could help in a new 
political group Abzug may be forming 
(but which she declined to describe to a 
reporter). One student said she was 
thinking of running for the Rhode Island 
senate. Did Abzug have any sugges- 
tions? Well, for one thing, maybe you 
should see what people in Rhode Island 
want, she said politely. 

Finally, one student held out a piece of 
paper in Abzug’s direction. ‘‘Would you 
please write a note to my favorite two 
male chauvinist teachers?’ Abzug’s face 
showed a mixture of exhaustion, embar- 
rassment, frustration and concern. She 
simply signed her name.

MATH MONEY 


I wish to respond to Tom Sheehan’s ar- 
ticle (Feb. 6) entitled “All in the family.” 
This piece concerns the alleged dual in- 
terests of the Paul Tierneys. The article is 
filled with ‘‘facts’’ that are not complete 
(as is customary with Sheehan’s work) 
and I would just like to fill in some es- 
sentials that Sheehan conveniently left 
out which help round out the story. You 
want facts? Well here, have some! 

First, Paul Tierney Jr. is a classmate of 
mine at Stonehill College; he also resides 
on campus. Does Sheehan have any idea 
what it costs to live at school for a full 
academic year? The cost at Stonehill is 
$5100 per year, $3200 for tuition and 
$1900 for room and board. This $2374 in 
“pocket money” that Paul Jr. earned in 
two years, when applied to education 
costs, would not cover three semesters of 
room and board fees, and is $900 short of 
covering one year of tuition. If you fur- 
ther take this $2374 figure and divide it 
by the $28-a-day figure you supplied us, 
you find that Paul Jr. worked roughly 10 
weeks (49 days) in two years. This is an 
average of five weeks a year. Many col- 
lege students take six-week part-time jobs 
with the city, state, and MDC every sum- 
mer in order to raise money for tuition. 
Paul Jr. is not an isolated case, just one of 
many. 

Second, I don’t feel that Paul Jr..“‘took 


a sudden interest in musty old records,” 


as you cynically state. You claim that he 
“makes $185 a week.’” What you con- 
veniently left out (again) is that Paul had 
that job for three whole weeks and made 
an additional $555 in this capacity dur- 
ing his college-winter recess — a stagger- 
ing amount! 

What you've really shown the readers 
up to this point is that Paul Tierney Jr. 
has made $2929 in two years, while in 
this same period his education expenses 
alone have been $10,200. What is so 
wrong with this? He’s $7300 short of 
covering expenses. 

Third, because Paul Tierney is a pub- 
lic official, your paper has the “‘right’’ to 
demean and criticize him (and it often 
does). But to condemn him publicly and 
criticize a student trying to help pay his 


own way through college, whether it is 
Paul Tierney Jr. or anyone else, is down- 
right unjust. 
The only possible explanation I can of- 
fer to my fellow Phoenix readers is that 
maybe Sheehan didn’t know the cost of a 
college education because maybe he nev- 
er had one. His literary style certainly 
supports this contention. If ignorance is 
truly bliss, then you must be full of joy, 
Tom.

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The ‘pro-lifers’ march on Father Drinan

O nce dismissed as the ‘‘Mad Monk,” 
fifth-term Congressman Robert Drinan is 
taken a little more seriously these days. 
After taking three elections with less than 
a majority of the votes cast, Drinan won 
by a majority in 1976, and last year ran 
without any Republican opposition. He’s 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee’s 
Subcommittee on Criminal Justice. And 
though he’s the only priest in Congress, 
colleagues now look to him for advice on 
other than moral issues. It would seem, 
then, that Robert Drinan is home free. 
But he isn’t. Because of his virtually solid 
“pro-choice” voting record and his un- 
willingness to suport a human-life 
amendment to the US Constitution, he is 
the number-one target of Bay State anti- 
abortion forces — part of a national 
movement that is also being taken very 
seriously these days. 

Once discounted by many politicians 


_as a relatively powerless fringe group, the 


national movement played important, if 
not decisive, roles in recent elections in 
lowa,»Minnesota, Ohkvand New Hamp- 
shire. Indeed, ‘’ pro-lifers’’ are on the bal- 
lot as a political party in New York, hav- 
ing displaced the old Liberal Party. 

In Massachusetts, they point with 
pride to their role in electing Edward J. 
King governor, Brian Donnelly to Con- 
gress, and in knocking Ed Brooke out of 
the Senate. They’ve succeeded in mak- 
ing the Bay State one of the 13 to have 
officially called for a Human Life Con- 
stitutional Convention to outlaw abor- 
tions. Most of the state’s congressional 
delegation strongly adheres to their 
views. And far from resting, they have a 
busy agenda, which includes sending 
money and manpower to other states to

help secure their amendment, and per- 
haps even getting Governor King to run 
as an anti-abortion favorite-son candi- 
date for president as a way of holding 
“uncommitted” votes as bargaining chips 
at the national convention in 1980. (The 
idea is that King would do the work, 
maybe get 20 percent of the vote, and 
anti-abortion groups could take the cred- 
it.) 
Of all the political targets of abortion 
foes in Massachusetts, Robert Drinan is 
the bull’s eye. He’s not the only member 
of the delegation to vote the so-called 
pro-choice position. Through last year, 
Drinan, Gerry Studds (D-Cohasset), Paul 
Tsongas (D-Lowell), and Michael Har- 
rington (D-Beverly) stood together on the 
losing side of many abortion show- 
downs. Now Tsongas and Harrington are 
out of the House; Studds hasn’t changed 
his position, but it’s Drinan, however, 
who has been singled out. 


H.. number one because he’s the 


only priest in Congress and, according to 


one of his Fourth District constituents,’ 


“He sets a bad example. The very fact 


that he wears a collar eases the con- - 


sciences of other Catholics in voting 
against helping babies.’’ Another added, 
symbolically legitimizes indif- 
ference to human suffering.” 

He’s number one because, critics 
charge, he tries to have it both ways. “He 
says he is pro-life and then votes dif- 
ferently,” says Ann Fox of Needham, 
director of Mass. Citizens for Life, not- 
ing the need to educate people who con- 
tinue to vote for Drinan, believing him to 
be “pro-life.”

He’s number one because, as Fox puts 
it, ‘“Studds’s voting record is equally re- 
pugnant, but Studds doesn’t have the 
position on the Judiciary Committee or 
the clout of having been dean of Boston 
College Law School.” 

And he’s number one because anti- 
abortion strategists believe he is the most 
vulnerable of the pro-choice incum- 
bents. 

Drinan seems to have honed his posi- 
tion on the abortion issue, and he main- 
tains that in all the years he’s been in 
Congress he has never had a vote that 
tested his theological beliefs. The issues 
voted on have all related to the 1973 Su- 
preme Court decision, and, he says, his 
record is consistent with it. Indeed, in 
1976, during a close race with Repub- 
lican challenger Arthur Mason, Drinan 
surprised some of his supporters by vot- 
ing with the majority to restrict federal 
funding of abortions to cases in which the 
mother’s health is jeopardized. Looking at 
the issue in strictly legal terms, Drinan 
said, ‘the basic legal question was whe- 
ther Congress should authorize abortion 

on request with federal funds. Chief Jus- 
tice ‘Warren Burger, in his concurring 
opinion on the 1973 decision, specif- 
ically and categorically stated that there is 
no such thing as a constitutional right to 
abortion on demand. Justice Blackmun, 
in the majority opinion, said we cannot 
forbid abortions when it is a medical 
necessity prescribed by a licensed physi- 
cian. The question for Congress was on 
the use of Medicaid funds when no medi- 
cal necessity was indicated by a physi- 
cian. The law on that is relatively clear. It 
is excluded.” 

Drinan not only has said that he is op-

priest and crusade 


posed to abortion but also agrees with the 
second Vatican Council’s conclusion that 
abortion is “infanticide.” 

“Abortion is immoral,” he told the 
Phoenix last week, “but it shouldn’t be a 
crime. There are loads of things that are 
immoral, such as adultery and fornica- 
tion, which should not be illegal.” 

In the spring of 1970, Drinan, then 
dean of Boston College Law School, set 
forth his position on abortion in an arti- 
cle in the Catholic magazine Common- 
weal. Hawaii had just become the first 
place in the English-speaking world to re- 
move criminal sanctions from abortions 
done by licensed physicians. It was dif- 
ficult, he wrote, for Catholics and ‘others 
who believe in the inviolability of fetal 
life to acquiesce” in such a move. But 
Drinan warned of the ‘unfortunate re- 
sults” of religious spokesmen’s ‘‘inter- 
vention in the political order.” He re- 
minded his readers of the Vatican II de- 
claration that “in spreading religious 
faith and in introducing religious prac- 
tices, everyon@ought at all times *to're- 
frain from any manner of coercion which 
might seem to carry a hint of coercion or 


’ of a kind of persuasion that would be dis- 


honorable or unworthy.” 


D rinan warns not only of the dan- 
gers of trying to impose religious beliefs 
on a pluralistic society, but of the pitfalls 
in trying to limit the number of abor- 
tions to instances of rape or incest, or 
otherwise setting forth the terms of medi- 
cal necessity. Such laws, he wrote, would 
“give to the state for the first time in the 
history of Anglo-American jurispru- 
dence the right to decide which un- 
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healthy or inconvenient unborn persons 
may be extinguished before birth.” The 

“long-range evil effects” of setting such a 
precedent, he wrote, had to be weighed 
against ‘simply having the government 
withdraw from the area of protecting the 
first 12 to 20 weeks of non-viable fetal 
life.” 

Yet government withdrawal was not to 
be a simple matter. As the anti-war move- 
ment’s candidate for Congress from the 
then-Third District that year, Drinan 
would, when asked his position on abor- 
tion, say briefly that abortion was not an 
appropriate matter for legislation. Five 
years and one Supreme Court ruling 
later, he was to say optimistically that 
abortion as a political issue was “moot.” 
Clearly his assessment was premature. To 
pro-lifers who shared his religious con- 
viction, Drinan would say the only way 
to achieve their goals is to “’go back to the 
courts and attempt to have the Supreme 
Court decision reversed.” He would ex- 
plain that the process is what blacks had 
to go through from 1896 to 1954 in seek- 
ing to peyerse the doctrine,that “separate 
but equal” facilities for the races were 
constitutional. 

Still,the issue was not about to disap- 
pear from the legislative arena. Funding 
for abortions became a hard political 
problem. In a 1975 interview with the 
Newton Times, Drinan sought to clarify 
why he could act on his convictions re- 
garding Vietnam and not on his beliefs 
regarding abortion. “The federal govern- 
ment is not killing babies, for one thing. 
Those who are opposed to abortion are 
not forced to have abortions. During the 
war, everyone had complicity because our 
taxes were being used to conduct it.” 


This ‘clarification’ seemed to be mud- 
died by his support of government fund- 
ing of abortions. But in opposing moves 
to withhold federal moneys for abortion- 
related services for women on welfare, 
Drinan took a strict legalistic view. Giv- 
en the Supreme Court ruling that, within 
the first six months of pregnancy, abor- 
tion is a private matter between a woman 
and her doctor, Drinan consistently 
stated that cutting off funding would be 
“in vicious discrimination against the 
poor.” Last week, reflecting on his earlier 
statements, Drinan said the analogy does 
not hold. ‘It begs the question,” he said. 
“It says we're killing people (in abortion 
as in war), and that’s the very point in 
dispute.” 

As to those who fault him for being 


worse than the other Catholic politicians - 


because he is a priest, he questions their 
apparent assumption that there is but one 
Catholic point of view. Further, he notes, 
“They betray themselves on that charge. 
They blow their cover on that. They are, 
in essence, admitting they want to enact 
Catholic doctrine into American law.”

A his sole Judiciary Com- 


mittee, where some maintain he has bot- 
tled up a human-life amendment, Drinan 
responds that his opposition is not deci- 
sive. ‘“‘We've had hearings. The votes 
aren't there. I’m not suppressing it.” 
Drinan believes a constitutional amend- 
ment “could never be written to achieve 
the objective of the pro-life movement — 
to impose criminal sanctions.” Such an 
amendment, he notes, could only auth- 
orize, not require, the states to enact 
them. “Ten heavily Catholic states would 
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enact it,” he predicts. ““And Massachu- 
setts women would go to New York for 
abortions.” And the Supreme Court 
could still come back and say that, under 
the 14th Amendment privacy principle, a 
woman has a right to an abortion. The 
14th would take precedence over what 
might be the 27th Amendment. 

Despite his steadfast opposition to 
either a pro-life constitutional conven- 
tion or a human-life amendment and de- 
spite years of being picketed by right-to- 
life advocates who want him to come over 
to their side, the Newton congressman is 
quite generous in his description of anti- 
abortion advocates —and he plays down 
their potential impact. 

“We get a few letters from them every 
once in a while,” he said recently. ‘‘We’ve 
tried to isolate those for whom abortion is 
the voting issue, and it washes out with 
about 10 to 15 percent on either side.” 
The abortion opponents, according to 
Drinan, are ‘’a legitimate lobby fighting 
for something totally unselfish, just as 
the pro-choice people are unselfish, not 
fighting for abortions.” He said he finds 
this refreshing, ‘‘surrounded”’ as he is by 
“lobbyists fighting for something sel- 
fish.” He said there was more selfishness 
involved in the peace movement, where 
some who were involved were really just 
trying to avoid the draft. 

Such words are unlikely to assuage 
Drinan’s critics, who have tried to oust 
him since he took office, in 1971. To date, 
their electoral efforts have been unsuc- 
cessful, the most recent challenge being a 
1978 primary contest with Newton high- 
school football coach and English teach- 
er Norman Walker, who received only 
about a third of the vote. The most suc-

cessful move was that of the Knights of 
Columbus at their 1977 state ‘conven- 
tion, in which a resolution banning 
Drinan from all K of C halls was adopt- 
ed (a similar measure against Ted Ken- 
nedy lost by a few votes). 

The anti-Drinan strategy is also be- 
coming more sophisticated. The current 
plan is to work through the Massachu- 
setts legislature, charged with redrawing 
congressional district lines after the 1980 
census, to cut pro-choice Brookline out of 
the Fourth District, thereby adding 
weight to the anti-abortion voters in Wal- 
tham, Framingham and Gardner-Fitch- 
burg. 

For Ann Fox this strategy is long-term. 
By the time an anti-abortion candidate 
could defeat Drinan in a redrawn dis- 
trict, she estimates that the 1973 Su- 
preme Court ruling would have permit- 
ted ‘15 million deaths.” Thus the anti- 
abortion groups are looking for a Drinan 
challenger in 1980. As Carol MacDonald 
of the Waltham chapter of Citizens for 
Life said, ‘‘He’s been our biggest prob- 


lem. We'll try ownbest:to get someone, 


beat him.” 

According to sources within the Bay 
State anti-abortion movement, no one in 
the delegation comes close to Drinan in 
exciting negative emotions. Gerry Studds 
is considered ‘hopeless’ but is not tar- 
geted because he’s thought to be “un- 
beatable, even with redrawn 12th Dis- 
trict lines.” 

During most of the abortion ddbenes i in 
recent years, the Massachusetts dele- 
gation was split seven to four with one 
abstention in favor of anti-abortion po- 
sitions. During the protracted six-month

Airport 
Who but Ed King could put the anti-Massport 
coalition back together again? 


John Vitagliano: ‘I'm getting out 
black books with phone numbers 
that | haven't opened in years.”

T. long crisis at Logan Airport 
seemed finally to have passed, to have 
slipped out of the headlines and into 
history. Boston 200, the city’s bicenten- 
nial committee, had even erected a plaque 
to commemorate it, thereby putting the 
Maverick Street Mothers of East Boston 
in the hallowed company of the Sacco- 
Vanzetti Defense Committee and the vic- 
tims of the Boston Massacre. Anna De- 
Fronzo has kept the stone tablet safe in 
the kitchen of her house, on Lamson 
Court, ever since it was stolen from its 
lamppost in Jeffries Point last summer. 

“On September 22, 1968,” it reads, 
“the mothers of Maverick Street had had 
it. They were fed up with the noise of 
dump trucks running past their homes, 
taking earth and gravel for a new airport 
runway. Twenty-five women formed a 
human blockade to stop the trucks. More 
supporters joined them. A court injunc- 
tion forbade the protest but it continued. 
The mayor tried to calm them and finally 


the governor intervened. Happily every- 


one agreed to compromise . . . the trucks 


took an alternative route.” 

But today, the Maverick Street 
Mothers are not thinking of that battle — 
only one of many in the 15 years of 
confrontations between East Boston resi- 
dents and airport officials — as past 
history. They are meeting again, in Anna 
DeFronzo’s kitchen and in the parish hall 
at the Church of the Holy Redeemer, not 
to talk over old war stories but to plot 


* fresh strategy. 


“We'll do it all over again,’ Millie 
Rauseo from nearby Everett Street says 
over coffee and homemade pastries in the 
DeFronzo kitchen. Rauseo, whose 
parents’ home was nearly taken for air- 
port expansion, is an animated woman 
who once distinguished herself by stand- 
ing atop a car on Maverick Street while 
Mayor Kevin White addressed: her fel- 
low demonstrators — with his arm around 
her. ‘“‘We’ll do whatever it takes,” she as- 
serts. ‘We'll even have the legislators 
over for spaghetti dinner.” 

Such planning is inspired by the elec- 
tion of Edward J. King — erstwhile foe of 
Maverick Street residents during his long 
tenure as director of the Massachusetts 
Port Authority — to the governorship of 
Massachusetts, notwithstanding 
DeFronzo’s best efforts to defeat him. 
She felt that with King’s election, airport 
controversy would return as certainly as 
the noise of jet engines rises daily over 
Neptune Road. And return it has. 


= the Maverick Street women 
are only a few among many former King 
adversaries who are concerned that he is 
about to regain control over Massport — 
and the airport — and thereby bring to an 
end the five rather tranquil years that fol- 
lowed his 1974 firing from that agency 
and the subsequent halt to expansionist 
airport policy. 

Five bills that would effectively give 
King such renewed control are scheduled 
to receive hearings on Monday, March 
12, before the legislature’s Committee on 
State Administration. The bills deal with 
the method by which the governor ap- 
points members of the Port Authority 
board. They vary in detail, but all would 
replace the current seven-member Mass- 
port board — whose members serve stag- 
gered terms and a majority of whom are 
not named by the sitting governor — with 
a new board whose members would all be 
named by King to terms “coterminous” 
with his own. Such a change would end 
one of the most striking ironies of King’s 
administration: his incapacity to control 


the one agency in state government he 
may well care the most about. 

__ The Massport “reorganization” would 
also almost surely mean the end of the 
four-year administration of current 
executive director David Davis. Under 
Davis, the airport and its neighbors — 
residents of East Boston, South Boston, 
Dorchester, Winthrop and elsewhere — 
have reached tentative detente, prompted 
by such dramatic action as Massport’s 
decision to sell back land and homes pre- 
viously taken for potential airport 
expansion. Such steps have served to 
ameliorate community bitternesS over: thé 
airport noise that continues to disrupt 
conversations and school classes in resi- 
dential areas that are as close to a major 
airport as any in the country. 


five Massport-reorganization 
bills have generally been cast in political 
terms focused on the question of whe- 
ther King will be able to extend his 
gubernatorial power. But at Monday's 
hearing, DeFronzo and many others said 
they would try to make it plain to legis- 
lators that by effectively making Ed King 
the airport’s pilot once again, they may 
reopen a Pandora’s box. 

The reorganization proposals have, in 
fact, reunited a host of old King enemies 
for what they hope will be ‘‘one more 
time with feeling.’” Those expected to 
oppose the bills include not only the resi- 
dents of East Boston, but a variety of 
other airport neighbors as well. Even resi- 
dents of Bedford — whose Hanscom Field 
King had once eyed as a possible second 
major Boston airport — may testify. 

John Vitagliano, who headed the East 
Boston City Hall during part of King’s 
Massport tenure and who was named to 
the Massport board in one of outgoing 
Governor Michael Dukakis’s last ap- 
pointments, says, “I’m getting out black 
books with phone numbers that I haven’t 
opened in years.” Addressing a recent 
airport-related meeting at Dorchester’s 
Murphy Community School, Vitagliano 
told the assembled crowd: “If this map I 
have up here looks old, that’s because it 
is. I never thought I’d have to use it 
again.” 

Notes one official of the current Port 
Authority: “The whole thing is like flip- 
ping a switch and going back in time five 
years.” 

Not exactly. King has some new adver- 
saries joining the old, and chief among 
them seems to be Boston City Councilor

Ed King’s rise may sink the 


Special Commission on corruption

©.. year ago almost to the day, the 


political system in Massachusetts was 
nearly paralyzed. The immobilizing agent 
was MBM, the New York consulting firm 
of McKee, Berger, Mansueto Inc., whose 
officers had issued sworn claims to 
having spread nearly $70,000 across the 
political landscape — to four state sena- 
tors, the chief fund-raiser for two gover- 
nors, and agents of Boston Mayor Kevin 
White, among others. 

Some of the money was said to have 
been extorted, some given voluntarily. 
Reportedly, all of it was illegally dis- 
tributed in the first three years of the 
‘70s, all of it described as a kind of busi- 
ness overhead or political-operations tax 
assessed to firms like MBM, which in 


1970 had obtained what at the time was, 


the largest construction-project contract 
ever granted by the Commonwealth — a 
multi-million-dollar pact to oversee 
creation of a new state-university 
complex in Dorchester. 

In the wake of these revelations, which 
resulted from the 1977 extortjon trial of 
Sens. Joseph DiCarlo and Ronald 
MacKenzie, the political establishment 
tried to keep its head above water. Fur- 
ther investigation of ‘‘business pro- 
cedures” on Beacon Hill was to be pre- 
vented; the scandal was to be contained. 
For 10 tortuous days in February of last 
year, the House and Senate blocked even 
the admittance for consideration of a pro- 
posal to establish an ad hoc commission 
to probe the circumstances under which 
public contracts are granted. 

Legislative activity ground to a halt. 
The Senate abandoned formal meetings 
altogether as pressure for action mounted 


from the press and public. Finally, on 
February 22, 1978, the stone wall was 
breached from the inside, when Sen. Alan 
Sisitsky (D-Springfield) warned the 
Senate leadership that he would take the 
floor to condemn its inaction if the 
Special Commission bill was not ad- 
mitted within four days. 

It was. And weeks later, though many 
members held their proverbial noses, a 
bill establishing what has become known 
as the Special Commission Concerning 
State and County Buildings was enacted 
without a dissenting vote in the House 
and with but one in the Senate. It was 
signed into law by then-Gov. Michael 
Dukakis, one of the few politicians who 
had supported the proposal. 

Today, one year later, the cloud of 
corruption over Massachusetts is, if any- 
thing, darker. A Suffolk County grand 
jury is gathering evidence of an alleged 
check-forging racket that is said to have 
sucked at least $200,000 from the Boston 
School Department. The attorney 
general's office is investigating possible 
fraud in the grading of Civil Service 
examinations. A state liquor-commission 
investigator was convicted of extortion in 
federal court in recent days on the testi- 
mony of a former bar owner who also 
testified to having paid off officials in the 
US Small Business Administration, the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles, the Suffolk 
County Probation Department, a few 
banks, the state Tax Department, the 
Boston Licensing Board and City Hall, as 
well as a Suffolk County assistant dis- 
trict attorney. 

And of course, as there always seems to 
be, there is MBM. Former company 


executives have been back on the wit- 
ness stand in recent weeks, adding to the 
almost surreal picture of gross public im- 
morality in the extortion trial of guber- 
natorial fund-raiser Albert ‘‘Toots”’ 
Manzi and William V. Masiello, the 
former head of a Worcester architectural 
firm that once thrived on public con- 
tracts. 

Is it possible, as the MBM executives 
have insisted, that over a three-year 
period in the early ‘70s, a single firm . 
doing business in Massachusetts could 
have become entangled in no less than 10 
separate instances of attempted or suc- 
cessful graft involving personages rang- 
ing from former President Richard Nixon 
to Masiello, the street-wise State House 
hustler, and more than $660,000 in cash 
either paid or demanded? Could it be, as 
MBM claims to have been told, that 
Manzi actually gave Nixon a half-million 
dollars gathered from countless firms in 
an unsuccessful effort to buy former 
Republican Gov. John A. Volpe the vice- 
presidential nomination in 1972? 

We may never know. 

For in doubt today is the future of the 
Special Commission, the only real hope 
for getting answers to these questions and 
to the larger question — how sick is the 
system? 

After nearly a year of secret investiga- 
tion, of testimony taken under oath from 
dozens of architects, contractors, govern- 
ment officials and past and present poli- 
ticians, the Special Commission has a 
series of cases nearly ready for prose- 
cution. Yet it may die on the vine — a 
victim not of the legislative leadership 
that sought to prevent its creation a year 
ago, but, ironically, of Gov. Edward J. 
King, who at the time of the commis- 
sion’s birth was just a peripheral figure 
struggling for attention, and of his 
friendship with David R. ‘‘Dick’’ This- 
sen, a politically powerful head of a 
Boston architectural firm who came to 
public attention only with King’s elec- 
toral success.

Running on empty: The Herald 
jogs Caroline Kennedy

I. bad enough, one supposes, that 
Caroline Kennedy must suffer the public 
humiliation of having to see her name 
crop up in those damned gossip columns 
every time she, you know, goes to the 
bathroom, eats a pizza, or — for that mat- 
ter — goes jogging.

Some clown at 
the Herald had attempted to transfer 
Caroline in both space and time — from 
Manhattan in the fall to Boston in the 
winter — by obscuring the background 
and drawing a phony cap on the Ken- 
nedy head. 

Pictures don’t lie, you say? Tell that, 
we say, to those shameless gossip-mon- 
gers at the Herald.

minds Me: that other shoe dropped at 
Boston’s “‘other’’ daily newspaper last 
week, as Don Forst — the short, dapper, 
cigar-smoking charmer and one-time 
Newsday honcho who has been re- 
cruited by the Hearst Corporation to try 
his hand at saving our own Herald Amer- 
ican — arrived at last and immediately be- 
gan putting in 18-hour days at the Har- 
rison Avenue newspaper plant, showing 
up before 7 each morning and rarely leav- 
ing before midnight.

:: town, meantime, the powers- 
that-be at Boston’s most prestigious daily 
were making their own clumsy attempts 
to bridge the ever-widening rift between 
the governor and the hated and feared 
fourth estate.

FE ollowup: even as the strike at pro- 
gressive-rock radio station WBCN 
stretched into its second week, the latest 
Arbitron ratings figures (which reflect 
winter listening habits) suddenly hit the 
streets at week’s end, and — surprise of 
surprises — these figures indicated that 
‘BCN (that is, the old ‘BCN we all knew 
and loved, not the numbingly languid, 
poor ‘BCN imitation we’ve been hearing 
during the strike) had actually topped its 
chief rival and FM clone, WCOZ, for the 
first time in three years. 

Indeed, these latest Arbitron figures 
show the old ’BCN tied for sixth place in 
overall popularity (with listeners over age 
12 from 6 a.m. to midnight) with that 
one-time powerhouse of an AM rocker, 
WRKO, each garnering 4.7 rating points 


— as compared with ‘BCN’s 4.1 showing 
last fall — while ‘COZ finished seventh 
with 4.3 ratings points, having slipped 
from 4.8 in the fall. Oh, and the increas- 
ingly juvenile WVBF has jumped to fifth 
place overall with 6.1 points, seemingly 
continuing to inherit the bulk of ‘RKO’s 
former teenybopper audience. 

As this was happening, WBCN’s new 
owner, Michael Wiener, held round-the- 
clock negotiations off and on all week 
with representatives of the striking 
United Electrical Workers, and, by 
week’s end, an agreement, which would 
have been followed by a return to work 
by the entire staff on Monday, was immi- 
nent. In fact, the two sides had actually 
hammered out a contract proposal — re- 
portedly involving Wiener’s agreement to 
hire back those 19 folks he’d fired and to 
recognize the union in return for the 
union’s agreement to allow Wiener to 
start trimming the staff all over again 
after a two-week to two-month so-called 
“evaluation period.’’ Then, on Wednes- 
day night, the union membership met and 
agreed to accept this proposal on the 
condition that management abandon its 
reported desire to retain some of the 
strikebreakers. Said strikebreakers were 
fired by Wiener on Friday, and as we 
went to press a union ratification of the 
agreement on Friday night seemed likely.

NEW VISTAS 


H... do you break a bureaucratic 
vicious cycle? Well, Andrea Kidd is a 
black, female VISTA employee. She is a 
member of a minority group within the 
agency. A special assistant to VISTA Di- 
rector Margery Tabankin, Kidd visited 
Boston last week to recruit more minor- 
ity volunteers for the program. “Re- 
cruiters for VISTA are former volun- 
teers, and former volunteers have been 
non-minority,”” Kidd explained. ‘So it’s 
been a vicious cycle.” 

Kidd is one of the program’s most elo- 
quent salespeople. Begun in 1963, Vol- 
unteers in Service to America (VISTA), 
the stateside version of the Peace Corps, 
has been populated largely by white, 
middle-class college graduates who were 
placed in well-established agencies. 
VISTA meant tutoring and counseling 
and a way to make what used to be called 
a “contribution.” 

Very few minority-group members 
were recruited to serve America’s poor, 
despite the over-representation of minor- 
ities in the poverty population. It’s been 
rationalized that the low pay — $300 a 
month, gross — has been the reason for 
low minority participation in VISTA. “I 
think that’s baloney,” said Kidd. “It’s a 
misrepresentation of the facts. Minori- 
ties do volunteer, but they volunteer for 
things they consider to be relevant to 
themselves,”’ such as fraternal orders and 
church groups in their communities. 

But Kidd thinks that the “‘new idea’ of 
VISTA is going to appeal to blacks, His- 
panics and women. “The focus has 
changed. There’s less assignments to es- 
tablished agencies, like the welfare de- 
partment. It’s just not relevant to be a 
case worker. But by the same token, 
someone who grew up on welfare would 
work to establish a welfare-advocacy sys- 
tem.” 

Kidd says VISTA’s focus on “capacity 


- building” instead of providing services 


directly isn’t really new at all. ‘It’s part of 
our original mandate to strengthen com- 
munities, to develop leadership.’” VISTA 
is, in part, basing its sales pitch on its 
concern with sponsoring organizations, 
rather than with individual volunteers. 
One of Kidd’s favorite statistics is the 
comparison of the $6000 the govern- 
ment spends on each volunteer annually 
with the estimated $23,000 each VISTA 
worker generates for his or her agency 
and community.

Kidd visited four of the 18 Boston-area 
agencies for which VISTA volunteers 
work — a community-development cor- 
poration, an after-school tutorial pro- 
gram, a Youth Services Organization 
project and the Oficina Hispana, a high- 
school-equivalency vocational _ project. 
Five of the six volunteers Kidd saw were 
white. The director at the Oficina His- 
pana told Kidd he needs more Spanish- 
speaking VISTA workers. 

But the chances of VISTA’s getting 
more volunteers in fiscal 1979 are slim. 
Although President Carter supported a 
$12-million increase in VISTA’s budget, 
Congress blocked the appropriation. For- 
mer anti-war activist Sam Brown, who 
heads ACTION, VISTA’s parent agen- 
cy, still hopes to get supplemental fund- 
ing later this year; if Carter’s support 
holds, his chances of getting more mon- 
ey in 1980 — which would mean more 
volunteers — will be good, too. 

A community organizer and former 
project director for the National Welfare 
Rights Organization, Kidd is convinced 
that minority participation in VISTA is 
feasible, and will be important in the ‘80s. 
“There are no longer any visible move- 
ments,” she said. “In the ‘60s, we had the 
civil-rights movement. We didn’t need 
VISTA. And the draft took care of a lot of 
young black men. They weren't hanging 
around the streets, they were in Viet- 
nam. But today, there are only small 
neighborhood organizations which are 
not too visible. How do they find people? 
VISTA is one of the few vehicles for that. 
And VISTA wants to be that vehicle.”’

RIGHT ON 
TARGETS 


F..... from a series of upset victories in 


1978, New Right groups are setting their 


sights on the US Senate races in 1980. 
While the odds are against them, the odds 
were also against their defeating Dick 
Clark in Iowa and Thomas McIntyre in 
New Hampshire. Of the 24 Democratic 
Senate seats up next year, 14 are in 
“swing” or Republican states, where 
Democrats lost five of six 1978 Senate 
races. 

The National Conservative Political 
Action Committee (NCPAC), possibly 
the most significant group in the New 
Right, has already made a little list of

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those liberal Democratic Senators most 


deserving of defeat: Birch Bayh of In- 
diana, George McGovern of South Da- 
kota, John Culver of Iowa, Frank Church 
of Idaho and Alan Cranston of Califor- 
nia. The five were ‘targeted’ because of 
their consistently high Americans for 
Democratic Action (ADA) ratings, ac- 
cording to Ralph Galliano, political di- 


rector of NCPAC, and because “each one | 


of these individuals voted to give away 
the Panama Canal.”’ The five are seen as 
consistently voting “against the security 
of our country.” McGovern is number 
one on the hit list, explains Galliano, be- 
cause he is ‘the epitome of liberalism. 
He’s not a liberal, he’s a leftist.” 

Asked whether the list was compiled 
with an eye to 1974 results (in that year of 
the Watergate backlash, the margins of 
victory for Bayh, McGovern and Culver 
were dramatically small), Galliano said 
their 1974 percentages were considered 
but were not decisive. “The margin of 
victory five to six years ago has nothing 
to do with today. The mood of America 
has changed considerably, moved to the 
right, and the only people who can beat 
liberal incumbent Democratic senators 
are those on the other side of the spec- 
trum,” he said. 

NCPAC is currently planning a strong 
“negative advertising’ campaign against 
the five, starting with a poll in each state 
to determine the incumbents’ weak- 
nesses. This will be followed by media 
spots and a direct-mail campaign. 
Sources close to NCPAC say the organ- 
ization would like to funnel at least 
$250,000 into the targeting effort 
($50,000 for each), to ‘‘tarnish liberal in- 
cumbents early.” Under campaign-fi- 
nance laws and a recent Supreme Court 
decision, because the group isn’t work- 
ing for any particular candidate, there is 
no limit on what can be spent in an ef- 
fort to knock off or weaken an incum- 
bent, long before any opponent surfaces. 

Galliano took exception to the ‘’nega- 
tive advertising’ characterization, pre- 
ferring to call it ““a matter of freedom of 
speech. You can expose the incumbent's 
voting record to the people of his state. If 
it’s negative, fine. If it’s positive, fine.” 

The Gang of Five are not the only 
Democratic senators who will be targets 


in 1980. Asked why other liberal sena- 


tors who have high ADA ratings and 
voted for the Canal treaties were not 
named, Galliano said “there’s no par- 
ticular reason I can think of right now. I 
wouldn’t say because they didn’t appear 
on the first list that they’re not going to 
appear later.”

ROW ON 
THE CHARLES 


A misunderstanding that grew out of 
a weekend-long conference on “Human 
Rights and Third World People” in mid- 
February has produced hard feelings that 
are dying hard at Harvard Law School. 

The conference, sponsored by the In- 
ternational Law Society, the Black Law 
Student Association, the Asian Law Stu- 
dent Association, the Chicano Law Stu- 
dent Association and more than half a 
dozen other student groups at Harvard, 
drew criticism from the Jewish Law Stu- 
dent Association for extending an “hon- 
ored guest’ invitation to Mohammed 
Emhemad Abdul-Aziz, the third secre- 
tary to the Libyan Mission to the UN. 
The invitation came just weeks after the 
celebrated snub of the Libyan delegation 
by Atlanta Mayor Maynard Jackson and 
the ensuing controversy over anti-Se- 
mitic remarks by Billy Carter, and the 
Jewish Law Student Association urged 
participants in the conference to “‘disas- 
sociate” themselves from the Libyan. 

In a letter circulated before the event, 
the Jewish Law Student Association 
wrote: “We believe that the honoring of 
an official representative of the govern- 
ment of Libya is totally at odds with the 
conference’s high aspirations and is an 
affront to the cause of human rights 
everywhere. A decision to bestow an hon- 
or on an official representative of and 
spokesperson for a government is a deci- 
sion to honor that government . . . . Lib- 
ya has engaged in countless violations of 
human rights ranging from book burn- 
ings to torture and slaughter of student 
dissidents; from mass expulsions of mi- 
nority groups to. the attempted _assas- 


sinations of political leaders throyghout.

the Middle East .... To the extent that 
the conference will honor Mr. Abdul- 
Aziz and thereby appear to endorse the 
policies of Libya’s repressive regime we 
cannot remain silent .... Were repre- 
sentatives from South Africa, Rhodesia 
or Uganda to visit this campus to present 
their views, we are certain that student 
reaction would be vociferous and unre- 
lenting and justifiably so. Similarly, the 
visit of a representative of the Libyan 
state, not merely to express its views but 
to be treated with distinction as well, de- 
mands our vehement denunciation.” 

A similar letter, calling the honor be- 
stowed on the Libyan “deplorable” and 
terming his invitation ‘insensitive in the 
extreme,” was signed by nationally 
known Harvard Law School professors 
Alan Dershowitz and Laurence Tribe and 
four others. 

The conference organizers, for their 
part, claim that the Jewish Law Student 
Association misinterpreted the honor be- 
stowed on the Libyan. It was given, they 
say, simply because of his rank as a dip- 
lomat. But the Jewish Law Student Asso- 
ciation was not satisfied, and in Mail- 
grams sent to those invited to the confer- 
ence as panel participants they reiterated 
their objections and urged the recipients 
to disassociate themselves from any. ev- 
ents that might honor Mr. Abdul-Aziz. 
-.1{SThe attempt. to torpedo a three-day 
eVent because of objections to one par- 
ticular event was a little excessive,’ said 
Shirley Wilcher, vice-president of the 
Black Law Students Association. Al- 
though the conference and its more than 
12 panels went off as planned, some who 
attended felt that because of the con- 
frontational air that overhung the event, 
what was billed as a conference on hu- 
man rights turned into a propaganda ses- 
sion for or against Israel. The confer- 
ence, the first in what is expected to be a 
series of annual events, opened with a 
splash.

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cis X. Bellotti, architect Peter 
Forbes, civil-engineering pro- 
fessor Walter McCarthy, public- 
management professor Frances 
Burke, attorney Daniel 
Mahoney, retired Judge Lewis 
Weinstein and Amherst College 
President John William Ward (its 
chairman), was selected last May 
by the governor, the secretary of 
state, the state auditor and the 
Massachusetts Bar Association. It 
was given seed money of 
$300,000 to hire a staff and 
organize its effort, and a man- 
date to investigate all public con- 
tracts granted since 1968, includ- 
ing the MBM one. 

Except for the announcement 
of staff hirings, the commission 
immediately vanished from 
public view as it assiduously 


' avoided the kind of news leaks 


that have discredited similar 
efforts here and elsewhere. By the 
time of King’s inauguration, the 
Special Commission had all but 
exhausted its initial grant and 
planned to request an additional 
$1.1 million to hire 30 investi- 
gators to complete a handful of 
cases, to bring them to prose- 
cution and to follow dozens of 
other promising leads. 

‘One might have expected that 
such a tax-cut-minded governor 
as King would have seen the 
rewards in a request like this, for 
politicians and state and federal 
investigators are all but 
unanimous in the belief that 
public graft is a major, though 
often overlooked, cause of higher 
taxes. 

“A lot of times,” said one long- 
time federal investigator, ‘‘a 
government agency will arti- 
ficially inflate the amount of a 
contract to induce a required 
kickback. They will allow un- 
necessary change orders. I’m 
absolutely sure in most cases the 
graft is simply passed on to the 
public as a business expense.” 

If this is true, and if the cor- 
ruption here is as widespread as 
suggested, the impact on tax- 
payers may be.monumental. For 
example, from October of 1976 
through September of 1977, the 
state Bureau of Building Con- 
struction administered 21¥ con- 
tracts, with total construction 


*8eosts of $553 million. 


QO. a much smaller scale, the 


effect of corruption is more easily 
demonstrated. ‘Look at the case 
of the liquor-commission in- 
vestigator’ (referred to earlier), 
said an agent in the US Attor- 
ney’s office. ‘There the defen- 
dant was convicted of accepting 
money so that a bartender could 
sell cheap booze at premium 
prices. He wanted to offer Chivas 
Regal and pour Passport scotch.” 

A belief that the cost of pay- 
offs is being passed on to the tax- 
payer — “in spades in most 
cases,”’ as one investigator in the 
attorney general’s office volun- 
teered last week — has stimulated 
intérest in how MBM parlayed a 
$2.2 million contract to oversee 
construction of the state univer- 
sity at Dorchester into nearly $6 
million in fees. 

But in the course of their work 
last year, the investigators for the 
Special Commission discovered 
facts that left King with reason to 
withhold support and funding for 
the project. They relate to This- 
sen, King’s close friend and fund- 
raiser who was pictured on pri- 
mary night with his hands firmly 
on King’s shoulders. 

On January 16th — the day the 
commission asked King for $1.1 
million — it also hinted in an 
interim report to the legislature 
that part of the money would be 


_spent investigating Thissen’s 


firm, Desmond & Lord. ‘’The 
Commission,” it said, “is con- 
ducting a number of intensive in- 
vestigations designed to uncover

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specific examples of patterns of corrup- 
tion and maladministration. The. Com- 
mission has begun its work in this area by 
designating certain representative 
subjects for intensive analysis, including 
design and construction firms which re- 
ceived a substantial number of state and 
county contracts.” 

No architectural firm in Massachu- 
setts did nearly as well on government 
work — federal, state and county — 
during the ‘60s and early ‘70s as This- 
sen’s. But if Thissen prospered from 
government work in general, he abso- 
lutely throve on contracts granted by the 
Massachusetts Port Authority, where 


King served as executive director until his _ 


ouster, in November, 1974. In the seven 
years from 1969 through ‘75, Desmond & 
Lord had or shared nearly $7 million in 
contracts from Massport alone. 

According to Massport officials, the 
firm was architect or co-architect for the 
South Terminal, the International Termi- 
nal, the Tower, the power plant, the East- 
ern Air Lines terminal and the Allegheny 
Airlines hangar. Thissen was, in effect, 
Ed King’s personal architect at Mass- 
port. 


And. as the Special Commission made 
clear, it could hardly conduct a system- 
wide investigation of public contracts 
without focusing on Thissen’s firm. This 
intention became even clearer recently, 
when Thissen paid the commission a 
series of visits. It could not be determined 
if Thissen had accepted an informal invi- 
tation to talk to the investigators or 
whether he had been subpoenaed. 


M eanwhile, the commission’s re- 


quest for funds to complete its work 
languished. Commission chairman John 
William Ward visited with King to seek a 
response, but the governor not only de- 
murred, he also reportedly lectured Ward 
about his aggressive pursuit of the 
money. Other commission members met 
with Administration and Finance Secre- 
tary Edward Hanley, yet Hanley, who 
succeeded King for a brief period as 
Massport chief, was equally unsympa- 
thetic. 

The commission’s problems were fast 
becoming critical. For one thing, the 
legislation establishing the Special Com- 
mission gave it only until the end of 1979 
to complete what had become a hercu- 
lean task. For another, their inability to 
extract from the King administration 
even a hint of its plans for the funding 
request forced commission members and 


staff to expend valuable time and energy 
in political activities, negotiating and 
lobbying for money: For still another, 
there was a serious procedural problem: 
there was no apparent means for. the 
legislature itself to appropriate the funds. 
Such a means — a deficiency budget King 
in January had planned to submit — was 
placed on the shelf. Until one was sub- 
mitted, allies of the commission would 
have nothing onto which they could af- 
fix an amendment appropriating the re- 
quired money. 

But most dangerous of all was the re- 
fusal of the governor (and legislative 
leaders) to lend any public support to the 
commission’s effort. Past experiences 
suggest that taking such a tack can 
permanently throw off course sensitive 
political investigations. 

This was pointed out by°Sam Dash, 
chief majority counsel in the US Senate 
Judiciary Committee’s Watergate in- 
vestigation, who was commissioned by 
the state of Pennsylvania to analyze the 
failure of a special prosecutor’s effort to 
rout corruption from that state between 
1974 and ’77. 

Dash wrote in his report that without 
“the full support of the governor and At- 
torney General (who in Pennsylvania is 
appointed by the governor) in seeking 
and pushing legislation to provide the 
prosecutor with the additional tools he 


may need,” the effort was doomed. ‘’The 
Office of the Special Prosecutor,” he 
noted, “‘was not closed because its work 
had been completed, but because it was 
destroyed by the action of powerful 
Pennsylvania public officials, some of 
whom were targets of the investigation.” 

And when the attorney general fired 
the special prosecutor, Dash continued, 
only “a brief outcry from the Philadel- 
phia newspapers” protested the event. 
“The near absence of public reaction to 
the firing of the special prosecutor likely 
resulted,” he wrote, “from a combi- 
nation of factors. Much of the public 
could not have been aware of what in fact 
was going on. Others did not care. Many 
had become convinced that there was 
nothing they could do to fight City Hall.” 


F rom the first, it seems, King decided 
to denigrate the significance of the com- 
mission’s work. At a news conference on 
January 31, when asked about the com- 
mission’s request for funds, King said he 
didn’t know much about it. “I’ve been 
given a report on it,” he said. ‘I haven't 
read it yet.’’ He added that, in any event, 
he didn’t consider the request an emer- 

gency. 
Since then King has maintained this 
posture. Only last Tuesday, 37 days after

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his initial comment on the subject, a 
spokesman promised that King would 
“take a hard look at the request in the 
next few days.” 

From within his close circle of ad- 
visers, pressure to fund the commission 
has come from Chief Secretary Paul 
Guzzi, among others. As secretary of 
state last year, Guzzi named two mem- 
bers, Professor Burke and retired Judge 
Weinstein, to the panel. At the time, he 
said, ‘The public’s right to a thorough 
and unequivocal resolution of the cur- 
rent contract scandal is paramount.” 

Asked last Wednesday what his posi- 


.tion was on the successful completion of 


the commission’s work, Guzzi said, ‘the 
same as it was then.” 

‘Have you expressed that position to 
the governor?” 

“Yes,” he said. 

But others, with more influence than 


Guzzi, apparently have King’s ear. 
Hanley reportedly is opposed to further 
funding of the commission; perhaps even 
more persuasive than Hanley is Thissen 
himself. In recent weeks, while under 
continuing interrogation by commission 
staff investigators, Thissen has paid a 
series of visits to King’s State House 
offices. On at least one occasion, Thissen 
was seen going directly from the com- 


mission’s offices in the McCormack State 


Office Building into King’s Corner 


* Office. 


“Thissen’s been coming in on Satur- 
days when King does his politics and 
things like that,”” a member of the gover- 
nor’s staff reported to the Phoenix last 
week. ‘What goes on in his mind regard- 
ing his relations to Thissen, I just don’t 
know.” 


Another key staff member suggested © 


that Thissen’s influence on King was ex- 
cessive. “If Thissen says something's so, 
it’s so — because Thissen is a friend.” 
And as this source accurately observed, 
referring to the‘activities of the commis- 
sion, “You can’t not look at Thissen, 


given his operation and their (Thissen 
and King’s) relationship.” 


| Tuesday, in the hope of moving 
the administration to act on the request 
for funds, commission chairman Ward 
addressed a powerful statement to the 
legislature’s Joint Judiciary Committee, 
which was considering a commission bill 
designed to ensure that the panel’s man- 
date explicitly allows for investigation of 
contracts let by public authorities, in- 
cluding Massport. 

In what will be remembered as his 
“special odor of corruption’ speech, 
Ward reported that in spending the initial 
$300,000, the commission already has 
discovered ‘a widespread pattern of 
favoritism, ambiguous dealings, outright 
illegality in the generation of cash and 
probable corruption.” 

He added, ‘Out there in this Com- 
monwealth are people who already know 
more than the investigative staff can dis- 
cover, people smug in the confidence we 
can never discover their betrayal of a 


public trust.”’ 

King’s ears were deaf to Ward's words. 

According to an authoritative ad- 
‘ministration source, the governor has 
already decided to defer indefinitely the 
submission of a deficiency budget, and is 
taking the position that if and when one 
is ever drafted, it will contain no money 
for the Special Commission. 

Commenting in the February 15 Am- 
herst Student on the escalating struggle 
between the commission and King, 
former Watergate Special Prosecutor 
Archibald Cox suggested, “Any delay (in 
delivering funds to the panel) would raise 
questions as to the extent of interest and 
integrity in government of those who 
could appropriate.” 

Now, nearly a month later, with This- 
sen having emerged as a central figure in 
the political drama, and with King having 
taken steps to ensure that only he can 
move to fund the commission, it would 
seem that the governor's intractable posi- 
tion on the matter does more than raise 
questions. 

It suggests answers.

Kenny and the Kasuais. A name that until this year was virtually lost to the ages, known only to collector's of 
rare ip's, Texas teenagers of the mid to late 1960's, some rock historians and musicos-in-the-know. All of this is 
rapidly changing now. The Kasuais have emerged from the depths of the underground to be recognized all over 
the world. They are hailed not only as legendary rockers but now as prime movers of the New Wave in music. 
Doubtless. their music played in the straight forward rock style, has been the inspiration for such vibrant sore ate 
porary English artists as Elvis Costello and Nick Lowe. Costello himself when interviewed recently volunteered

for sale.” The rarity of this LP, the fact that it so perfectly reflects an era of rock and the quality of the recording all 
add to its value. Texas Monthly writes, “Superlatives were lavished upon IMPACT: some even cail it the arche- 
typal American punk record of the sixties ... The album's reputation is justified. . .” 

In the fall of 1977 after careful preparation Mark Records, Ltd. released IMPACT due to collector's demand 
and thereby launched the Kasuals second musical life. “It's simple,” explains Mark Lee, the label's director, “the 
re-issue came about because music is now turning to the Kasuals and their era for insight, much the same as 60's 
music turned to the 50's.” Cream Magazine hails it as “the most sought after esoteric punk album in existence.” 
Musicians Guide calls it, “an obscure reissue of monumental importance.” The [IMPACT album is alfeady a New 
co , the reissue selling for as much as $50.00 a copy in Paris. Further Mark Records, Ltd. has Ho 

ued & pecial limited (200 copies total pressed) market test of the Kasuais long awaited, previously u' 
leased 1967 studio LP, TEEN DREAMS. Due to immediate sales response and critical acclaim, TEEN DREAMS la ie 
being readied for general release early in 1979. ; 

Arising to meet this phenomenal chain of events, Kenny and the Kasuals, after.a ten year hiatus, reunited this 
past September for a monumental recording session. The soon to be released results are true to their rock'n'roll, 
garage band roots. The revitalized Kasuais comprised’of Dan Green, guitar; Greg Daniel, bass; the famous Rose- ‘ 
bud, drums and Karl Tomorrow, keyboards, focus upon the extraordinary vocal, instrumental and song writing : i - See 
ability of the group's founding leader, Kenny Daniel.

Raymond Flynn, who, ironically, 
was King’s South Boston-Dorches- 
ter campaign coordinator. Flynn, 
an abortion and busing foe with a 
populist streak and mayoral 
ambitions, latched on to airport 
issues before the Massport-re- 
organization proposals surfaced; 
he has attempted to organize 
community opposition in Dor- 
chester and Jamaica Plain to flight 
paths, established by the Federal 
Aviation Administration, that 
have brought more noise to those 
neighborhoods. But since mid- 
January, Flynn has addressed the 
reorganization bills at a series of 
community meetings that cul- 
minate Sunday, March 11, when 
he chairs a meeting in the City 
Council chambers at which op- 
ponents of the Massport legis- 
lation are expected to rehearse for 
Monday’s State House hearing. 
Flynn has sought to.play down 
any rift between himself and 
King. ‘’This is a professional dis- 
agreement, not a political one,” he 
says, though he has made no secret 
of his opposition to King’s re- 
gaining control of Massport, 
especially if such control means a 
renewed push for extension of 
airport runways. In recent weeks, 
Flynn has twice written King to 
ask his posture on two proposed 
runway extensions and one pro- 
posed runway construction — 
issues that figured prominently in 
community opposition to King in 
the early ‘70s and that eventually 
precipitated King’s dismissal 
from Massport by a board of 
directors: sympathetic to that 
opposition. King has not re- 
sponded to Flynn’s letters. 


B.. there is good reason to be- 
lieve that King — renowned for 
his tenacity — still clings to those 
runway proposals, which would, 
among other things, bring Logan 
runway 9-27 some 1800 feet 
closer to Anna DeFronzo’s kitch- 
en. King offhandedly mentioned 
the proposals — which have long 
been considered dead — to 
reporters in late January at a Bos- 
ton University luncheon of the 
Democratic State Committee. 
‘-'T'd like to see unfinished ryn- 
way projects finished,” 
governor was quoted as saying. 
And the following week, in a 
February 8 letter to Massport 
director David Davis, King’s 
transportation secretary, Barry 
Locke, made the administration’s 
interest in the projects official. 
Referring to extensions of jet run- 
ways 4-22 and 9-27 and to the 
construction of a new runway for 
smaller, commuter aircraft, Locke 
wrote, ‘Governor King is vitally 
interested in review of the pro- 
jects.” 

Locke has declined Phoenix 
interview requests to elaborate on 
his views of the projects. But 
Susan Myers, a spokeswoman for 
Locke, says the administratiort’s 
interest in the projects stems from 
‘“‘a concern about safety, a desire 
to insure proper access to the air- 
‘port and insure growth of the 
area’s economic base.” 

The runway proposals in 
particular have spurred King foes 
to work overtime to try to kill the 
Massport-reorganization plans. 

“The neighborhoods and the 
airport had finally learned to live 
with each other and to start work- 
ing together in positive ways,” 
notes Vitagliano. ‘Pushing these 
runways would send us right 
back into-confrontation and into 
court. We’d all have to work like 
hell just to stand still.” 

In even mentioning the run- 
way-expansion proposals, King 
is, in the view of community 
opponents and current Massport 
officials, thumbing his nose at a 
compromise painstakingly 
worked out after his departure 
from the airport. That compro- 
mise was, in fact, formalized in a 
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Sure’n youve heard the Legend of Old Patrick the Saint, and his mission among the 
heathen of the Emerald Isle. But have you never heard the tale of how the darlin’ man 
freed the Old Sod from the horrible curse of the Serpent? Well then, while Patrick was 
hieing hisself about the countryside, saving souls, and otherwise improvin’ the lot of the 
common folk, the snakes was a-multiplyin’ at a grievous rate, and they was all about, 
puttin’ the fear of the Devil in everyone. It was what you might call a Full-Scale Upris- 
ing. Well, Old Pat, he says to hisself, “This will never do.”’ So, as the spirit moved, he 
picked up his pipe and began to tootle a most liltin’ air, at which all the reptiles perked 
right up, and followed along. And what a sight it be . . . Old Pat a-marchin’ through the 
fields, playin’ away, whilst thousands of the wee crawlers slithered merrily along behind. 
Snakes from everywhere was after his flute. Oh, that Pat, he was a charmer. So, to make a 
long story short, which certainly goes against me Irish nature, Pat waltzed the wriggling 
menace right smack into the sea, never to be heard from again. 

And the legend has it that in honor of this miracle, a magnificent brew was pre- 
pared.

1976 court order — still in effect 
— which prohibits any further 
paving of the runways in ques- 
tion without dispensation from 
the court. In recent weeks, Vita- 
gliano and others have hurriedly 
retrieved documents relating to 
the case. 

A current Massport official 
notes: ‘’King’s bringing up the 
subject displays a contempt for 
the negotiating process that oc- 
curred. It’s a vendetta. I hate to 
say it, but it seems like he just 


simplistically believes that more 
pavement at the airport is an un- 
qualified good.” 

Such statements make it clear 
that another factor in the poten- 
tially renewed clashes between 
King and the airport neigh- 
borhoods is the Port Authority 
board, which is fighting hard for 
its bureaucratic life. Massport 
director. Davis is believed to have 
brought the reorganization pro- 
posals to the attention of US 
House Speaker Tip O'Neill, who 
has influence with King. And 
Massport itself appears ready to 
provide technical arguments 
against airport expansion that 
may buttress the emotional reac- 


tions likely to be voiced by com- 
munity residents. 

Such a Massport role has al- 
ready begun to take shape. On 
February 26, Davis sent trans- 
portation secretary Locke an 
extraordinary 13-page reply to 
the inquiry about runway proj- 
ects. The letter, accompanied by 
supporting correspondence from 
the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion’s regional office, asserts that 
King’s old runway plans would 
not only increase airport noise but 
actually decrease the safety of the 
airport by eliminating ‘safety 
overruns” currently extending 
from the runways under discus- 
sions. What's more, it is the be- 


lief of current airport officials 
that Logan is already large 
enough to accommodate its 
volume of air traffic. (The trend 
in the aviation industry, in fact, is 
toward increased passenger loads 
but fewer flights; that trend has 
been accelerated recently by cut- 
backs in allocation of jet fuel. But 
even last year at Logan, for in- 
stance, there were 11 percent few- 
er departing flights than in 1977, 
though a one percent increase in 
passengers.) 

Davis's letter to Locke does 
more than provide technical data. 
It hints at the emotional tenor 
likely to characterize the im- 
pending debate. Referring to the 
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1976 airport-development master 
plan drawn up after the court 
order seemed to have settled the 
runway debate, Davis wrote 
Locke: 

“This policy statement was the 
Authority's formal act of closing 
the door on a divisive, un- 
productive and unfortunate 
chapter of the Authority’s 
history, an aberrational excep- 
tion to all the positive achieve- 
ments of Logan’s growth. It is a 
door which, in my opinion, 
should not be reopened.” 

If there is to be a new fire- 
storm of community opposition, 
sparked by a King takeover of 
Massport, there will also be some 
political burns. In pushing air- 
port expansion, King risks 
alienating communities (includ- 
ing his native East Boston) that 
overwhelmingly supported him 
in November, in part, it is said, 
out of the the belief that he had 
no further designs on the airport. 
(East Boston, South Boston and 
parts of Dorchester gave King 
majorities of better than two to 
one.) 

“We tried to warn people,” 
says Maverick Street Mother Mil- 
lie Rauseo, ‘but they were con- 
vinced he was through with the 
airport.” 

Melba Hamilton, president of 
the South Boston Residents 
Group and another King op- 
ponent during his Massport 
tenure, expresses similar senti- 
ments. ‘The general feeling was 
that when he’s governor he won’t 
have time for the airport.”” Adds 
Hamilton, whose home stands 
atop the South Boston heights be- 
tween two flight paths, ‘I’ve been 
a conservative since age 21. I 
agree with many of King’s posi- 
tions. I’m willing to give the guy a 
chance. But on the airport issues, 
he scares me to death. He never 
listened to us.” 


4. airport issue may, in fact, 
serve to point up the competing 
nature of two constituencies that 
elected King: big business — 
which, as represented by the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, has 
consistently supported airport 
expansion — and Boston’s white 
working class, which has been 
adversely affected by it. 

There are, however, paliti-, 
cians who could profit from! a 
Massport as King would revamp 
it. Ray Flynn clearly hopes to do 
so by staking his claim early as a 
community advocate against air- 
port expansion. But Mayor Kevin 
White has long had similar ter- 
ritory staked out. It was White 
who appointed activists Fred Sal- 
vucci and John Vitagliano to run 
his East Boston Little City Hall in 
the late ‘60s and early ‘70s; both 
would prove to be effective King 
adversaries, and would have a 
great deal to do with his eventual 
dismissal from Massport. And it 
was White who earned the deep 
gratitude — and consistently high 
election pluralities — of East Bos- 
ton residents for such dramatic 
acts as standing on top of a car on 
Maverick Street with Millie 
Rauseo, moments after a deal was 
worked out to reroute the dump 
trucks. ‘I stopped the trucks,” 
White proclaimed with his shirt- 
sleeves rolled up. 

Says Millie Rauseo: ‘It might 
be time for him to do that again.” 

Notes a Massport official: 
“The mayor may get back the 
best villain he’s ever had just in 
time for an election.” 

Today, Millie Rauseo and the 
other Maverick Street Mothers 
recall their activist days with 
pride. But there is some sadness in 
their voices as they ponder the 
possibility of reliving them. 

‘The last four or five years we 
had no aggravation,” says Anna 
DeFronzo, from whose window 
one can see rows of East Boston 
houses in the shadows of an East- 
ern Airlines hangar. ‘‘The neigh- 
borhood has been coming back. 
People started fixing up their 
homes again. We hate to start

this door only to the poor.” 

Views on Tip O'Neill seem to. 
stress an understanding of his 
awkward position. “Our people 
expect too much from Tip as 
Speaker; he wouldn’t be Speaker 
if we could count on him every 
time,’’ explained one. ‘Even 
though we are more in tune with 
some of his challengers, we've got 
better things to do than go after 
Tip.”” Others however, explain 
that they are unsure whether 
O'Neill is philosophically at- 
tuned to the anti-abortion move- 
ment (‘His wife is; his son 
isn’t’). 

For Bay State anti-abortion 
forces, Joe Moakley is the con- 
gressional hero, the one they can 
count on most. In most districts 
the right-to-lifers try to get the 
candidate to support their ef- 
forts; in Moakley’s district ‘‘he 
makes us work for him.” 

Margaret Heckler is regarded 
as ‘okay — she’s always done 
everything we've asked her to 
do.’’ Mass. Citizens for ‘Life en- 
dorsed her and distributed liter- 
ature on her behalf through the 
churches just before last fall’s 
election. 

Freshman congressman Brian 
Donnelly, who says he holds the 
same position on abortion as did 
his predecessor, James Burke, is 
said to have been a major benefi- 
ciary of anti-abortion money and 
manpower. Donnelly, however, 
notes that while there is no ques- 
tion that right-to-life support 
helped, he ran his campaign pri- 
marily on economic issues and 
that other candidates in the race 
also had pro-life positions. 

* * 


A. it was misleading to lump 


all anti-war activists together, so 
too it is inappropriate to stereo- 
type the anti-abortionists. Some, 
like Ann Fox, speak softly and 
sweetly but with a clarity of 
thought and certainty of com- 
mitment reminiscent of Quaker 
activists. There is nothing stri- 
dent about Carol MacDonald when 
she talks about her commitment 
to pro-life issues, her opposition 
to capital punishment, and her 
belief in the importance of taking 
care of all children. The move- 
ment also has its crazies and hyp- 
ocrites, its visionaries and vigil- 
antes — all kinds of members with 
private agendas. 

“Right to life’’ membership 
cuts across social, religious, 
economic and political lines. Na- 
tionally, for example, Baptists 
and other fundamentalists are 
even more absolutist on the ques- 
tion than are Catholics. Nor are 
anti-abortion activists really part 
of the New Right, properly speak- 
ing. They’re more motivated by a 
series of deeply held social and 
moral beliefs (on such issues as 
family size and sex education) 
than by any interest in effecting 
substantive political or economic 
changes. If the human-life 


amendment were adopted, most 
“right-to-liférs’’ would not sign 
on with some other conservative 
crusade. In fact, most would 
probably withdraw from the 
political wars entirely. 

There are definitely people in 
the movement who are pro-life in 
its broadest sense, but as Charles 
McCarthy of Millis (who taught 
at Notre Dame in the late ‘60s) 
points out, ‘Pro-life means being 
for those things which nurture 
life in utero or post utero.” He 
doesn’t see that the so-called pro- 
life movement is committed to 
nurturing all life post utero. De- 
crying the callous form of poli- 
tical “conservatism” exhibited by 
those in the movement who are 
‘functioning in a world of moral 
absurdity,” he explains that it is 
important for accuracy’s sake that 
the movement be described as 
“anti-abortion” — not pro-life.” 

A recent article in the journal 
Sociology and Social Research 
tested the hypothesis that the 
anti-abortion position is indeed 
part of a generalized pro-life set 
of beliefs. Analyzing national- 
survey data from the National 
Opinion Research Center and the 
Survey Research Center, Donald 
Granberg concluded that ‘‘no 
support whatsoever was found 
for the assertion that opposition 
to abortion represents a more 
generalized pro-life orientation. 
The results, if anything, were 
slightly in the opposite direction. 

“Not only were those who took 
the strongest anti-abortion posi- 
tions no more opposed to capital 
punishment or desirous of in- 
creased funding to improve and 
protect the health of people than 
those who were on the opposite 
side, but people opposed to the 
availability of legal abortion tend- 
ed to express: somewhat greater 


confidence in the military and to . 


favor increased spending on the 
military and armaments.” 

And a Congressional Quar- 
terly assessment of the 1977 claim 
that anti-abortion advocates were 
willing to spend “whatever it 
takes on pregnancy, child- and 
family-related needs’ revealed that 
of those “firmly allied with Hyde 
on abortion, a clear majority (114 
out of 209) consistently voted for 
cutbacks in welfare programs. 
Meanwhile, 112 of the 163 mem- 
bers seeking a lenient abortio 
policy took a liberal approach of 
social-welfare matters too.” 


©.. of the big splits in the 


movement is over the advis- 
ability of calling a constitutional 
convention to ban abortions. The 
drive for a con-con began in 
January, 1977, and now, 13 of the 
required 34 state legislatures have 
petitioned Congress to call such a 
convention. The effort was led by 
anti-abortion groups that had be- 
come bitter and impatient over 
Congress’s failure to pass a hu- 
man-life amendment following 
the Supreme Court's ‘‘legali- 
zation” of abortion in 1973. 
Over a year ago, university of 
Texas law professor Henry 
Witherspoon, board member and 
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legal adviser of the National Life 
Committee, said that although “a 
human-life amendment may take 
a number of years” he preferred 
going through Congress rather 
than ‘‘turning an inexperienced 
one-shot constitutional conven- 
tion loose.” Since then, the board 
of directors has moved away from 
its neutral position on the con- 
vention call. And three-term pres- 
ident Dr. Mildred Jefferson, who 
reportedly “opposes the conven- 
tion campaign because of the pro- 
cedural questions it poses,’’ re- 
cently lost her bid to stay on as 
president in part because she was 
unwilling to aim the committee’s 
activities in the con-con direc- 
tion. (Jefferson has since estab- 


lished her own national organi- 
zation, called the Right-to-Life 
Crusade). 

For her part, Catherine Healy, 
president of Massachusetts Citi- 
zens for Life, supports the no- 
tion of a constitutional conven- 
tion. “It involves a lot more peo- 
ple,” she said, and therefore 
“would be good for organizing.” 
But members of the Massachu- 
setts congressional delegation 
who are clear supporters of the 
human-life amendment are un- 
willing to call for a constitutional 
convention because of the fear of 
opening up a ‘’Pandora’s of 
extraneous issues. 

Thus it may well be that the 
con-con is really just a device to 


push Congress into approving an 
anti-abortion amendment itself. 


P. olitically active anti-abortion 
groups and individuals here are 
generally in support of the na- 
tional right-to-life movements’ 
targeting of Senators Birch Bayh 
(D-Ind.), Frank Church (D- 
Idaho), George McGovern (D- 
SD), John Culver (D-Iowa), 
Patrick Leahy (D-Vt.) and Rob- 
ert Packwood (R-Oregon) for de- 
feat in 1980, largely because of 
their unwillingness to back a hu- 
man-life amendment. As one stra- 


.tegist explained it, the goal is to 


“support our weakest friends and 
target our weakest enemies.” 


(Added another, addressing part 
of the rationale for targeting Ed 
Brooke even when the voting re- 
cord of Paul Tsongas wasn’t any 
more sympathetic to their views, 
“When both the incumbent and 
the challenger are equally bad, 
throw out the incumbent.”’) 

As Senator Packwood, one of 
the national targets, said before 
finding his name on the hit list: 
“If the right-to-life groups can 
defeat eight or 10 House mem- 
bers, and maybe one or two sena- 
tors, others will get the mes- 
sage.” Obviously, abortion will 
not be the only issue on voters’ 
minds, but it could be the para- 
mount issue on the minds of a 
large bloc of voters. In Mas- 


sachusetts, polls indicate the 
question is not as “upsetting” to 
residents as inflation and the 
energy crisis; a statewide Becker 
poll released last week indicates, 
however, that 26 percent of the 
general public feels the fact that 
“abortion is legal” is a “very 
serious problem.’’ To the extent 
that this pattern is repeated else- 
where, and is voted on, abortion 
will be a vital political issue in 
1980. 

And the final tactical word be- 
longs to Paul Brown, director of 
the Life Amendment Political Ac- 
tion Committee. He thinks it best 
to ‘scare people in 1980 so they 
will be nervous enough to go for 
the amendment in 1982.” €

Reefer madness, 


baseball style 


Laffaire Lee and other 
symptoms of spring fever

Ware: HAVEN — For nearly two 


weeks this town had been a teapot relent- 
lessly searching for a tempest, and last 
week it got one, sort of. Once again — this 
time without even being here — Bill Lee 
was the most talked-about man in Win- 
ter Haven. Or at least the most written- 
about: the whole world now knows that 
Bill Lee smokes grass. Until last week, 
this knowledge was restricted to every- 
one in the world except for three sports- 
writers and one baseball commissioner. 

The latest Lee episode began early last 
week, when the three writers in question 
— Red Hoffman of the Lynn Item, Phil 
O'Neil of the Worcester Telegram and 
Joe Murphy of the Lawrence Eagle-Trib- 
une — found things a bit slow in Winter 
Haven and took a three-hour jaunt over 
to Daytona Beach to look up Spaceman at 
the Montreal Expos’ camp. In the course 
of their joint interview, according to 
Hoffman, Lee voluntarily ‘admitted’ 
that he had been “on” marijuana for the 
past 11 years. 

Lee’s recollection of the conversation 
goes this way: ‘We were talking about 
the Red Sox in general and Red asked me 
if there was any truth to the rumor that 
there was a ‘drug problem’ on last year’s 
team. I told them that there certainly was. 
We had too many guys ‘smoking cigar- 
ettes and too many guys. dipping snuff, 
too many guys chewing tobacco and eat- 
ing greenies and doing things that 
weren't good for them. He asked me if I 


did any of those things and I said no, that. 


I didn’t abuse my body, and I told him 
about the supplementary diet I got from 
Dick Gregory. 

‘‘He kept pressing and asking if I used 
drugs. I asked him if he used aspirin, and 
he admitted he did. Then he asked me if 
I’d ever smoked marijuana and I said, ‘Of 
course.’ He wanted to know when the 
first time was, and I told him that it was 
when I was in college, in 1968. That's all; 
it was no big deal.” © 

If it sounds as though Hoffman is 
being singled out as some sort of culprit 
here, consider his subsequent behavior. 
All three reporters used the interview; 
just as Hoffman’s edition was going to 
press, however, he called UPI’s New Eng- 
land headquarters, in Boston, to alert 
sports editor Peter May to his impending 
major scoop. (He really said that. The Lee 
story was also billed as a scoop in Thurs- 
day’s Item, although of course O'Neill 
and Murphy had written the same story 
on the same day for their papers, sans the 
lurid attention to Spaceman’s addiction.) 

That, in any case, is how the story 
made the wire in time for the six o’ clock 
news in Boston. In Winter Haven, Lee’s 
old friend Clif Keane was overjoyed, and 
by the next day Haywood Sullivan was 
openly suggesting that Lee might have 
corrupted a few other Sox players, which 


- would presumably help to explain their 


aberrant behavior. (It’s likely that both 
Hoffman and Sullivan would be gen-

uinely shocked to learn this, but well over 
half the players in the major leagues — a 
good deal more, probably, in the case of 
the Red Sox — have smoked the evil 
weed. Without any help from Bill Lee.) 


1. all sounds a bit ridiculous, but it gets 
worse. There is apparently an arcane pro- 
viso in the Basic Agreement allowing

defense of his notes: “Gee, I don’t know 
what I'd do if the commissioner de- 
manded the tape,’ he said. Later, though, 
once he was reminded that Bowie Kuhn 
couldn't throw him in jail (on a charge of 
contempt of baseball, perhaps?), Hoff- 
man did make up his mind to refuse such 
a request from one of the commissioner's 
emissaries.

As long as they 
don’t subpoena it, anyway, or question 
my integrity, like by saying I made it up, 
I’m not going to.” 


Which did not mean, apparently, that 
he wasn’t going to cooperate with the 
authorities: he wound up playing at least 
parts of the tape for Kuhn’s head of 
security. Explained Hoffman, “I never 
said I wasn’t going to let them listen to

The ethics of the situation are, of 
course, quite sticky: lots of reporters 
know about lots of ballplayers whd 
smoke marijuana and write nothing about 
them, just as lots of reporters know about 
lots of ballplayers who cheat on their 
wives or drink to excess — or hide K-Y 
jelly in their jockstraps, for that matter — 
and print nary a ‘major scoop” on the 
subject. 

For the nonce, though, Hoffman is. 
defending his story. “I hated to do it, 
‘cause I really like the guy. But jeez, he 
said it. And I’ve got a job to do down 
here.” (In offering this explanation, 
Hoffman sounded remarkably like liberal 
reporter Sidney Zion just after he'd 
turned in Daniel Ellsberg.) 

Lee says he is thus far unaware — 
officially, at least — of any investigating 
being done. “I haven’t heard anything 
from the commissioner's office yet,” he 
said last week. “And that’s-usually their 
first procedure. Like the time I admitted 


throwing spitballs (1973) and the time I 
called Billy Martin a ‘neo-Nazi,’ I gota 
telegram from Bowie the next day.” 

(On the other hand, the Spaceman is 
getting plenty of notice that somebody 
out there is paying attention. When he 
got to the Expos’ park on Thursday, a 
teammate had tacked a huge mock-up of 
a joint above his locker.

which is hardly the limb in question in 
Campbell’s case.) 

As for the other two, Zimmer remains 
outwardly unruffled — while keeping 
both out of the lineup. As for Fisk, who 
actually hurt his arm late last season by 
altering his throwing motion in an at- 
tempt to protect his broken ribs, Zimmier 
says, “Aw, he just got down here and 
tried to throw too much the first two or 
three days and it got a little sore, that’s all.

As for Hobson, who had — a year late

bone chips in his elbow, the manager is 
overjoyed. “He’s 100 percent further 
along than I thought he'd be at this stage. 
The elbow’s still a little tender, but he’s 
actually throwing the ball. I thought 
when he got here he’d still be throwing 
like this,’’ Zimmer said, waving his arm 
in a motion that looked like a parody of 
Gary Allenson throwing to second base. 


Hobson himself says that while he’s 
still a little sore, he’s also satisfied. ‘I 
don’t want to rush it or anything, though 
I’m anxious to get started playing. But it 
feels fine,‘ really. I’m not worried a bit.”

King’s mental-health plans 
come under counterattack

o you think the new 


governor is coming here to stamp 
out mental health?’’ The quip 
came from an irreverent on- 
looker at the annual statewide 
meeting of the Massachusetts As- 
sociation for Mental Health 
(MAMH), the industry’s lobby- 
ing arm. The all-day affair, billed 
as a ‘legislative conference,’ took 
place at the Copley Plaza on Feb- 
ruary 28, some 24 hours before 
the starred speaker, Gov. Ed- 
ward J. King, was to deliver his 
first budget message to the legis- 
lature. And, as the governor in- 
dicated to an audience of 850 
mental-health professionals who 
filled the hotel’s main ballroom 
that evening, members of the 
state’s mental-health establish- 
ment have little to fear in these 


days of Proposition 13 neurosis. 

“IT am here as your governor 
and as a friend of mental health,”’ 
King told them. ‘We have added 
$46 million to the mental-health 
budget.” If the legislature con- 
sents, the Department of Mental 
Health's funding will increase to 
$369 million in July. Getting to 
the heart of his message, King 
said that with the opening of the 
new fiscal year, a larger share of 
the DMH budget would be in- 
vested in “community-based al- 
ternatives’’ in order to ‘‘de-insti- 
tutionalize the Commonwealth's 
100-year-old mental-health sys- 
tem.” 

Stressing his strong support 
for such “alternatives,” the gov- 
ernor said, ‘We will bring back to 
the community those who have

been ‘away’ for 100 years. We 
will be the first state — and I will 
be the first administrator — to as- 
sure that mental-health care is de- 
livered in the least restrictive set- 
ting possible.’’ And this would be 
done “‘in a cost-efficient manner 
but with real humanity.” 

King said a new partnership 
would be formed between DMH 


and private providers, which 
would eventually furnish most of 
the services for which DMH has 
traditionally been responsible. He 
envisioned, for example, the de- 
velopment of a network of “’pri- 
vate provider corporations” able 
to generate their own income 
(presumably from health-insur- 
ance payments, Medicaid and 
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Date 


funds available under the federal 
Community Mental Health Cen- 
ters Act). 

The purpose of the plan is to 
accelerate the elimination of state 
mental hospitals and institutions 
for the retarded by providing 
what DMH calls “community 
settings” for those able to be re- 
leased 2nd ‘‘sheltered or closed 
settings’ for those who are (for 
one reason or another, including 
the effects of psychosurgery or 
long institutionalization) too dis- 
abled to make it back into soci- 
ety. The state-hospital census has 
been pared from 16,000 in 
1965 to a present tally of 3000 in 
the eight hospitals still in use; an- 
other 1600 were transferred from 
phased-out facilities to public- 
health hospitals. And there are 
5000 in the state schools for the 
retarded, down from 5700 a few 
years ago. 

In a brief recognition of a law- 
suit and less formal complaints 
that have been brought against 
DMH (claiming that discharged 
clients have been thrust into the 
community without adequate re- 
gard for their basic needs), the 


governor said the state facilities 


will not be phased out until the 
alternatives are in place. He 
promised, too, that conditions at 
the state hospitals and schools for 
the retarded would be improved 
to enable the state to qualify for 
HEW reimbursements. Hence- 
forth, he said, “it won’t be neces- 
sary for the courts to intervene.” 

The speech received a 60-sec- 
ond standing ovation. Human 
Services Secretary Charles F. Ma- 
honey, himself a former MAMH 
president, called it ‘‘a new and 
different kind of message.” Dr. 
Robert L. Okin, the recently re- 
appointed Mental Health Com- 
missioner who prepared the gu- 
bernatorial remarks, called the ap- 
proach “revolutionary.” 

* * * 

Serious questions are being 
raised about the plan elsewhere, 
however. Some dissident psy- 
chiatrists, and several local 
groups concerned with the tradi- 
tional ‘‘medical model” of psy- 
chiatry, see little in the King pro- 
posal that is pioneering or even 
genuinely community-based. In- 
terviews with these advocates 
produced repeated attacks on the 
blueprint’s most restrictive pro- 
vision: the establishment of a 
statewide network of locked, 
high-security wards in each of 
DMH’s 40 geographic ‘‘catch- 
ment” areas. 

Even as the plan was being de- 
veloped in December, Dr. Mi- 
chael Murphy, head of psychiat- 
ric services at Woburn’s Choate 
Memorial Hospital, testified be- 
fore the legislature’s Joint Hu- 
man Services Committee that 
“The exclusion of the commu- 
nity and of grassroots groups 
from the planning process repre- 
sents poor social policy.”” (Okin 
said recently that the plan re- 
sulted from “intensive discus-

ment” drawn up by his depart- 
ment, the Massachusetts Psy- 
chiatric Society and officials of 
the Massachusetts Hospital As- 
sociation.) What concerned Mur- 
phy most was the evolution of a 
“hidden” system of high-secur- 
ity wards within the general hos- 
pitals. 

Campaigning for an end to the 
“two-class” system of mental- 
health care, the groups that did 
King’s planning see a need for a 
new “community-based system” 
of acute-care facilities for invol- 
untary patients, both to house 
some DMH clients who will be 
discharged from state hospitals 
and to accommodate future “‘in- 
voluntaries” who would other- 
wise be committed to those insti- 
tutions. The intent, Okin says, is 
to set up the locked wards the 
plan calls for in general hospi- 
tals; but, as the commissioner in- 
dicated in the same conversation, 


‘another sort of two-class system 


will be developed: “Those who 
are the most violent will be main- 
tained in the state facilities.”’ 
Among the state’s 119 general 
hospitals, only about 30 have in- 
patient psychiatric wings, and 
only a few of this number are 
‘constructed and run as secure 


'S Wards; the rest are open. Pres- 


sure to go along with the DMH, 
especially in the case of the 
smaller hospitals, could result in 
decisions by the hospitals to turn 
their wards into secure units, ac- 
cording to Murphy and others. 
When I asked Joan Baxter Blue- 
stone of the Health Planning 
Council for Greater Boston (the 
HEW-designated health-plan- 
ning agency for this region) how 
much pressure is being applied, 
she said, ‘‘There has been no de- 
cision to force the hospitals into 
opening psych units for involun- 
taries. We have talked to several 
hospitals, and have talked some 
into having these units.” Yet 
there are no official figures con- 
cerning the numerical or geo- 
graphic “need” for new involun- 
tary units — Bluestone says the 
council is now trying to devise a 
formula by which such an as- 
sessment could be made. 

Some private hospitals are 
showing no hesitation about buy- 
ing into the King-Okin ap- 
proach. The governor had barely 
left the podium when. two of 
them, both with reputations as 
“shock shops,’’ approached 
DMH to express their interest. 
DMH spokeswoman Jenny Gel- 
ber said last week that neither re- 
ceived the nod. But the specter of 
more electroconvulsive therapy 
grows even as de-institution- 
alization proceeds. A ‘model 
unit’ scheduled to open this 
month at the UMass Medical 
School’s Medical Center in 
Worcester will have two ECT 
chairs in a 20-bed partly locked 
ward.

I elevision can irritate and it 


can soothe. It can numb our 
brains and tickle our fancies. 
Most of the time, it functions as a 
mild stimulant or a mild depres- 
sant. Occasionally, it excites, en- 
rages, even ennobles. But can TV 
really scare us? Can it shake us up 
enough to make us seek relief? 

The question comes up be- 
cause Channel 56 is televising a 
syndicated program called Scared 
Straight! on Sunday, March 11, 
at 10 p.m. The hour-long docu- 
mentary is an exploration of the 
uses of fear. 

Scared Straight!, an Academy 
Award nominee, is a study of the 
Juvenile Awareness Program at 
Rahway State Prison in New 
Jersey. This program subjects 
juvenile delinquents — as they 
used to be known — to the crude 
harangues of hardened convicts 
in an effort to convince them they 
should ‘‘go straight.’’ The mode is 
psychodrama, and the rap -ses- 
sions depend for their effective-

ness on their location — behind 


prison walls. 

The documentary caused quite 
a commotion when it was shown 
on a Los Angeles station last fall. 
‘We had 2000 calls in the first 24 
hours, 32 of them negative,” 
reports the filmmaker, Arnold 
Shapiro. The negatives objected 
to the language used by the 
prisoners. According to Shapiro, 
some of those who called to object 
while the show was on phoned 
again later to say they had been 
wrong; they now understood the 
need for such tactics in trying to 
reform the wayward kids. 

Police and public officials 
around LA praised the TV show 
and the prison program it depicts. 
Some began thinking of new 
ways to combat teenage crime, 
perhaps adopting the Rahway 
idea or some modification of it. 

Frank Bindhammer, a leader of 
the Lifers’ Group at Rahway, 
which conceived of the Juvenile 
Awareness Program, began tour- 


ing with Shapiro after his release 
to promote Scared Straight! He 
has sought to encourage Rahway- 
style programs in other localities, 
and shows the film to kids, 
parents, people in the judicial 
system — anyone who wants to 
see it. 

Bindhammer believes the film's 
message is clear: that exposure of 
young criminals to prison life is a 
powerful deterrent. ‘“These kids 
have failed in traditional pro- 
grams,” he notes. “It also has 
been tremendously therapeutic 
for the prisoners. For the most 
part, they feel like actually use- 
ful, productive people.’’ 


Peter Falk the nar- 


rator, Scared Straight! follows 
one group of 17 punks, male and 
female, while they visit Rahway 
for a session of ‘shock therapy,”’ 
as Bindhammer puts it. We watch 


the kids enter the claustrophobic. 


world of the prison, and hear 
some of them talk about the fun 
of life on the street: mugging, 
burglaries, shoplifting, drug- 
dealing. ‘‘In my future, I think I'll 
be a professional thief,’’ says one. 

Once the teenagers are inside 
Rahway, the cocky attitudes dis- 
appear. Doors slam behind them. 
A prisoner lunges at the camera- 
man. Others spout how they'd 
like to enjoy their young guests 
sexually. Having run the gaunt- 
let, the visitors must sit in a room

and listen as several murderers 
and other long-term prisoners 
abuse them for a couple of hours. 

The merest hint of a smile 
brings retribution. ‘I’m in this 
stinking cesspool for 10 years,” 
one lifer screams, ‘‘and ain't 
seen nothing funny yet.’ The 
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cons tower over the teenagers as 
they curse and threaten them. 
One prisoner tells how the young 
and small men inside become the 
“kids,” the homosexual slaves, of 
the stronger inmates. Another 
displays, up close, knife cuts 
around his eye. 

A convict orders all 17 kids to 
take off their shoes and pile them 
up on the floor. When one boy 
smiles, another prisoner, claim- 
ing he has nothing to lose, 
threatens to kill him. It is sug- 
gested that the cons might keep 
the shoes. 

The teenagers’ terror builds. 
Tears fall. A big prisoner de- 
mands that one boy take his best 
shot at him. Another inmate says 
that ‘‘aggravation, humiliation, 
degradation, alienation” are the 
things which await those who 
wind up in “the joint.”’ A rain of 
curses, threats, remonstrances 
and warnings falls. The young- 
sters are made to see that prison is 
no joke. Suicide, murder and 
maiming are daily facts of life. 
The prisoners reveal their own 
stupidity in believing they would 
not be caught. And they express 
their contemp for sthe arrogance 
of the young punks. One ohn 
compares his visitors’ harass- 
ment of other people to a dog's 
urinating repeatedly on the floor: 
eventually, it must be disposed of. 


a teenagers leave the 


prison, they describe how shaken 
they were and how they no longer 
want to risk going to jail. ‘I know 
right now this isn’t for me,’’ a boy 
says. The would-be professional 
thief says he’s changed his mind. 
How long-lasting is this trans- 


* formation? We are informed that 


one girl in the group got into 
trouble again, then went straight. 
The other 16 were straight a year 
after their visit. Falk says 80 to 90 
percent of the 8000 delinquents 
who have gone through the pro- 
gram have stayed on the right side 
of the law. ' 

Shapiro says his cameras were 
kept well back from the action 
and did not influence the session 
shown in Scared Straight! And 
though the prisoners who par- 
ticipate are carefully selected, 
they are not rehearsed. Each ses- 
sion is different and, according to 
the filmmaker, always draining. 

Scared Straight! is uncompro- 
mising, and sensational in the 
best sense of the word. It grips 
you with tight closeups, -slam- 
ming steel, clanging bells, gutter 
talk, a desperate look in the eyes. 
It should inspire Rahway-type 
programs in other places, but the 
creation of the program in New 
Jersey depended on the per- 
suasiveness of the prisoners 


‘involved and the willingness of 


community leaders and law- 
enforcement authorities to risk it. 

Bindhammer’s belief that the 
film itself can scare bad kids into _} 
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reforming is debatable. On tele- 
vision — and on a movie screen, 
too — the experience is distanced. 
It cannot substitute for the real 
thing. Rather than scare us, 
Scared Straight! can make us 
think and, perhaps, act. It offers 
hope and shows us a way to 
respond to a problem of epi- 
demic proportions. This is tele- 
vision performing its most 
valuable task: making us see the 
world as it is and as it might be.

on the world as scientists 
see it is something TV essays only 
rarely. But this week, public tele- 
vision is making a serious effort 
to mark the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of Albert Einstein. 

Nova, the one notable regular 
program that tries to make scien- 
tific ideas comprehensible to a 
general audience, has a_biog- 
raphy of Einstein slotted for 
Thursday, March 15, at 8 p.m. on 
Channel 2. The great physicist’s 
seminal ideas on relativity are 
explained briefly, but his dedica- 
tion to internationalism, paci- 
fism, socialism and Zionism are 
given more attention. 

We follow Einstein's career 
from his boyhood in Germany 
through his young manhood in 
Switzerland to his final years at 
Princeton. We watch his face 
assume its familiar shape. And we 
hear him speak in German and 
English. Along the way, there are 
arresting photos and film and 
interesting tidbits: George 
Bernard Shaw honoring Einstein 
at a dinner; speculation about a 
meeting between the scientist and 
Kafka; Einstein’s exclusion from 
certain matters during World War 
II as a potential ‘security risk.” 

A much more ambitious at- 
tempt to grapple with Einstein's 
ideas is also scheduled for this 
week. Einstein’s Universe, a two- 
hour special from the BBC and 
WGBH, airs on Tuesday, March 
13, at 8 p.m. The program's 
intention is to elucidate the great 
man’s discoveries and to show us 
how they've changed our view of 


the cosmos. Yet the execution 
falls lamentably short. 

The show revolves around 
Peter Ustinov, who represents us 
and who listens and watches as 
several distinguished ‘scientists 
discuss and demonstrate the 
meaning of Einstein's theories of 
general and special relativity as 
well as their influences on the 
way the universe is now under- 
stood. Unfortunately, the 
material is presented neither 
chronologically — one discovery 
or theory following logically from 
those that came before — nor ina 
step-by-step manner from the 
simple to the complex. 

Instead, there are unconnected 
episodes that leave the layman 
despairing of ever grasping the 
whole picture. Some of the parts 
work better than others. A 
warped table illustrates the 
curved nature of space. Ani- 
mation helps make clear how the 
elliptical orbits of planets rotate. 
A black balloon gives us a way of 
seeing the closed but unbounded 
universe that Einstein’s descen- 
dants now envision. And speed- 
ing motorcycles help a bit to 
explain the relation among speed, 
direction, light and color. Basic 
definitions aren’t offered, how- 
ever, and there’s no way of 
having our questions answered. 

Despite the earnest efforts of 
the scientists assembled at the 
McDonald Laboratory of the Uni- 
versity of Texas and some fairly 
clever demonstrations, it never 
comes together Tire, space, 
gravity, the atom, the stars — Ein- 
stein showed how they are 
related, but at the end of this pro- 
gram, we are left where we began: 
with the great mystery of E=MC: 

Ustinov reads Einstein’s words 
in a German accent, and it doesn’t 
sound like the man on Nova. He 
also plays twin brothers — one 
aging on earth while the other 
hardly grows old as he speeds 
through deep space. He tries to be 
witty. But Einstein’s Universe 
never goes into orbit. Perhaps 
modern physics is simply too 
abstract to explain. Qn the other 
hand, it may be that television is 
still in its own Dark Ages.. & 
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Muddy Waters—the legendary bluesman whose 
recordings are hoarded by record collectors and rock

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The crime rape 


What you should know before you need to

is coming to film Boston's 


one-man Rape Investigation Unit and 
Sergeant Charles'.Deary is dressed for 
color TV in a navy tie and rainbow sus- 
penders; when cigarette ashes drop into 
his lap, he blends them into his gray 
trousers with a fingertip. 

“I don’t like to talk statistics,’’ Deary 
says, although his primary function is to 
analyze and file all rape reports from the 
Boston police districts. He conducts no 
investigations, deals with no victims. The 
Boston police force is not centralized; 
each ‘unit carries out its own rape inves- 
tigations and each district holds its own 
court. Deary takes their reports. But his 
involvement doesn’t stop there. He also 
organized the city’s Stop Rape program, 
and since the recent rapes in Allston and 
Brighton this winter, he has sent teams of 
men and women police officers around 
the city to offer over 300 self-defense 
demonstrations. 

Deary shares an office with several de- 
tectives, a wall of filing cabinets and a hot 
pot. While he waits for the Channel 4 
crew, he drops a saccharin tablet into his 
coffee, and shakes his head. ‘Now, all 
policemen are, let’s say, barnyard psy- 
chologists. We determine any medical 
needs first, and then whether a crime was 
committed, and what crime it was.” 

Since 1974, every police station in

Massachusetts has been mandated to 
train at least two officers in rape inter- 
viewing, investigation and apprehen- 
sion. Rape has become the fastest-rising 
violent crime in the US. Last year, Deary 
received 511 reports of rape and rape at- 
tempts, a 17 percent increase over 1977. 
‘As soon as a woman is forced to have in- 
tercourse against her-will,’’ he says, strik- 
ing his desk for emphasis, ‘‘it’s rape.’’ He 
pauses to sip coffee and to clarify the law: 
“Unless, of course, she’s married.” 

The TV crew arrives and Deary puts 
his coffee away. The cameraman climbs 
over the filing cabinets and desks to angle 
the lights; Deary tugs on his navy-blue 
jacket. 

‘There can be a preponderance of evi- 
dence, you know,” he begins, ‘‘but the 
jury has to be convinced. And juries be- 
ing human, this depends on the actions of 
the victim.” He is well-informed and 
warming up, but the, crew already looks 
disappointed. They don’t want talk of 
statistics and shots of black coffee. They 


want footage of police cars screaming af- . 


ter assailants, blue warriors flashing war- 
rants and fingerprinting suspects. 

After a polite interval, they unplug 
their lights and leave in search of a simu- 
lated police investigation in one of the 
district departments. Deary is the disap- 
pointed party now. He flicks an ash off 


his pants and says, ‘If we ‘don’t have 
much hard evidence on the two people — 
now, who are we? Solomon?” 


T.. of course, is one of the toughest 
problems in a rape investigation. It used 
to be simpler. 

In Babylonian times, rape was consid- 
ered the violation of a business contract 
between a father and a suitor; the daugh- 
ter herself was discarded as damaged 
merchandise. If a married women was 
raped, the offense was considered com- 
mitted against her husband; she and her 
assailant were bound and cast into the 
nearest river. The ancient Hebrews 
stoned their rape victims to death. 

‘In the 20th century, rape is a crime — a 
violation of the law as it represents hu- 
man rights. The offended party is the 
rape'victim, and the state will intercede 
on her behalf. (Since 1974, though the 
purview of the rape statute has been ex- 
tended to include homosexual rape, the 
misconception persists that only women 
are assaulted. For the purposes of this ar- 
ticle, victims will be referred to as fe- 
male.) 

Prosecution in a rape case today, then, 
is rarely sure or simple. The legal pro- 
cedure itself is lengthy and has three 
stages: an initial “probable cause’’ hear- 


ing before a judge, ‘a grand-jury investi- 
gation and, finally, a superior-court trial 
with all the legal pomp and circumstance 
— testimony, examination and verdict. In 
the process, the prosecuting attorney 
must provide evidence of penetration 
(vaginal, oral, or anal), threat of force 
from the assailant, and lack of ‘consent 
from the victim. Throughout, there may 
be no tidy package of evidence to con- 
firm either guilt or innocence. The ab- 
sence of semen indicates nothing conclu- 
sive, since many rapists don’t ejaculate; 
the presence of semen in a victim verifies 
only penetration, not force or resistance. 
Fingernail scrapings, blood and_ hair 
samples and shreds of clothes build a case 
of circumstantial evidence that only 
places the defendant at the rape scene. 
The victim's testimony may be articulate 
and well-prepared, but as is well-known, 
a jury often judges her courtroom be- 
havior as much as her story. (For this rea- 
son, some procedural manuals for rape 
victims offer explicit dos and don’ts on 
courtroom dress and expression; in a 
tossup of credibility, they argue, Re- 
becca of Sunnybrook Farm will always 
win credibility over Greta Garbo.) 
Although rape victims range in age 
from two to 95, may be single, divorced 
or married, and from any (or no) occupa- 
tion, the stereotype of the “deserving’’

woman still exists in the minds of many 
people. She is, of course, a single 17- to 
24-year-old cruiser, given to casual sex- 
ual encounters and despondent cries of 
rape afterward. But her existence is a 
myth, invented for the comfort and con- 
venience of others. Compared with her, 
everyone else may appear to be down- 
right puritanical — ineligible for her role 
and therefore not vulnerable to assault. 
As one counselor said, “Going to a con- 
ference with all these rape professionals, 
you realize halfway through that they’re 
talking about these other people like it 
could never be them.” 

The “obvious rapist’ is another mythi- 
cal type, similarly constructed to ease the 
fears of others. He is a sick and brutish 
stranger who leaves his sordid room only 
in the dark of night. He is, of course, rec- 
ognizable at first glance, and readily 
avoided. 

Statistics show, however, that rapists 
may be clergymen, artists and profes- 
sionals; over 50 percent are acquainted in 
some way with their victims; many child 
rapists are family members or neighbors; 
47 percent of rapes occur in the victims’ 
or rapists’ homes; most attackers lead 
otherwise normal and active sex lives. In 
short, a rapist can be anyone. 

Between these cultural myths and the 
frequently inconclusive nature of evi- 


dence, juries acquit defendants nine times 
out of 10. In Massachusetts, a rape con- 
viction carries a life-imprisonment sen- 
tence, and any jury that is ambivalent 
about the evidence and similarly unde- 
cided about the victim will find a guilty 
verdict difficult to hand down. In an ef- 
fort that may somewhat alleviate this 
problem, the mayor's rape task force has 
begun work on revising the sentence. 
They’re pushing for a “’staircasing’’ of of - 
fenses, so that degress of punishment 
correspond to degrees of violence. Until 
such legislation is enacted, however, the - 
problem will remain: a jury approaching 
a rape case, even if not influenced by so- 
cial prejudices, may well be influenced by © 
their knowledge of the sentence a rape con- 
viction must carry. To their surprise, 
there is no Perry Mason ending — no 
easy, clear decision, no crescendo of jus- 
tice triumphant.

- pital, the emergency-room nurses have 


been running a rape-treatment program 
for five years. Like the staff of the older 
program at Boston City Hospital (BCH), 
that of the newer one at Newton-Welles- 
ley, and the multi-discipline team at Beth 
Israel (BI) Hospital, they are available 24 


hours a day for crisis counseling and 
followup. 

Similarities exist among these four pro- 
grams: none reports rapes to the police, 
although they encourage a victim either 
to do so or to sign a third-person (i.e., 
anonymous) statement: in each, counsel- 
ors remain with the victim throughout 
her emergency-room stay, explaining the 
exam and legal procedures, and offering 
support and short-term crisis interven- 
tion; each staff is trained in referral as 
well as direct services; each facility's 
counselor contacts the victim 24 to 48 
hours later for psychological followup; 
all offer six to 12 sessions afterward; and 
all undergo a continual updating of their 
training. Extending their services be- 
yond the needs of the victim, counselors 
will work with the family (Beth Israel 
charges after the first visit, but the cost is 
coverable by insurance or Medicaid). And 
all offer information and consultation to 
community groups, schools and other 
hospitals. 

But protocol differs at each hospital. 
Peter Bent Brigham and Beth Israel do not 
counsel children; they send them to Chil- 
dren's Hospital, which sees two children 
a week and has a special child-abuse team 
as well as the only pediatric-GYN unit in 
the state. Newton-Wellesley’s team of so- 
cial workers, psychiatrists and psycholo- 


gists is a rotating one. Boston City offers 
DES (diethylstilbestrol) treatment for 
pregnancy prevention, after taking the 
victim’s medical history and informing 
her of its possible side effects. When ap- 
propriate, Peter Bent Brigham offers a 
blood test for pregnancy eight to 10 days 
after the rape; and Beth Israel offers men- 
strual extraction within two weeks after a 
victim's first missed period. (The inci- 
dence of pregnancy after a single occur- 
rence of sexual intercourse is around one 
percent, but according to Sheila Leven- 
seter, director of Boston City’s rape pro- 
gram, “hearing that information isn’t al- 
ways comforting to someone who has 
been assaulted.’’) 

All these programs have successfully 
opposed the fragmentation of services 
that ordinarily makes it difficult for a 
rape victim to report to hospitals and po- 
lice. Her needs, her anxiety and disorien- 
tation are rarely salved by shuttling her 
between departments. By consolidating 
services that ordinarily have little con- 
tact with one another, the rape-treat- 
ment programs give a victim a home base. 

Boston City’s program, the oldest. in 
Boston, saw 200 victims last year, in- 
cluding at least one child a week; Beth Is- 
rael saw 130 and Peter Bent Brigham 338. 
Newton-Wellesley saw 19 victims last

year, triple the number they treated be- 
fore their program began. No matter 
what each hospital's patient load, rape 
victims are provided with a quiet room 
and given immediate and special atten- 
tion. (Each of these hospitals, a spokes- 
man was quick to say, treats and tries to 
be very sensitive toward male victims, 
who are ridiculed in most emergency 
rooms now as many women were 10 
years ago.) 

According to the state’s Joint Com- 
mission on Accreditation of Hospitals, 
every hospital is legally responsible for 
self-decided policies 
on the privacy and care of rape patients. 
Each year, the Massachusetts Hospital 
Association sends round a suggested 
guideline on medical examination and 
treatment of VD and pregnancy; the 
mailing also outlines methods of collect- 
ing and preserving evidence, taking his- 
tories and constructing patient-consent 
forms. 

Not every hospital can duplicate the 
comprehensive programs at PBB, BCH, 
BI and Newton-Wellesley, but each must 
fulfill minimum medical requirements 
and, just as important, must know where 
to refer for fuller treatment. Neither 
Cambridge Hospital nor Mass. General 
Hospital has a formal rape unit, for ex- 
ample, yet personnel at both these insti- 
tutions will treat rape victims and some- 
times refer. them elsewhere. One Mass. 
General spokesman said that MGH re- 
ceives relatively few rape cases since the 
police frequently direct victims to those 
hospitals with more comprehensive pro- 
grams. 


emergency-room visit, if care- 


lessly handled, can be almost as traumat- 
ic to the victim as any physical assault. 
Although a woman’s first concerns may 
be medical — the possibility of preg- 
nancy and VD — doctors must serve a 
dual function: they’re responsible for 
court evidence as well as patient care. 

A staff member is required to take a 
report of the rape in the patient’s own 
words, to note her appearance and con- 
dition as well as her regular medical his- 
tory, before the examining physician 
even approaches her. With signed per- 
mission, photographs may be taken. All 
clothing is collected in bags, labeled and 
dated; they may be tested for semen with 
acid phosphatase, which turns color on 
contact, or with an ultraviolet ‘‘Woods” 
light. There is a check for external 
bruises, bleeding and fractures. 

Kits are often used in hospitals for the 
collection of evidence. They hold slides 
for sperm tests, clippers, a comb and acid- 
phosphatase tablets. Pat McGrath, di- 
rector of Peter Bent Brigham’s rape unit, 
explains, “A defense attorney can con- 
ceivably hold up a trial for ages and ages 
while he debates whether or not the evi- 
dence was selected by a qualified person 
in a qualified way.” It is the doctor who 
collects any foreign hairs, mud or fibers 
and who takes scrapings from under each 
fingernail to be tested for foreign skin or 
blood. The pelvic (or oral or rectal) exam 
checks for internal ruptures; secretions 
from vagina, cervix and vulva are tested 
for evidence of semen. 

All medical information goes onto con- 
fidential rape-protocol sheets. At PBB, 
these sheets are sealed in an envelope and 
taped to the back of the patient's chart. 
The seal warns ‘Do Not Open,” so the 
victim’s privacy is protected. 

VD-prevention treatment is initiated 
most frequently with an injection of fast- 
absorbing procaine penicillin. A followup 
appointment, made for three to six weeks 
later, retests for VD and pregnancy. 


ealthy body, healthy mind’’ may 


apply to people getting over tennis el- 
bow and shin splints, but a rape victim 
has a whole battery of psychological 
needs that cannot be mended by Band- 
Aids and a day in bed. The nurses at PBB, 
BCH and Néwton-Wellesley,’ as well as 
the clinical team of psychiatrists, psy- 
chologists and social workers a BI, are 
trained to assess a victim’s resources for 
coping and to address her needs and those 
of her family. Because her needs are long- 
term as well as immediate, the hospital 
programs do followup as well as emer-

Professionals and Jaymen alike often

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woman whose psyche, as well as clothes, 
has been ripped is expected to act hys- 
terically. Against Rape, a manual on self- 
protection and feminist politics by An- 
dra Medea and Kathleen Thompson 
(Noonday), suggests that the more a 
woman shows her emotions — even when 
this requires some dramatics — the more 
likely she is to be believed and the more 
sympathetically she'll be treated. It’s 
ironic advice, and they know it. 

“It’s a myth,” argues Levenseter, “that 
all women are hysterical and helpless af- 
ter the rape. People present in their usual 
crisis style. Some may be sobbing, but 
others will be calm and, withdrawn. 
Sometimes the way people cope with it is 
to giggle.” 

No matter what the victirhs’ reactions, - 
however, their first, expressed feelings 
tend to be the same: disbelief, guilt (no 
matter how hard they may have resisted) 
and fear. They have known an absolute 
loss of freedom, and their fear is of the 
purest kind — for their lives. 


“They go through stages,” says Mc- 


’Grath. “ ‘Is he going to come back? Is he 


going to find me? Is he going to hurt me 
again?’ They're scared to death. When 
they'll tell you the story of what hap- 
pened, they'll say, ‘I thought he was go- 
ing to kill me. | thought he was going to 
kill me.’ 

One concern in every phase of coun- 
seling, right from the start, is to put the 
patient back into a decision-making role. 
One counselor puts it this way: 

“A victim has made this decision not to 
have sexual intercourse, and that deci- 
sion has been completely violated. It 
leaves you feeling incredibly helpless. So 
at the same time we're trying to pull you 
together emotionally, we’ve got to start 
giving you decisions you have to make, 
and we have to respect those decisions.” 

Those ‘‘decisions’”’ range from finding 
a place to sit down and have some coffee 
to dealing with the possibilities of medi- 
cal complications, police intervention, 
etc. ‘At first I assumed the women 
wouldn't be able to assimilate enough in- 
formation to make the best choices. for 
themselves,’”” the counselor adds. ‘But I

Levenseter points out 
that as victims resolve their experiences, 
“they often find themselves pursuing 
their assailant in their dreams. Kids will 
have their heroes take care of we as- 
saulter.”’ 

In some cases, the rape treatment trig- 
gers an explosion of other problems al- 
ready simmering in a victim’s life. “Many 
of the women we see come from horren- 
dous home situations,” says McGrath. 
“Previous rapes, battering, alcoholism.” 
In these cases, hospitals refer victims to 
community legal and counseling pro- 
grams. 

Parents and mates have their own reac- 
tions as well, and a victim's long-term ad- 
justment — problems with self-esteem, 
sexuality and trust — is integrally con- 
nected to the adjustment of her family 
and friends. ‘Most boyfriends and hus- 
bands have a terrible time,”’ explains Mc- 
Grath. ‘‘Sometimes you have to do as 
much work with the men as with the 
women.” A family may often blame 
either the victim or themselves for the 
crime, because blame is the readiest 
_ handle with which to gain a kind of con- 
‘ trol over the situation. ‘They'll even call 
a kid provocative,” says Levenseter, 


“when the kid was four or five or six

The camera 
panned down hallways, cut away into 
rooms, caught stretchers and ambu- 
lances from various angles. A very suc- 
cessful piece of film was in the making. 
But the BI staff, asked to ‘‘dramatize’ 
their services, looked a bit stiff before the 
lens. ‘It's not Kojak!’ Pat McGrath ob- 
jected. 

While it's clearly not a detective story, 
more than half of BI’s rape victims come 
to them through the police. ‘I can’t stress 
enough how far the police have come in 
five years,’ McGrath says emphatically; 
hospital spokesmen echo her feeling. 
“They've turned around. We've gotten 
letters from victims thanking us for our 
support and saying that the police were 
wonderful.’’ 

Some of this turnaround is a result of 
the 1974, Rotenberg bill, which man- 
dated specially trained officers. Still, one 
skeptic from the Mass. Hospital As- 
sociation said, ‘‘Police priorities are 
skewed. We. know that the ‘74 training 
law isn’t upheld in 80 percent of the 
forces around the Commonwealth.” 


Police decentralization may have a lot 
to do with this problem. There is no 
structured liaison among departments; 
each has a self-determined protocol for 
interviewing and investigation. If police 
have indeed improved their attitude and 
approach toward rape, exceptional pro- 
grams can take credit. 


Norfolk County is a case in point; its 


_ two-year-old rape unit (run by the town) 


has the highest prosecution rate in 
Massachusetts. Gone is the caricature of 
the burly cop. The full-time unit is . 
staffed entirely by women: two counsel- 
ors, one community-liaison officer and a 
detective. There are also two women DAs 
in the wings, who follow a victim 
through court. Otherwise, a rape victim 
sometimes has little rapport. with the ap- 
pointed prosecutor; the legal process re- 
mains a potentially anonymous and de- 
grading experience. 

Last year, the Norfolk team saw 109 
male and female victims, 60 percent of 
whom were under 16 years of age. A de- 
tective and a counselor answer each rape 
call, and provide medical and legal sup- 
port long after their official functions 
have ended. 

Like the hospitals that run their own 
programs and train other emergency- 
room staffs as well, the Norfolk County 
rape-unit members train other po- 
lice departments in short-term crisis-in- 
tervention techniques. They don’t bill 
themselves as long-term therapists, much 
less ‘ ‘barnyard psychologists’; their em- 
phasis is on combining crisis interven- 
tion and police services. Since rape af- 
fects a victim on several levels — per- 
sonal, legal, medical — rape care must be 
equally comprehensive. For example, 
Criminal Victimology Consultants is a 
private grassroots organization that 
works in 50 communities throughout 
Massachusetts; 125 volunteer health-care 
and legal professionals are “on call’’ with 
their community hospitals and police de- 
partments. Victims of rape, arson, child 
abuse and domestic violence are referred 
to them for consultation. 

The name has a bureaucratic ring, 
evoking office complexes with glass ele- 
vators. But Criminal Victimology Con- 
sultants operates out of its director's liv- 
ing room and receives its mail at her door. 
(It deals with agencies, not the public.) It 
funds itself, ironically, by training and 
educating other, funded agencies, such as 
the Massachusetts Criminal Justice 
Counsel. If and when it becomes govern- 
ment-funded, it plans to extend counsel- 
ing to battered women and the elderly. 
No flashy setup here — and nothing to 
televise except a mailbox.

W... you call 492-RAPE, the Bos- 


ton Area Rape Crisis Center answers. The 
center — with its couch, desk, filing cab- 
inet and pet mutt — occupies a very small 
room in the Cambridge Women’s Cen- 
ter. There are no flashing telephone 
lights, no intercom systems. A_ black 
phone on the. corner of the desk has 
“Hotline’’ marked on masking tape 
across its base. 

This phone rings about 30 times a 
month with calls from rape victims. Since 
its founding,in 1972, BARCC (which is 
self-funded) has handled between 7000 
and 9000 calls, altogether; victims range. 


. from children given the number by. gui- 
dance counselors.to 80-yeat-old women, 
~ from victims raped only 10 minutes be-. 
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fore calling to those raped 20 years ago. 
“If the women wake up at four in the 
morning with nightmares, they can call 
us and that’s all right,”” says Arli Gold- 
berg. ‘If they don’t feel comfortable talk- 
ing to us, we can find them another coun- 
selor. We give them as many alternatives 
as we possibly can.” 

Goldberg is one of the 20 women who 
have been through the eight-week train- 
ing process. In addition to providing 24- 
hour phone work, the counselors run an 
open group once a month for raped wom- 
en and a 10-week closed group once 
or twice a year. They help victims to and 
from hospitals and court, and do 
followup counseling and community 
educating. “A lot of straight women 
won't call us because they think we're go- 
ing to tell them to leave their husbands 
and hate all men and God knows what- 
ever else,’ Goldberg says. “If I’m deal- 
ing with a woman who’s in what I'd con- 
sider a repressive relationship, it’s not up 
to me to show her that. My role is to try 

* and help her work through just what she 


wants to work through.”’ 

BARCC offers information, advocacy 
and support. ‘Occasionally, we arrange 
to meet a caller somewhere else. Very sel- 
dom do we go to the house of a rape vic- 
tim. And never alone. There have been 
several times when counselors were set 
up themselves that way. If a victim de- 
cides to go to the hospital, we try to find 
one in her area. We try to figure out the 
best solution for her now. 

Goldberg stops. When she ih 
again, it is in a new tone, as if she were 
beginning the interview all over. 

“Until rape stops,’’ she says, ‘‘you’re 
going to have to talk about it. What-to- 
do-if . . . that’s a placebo; the real stuff is 
what's making this society that teaches 
women not to learn how to take care of 
themselves, that teaches women to walk 
around in ridiculous clothes so they can’t 
run away, that teaches women to not 
know self-defense. And when you start 
looking at the men who rape, you realize 
it’s somebody’s husband and it’s some- 
body’s son and it’s somebody's brother. 


But these connections never get made. 

‘When we do public speaking, we talk 
about the ways of taking precautions, but 
we also talk about the myths. And we talk 
so the audience can start re-examining 
their beliefs. While a woman may say yes 
99 times, the hundredth time, when she 
says no, that’s no. She may have been 
having sex with her husband for 25 years. 
But when she, for even one night, says no 
and he forces her, that’s a rape’ (no 
matter what the law says). 

She pauses, and says slowly, ‘I guess 
the oniy thing I’d want hospitals and po- 
lice to learn is the fact that a lot of these 
rapes may not be prosecutable, but the 
women end up having the exact same 
feelings as if they d been raped walking 
down the street. And that’s the amazing 
thing — that so many women are walk- 
ing around feeling this way without 
knowing why.” 


* * * 


R... is not a sexy act. Studies have 


shown that men don’t rape for sexual 


gratification: many rapists don t have or- 
gasms. As McGrath says. Rape is a 
crime of violence, just like a mugging or 
hitting somebody over the head with a 
brick.” Goldberg adds, “People get so 
hung up in the sexual aspect of it that 
they don't realize it has nothing to do 
with sex. It's no coincidence that the 
emotion victims most often do not ex- 
press is anger: it s as if they don't feel en- 
titled to. “The sex part is degrading, the 
sex part is humiliating.” Goldberg says. 
“But Jesus, it’s the stuff that goes on af- 


terward ... the way families and school 
people handle it ... that’s really unbe- 
lievable. 


As long as rape is considered strictly a 
sexual violation, it remains an abstrac- 
tion, a condition that any proper citizen 
would have the power to avoid. But any- 
one who entertains this belief assumes, 
consciously or not, that rape is as remote 
a possibility in her life as, say, capital 
punishment. “The hardest thing,” says 
Goldberg, “‘is making people realize it 
could happen to them.”

Behind the price of your insurance . 
lurks an unexpectedly human being _

What is this thing called actuary? 
Morose, somber, seldom merry? 
No, my friend, that isn’t right. 
Please appease me, ease my plight 
By bearing briefly with the ranks 
Whose titles oft elicit blanks. 


L, tell you what an actuary was. The 
name, as you might guess, comes from 
Latin; an actuarius was a slave, and might 


_have acted as a sort of record keeper (ac- 


tuarii took down Julius Caesar’s speeches 
in shorthand, and their honorable pro- 
fession was represented at the notorious 
Trimalchio’s dinner party in Petronius’s 
Satyricon). In 18th-century England, the 
actuary was something of a court sten- 


ographer. The line between secretary and. 


accountant was crossed by the end of that 
century. In the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury, no less an authority than Thomas 
Babington Macaulay described the fore- 
runner of the actuary that we know to- 
day: “An actuary of eminent skill, sub- 
jected the ancient parochial registers of 
baptisms, marriages and burials to all the 


tests which the modern improvements in 


statistical science enabled him to apply.” 
But in America at the same time, or a little 
later, the title of actuary was given to le- 
gal clerks, as well as to managers of in- 
surance companies. The earlier meaning 
(i.e., clerk) also survived, and came to be 
connected exclusively with the insurance 
biz. 
We're not where actors (dead) are 
into, 


Nor are accountants what we're 
kin to. 

We don’t breed birds, we’re not 
uncouth, 

“All right!” you bite, “What do 
you doeth?” 

Aha! Insurance-product pricing. 

(Silence.) Isn't that enticing? 


So that was the evolution: Caesar’s 
slave became Macaulay’s statistician, 
who became a crack professional mathe- 
matician. One such mathematician is 
Debbie Adler, an actuarial associate with 
the John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance 
Company. She reveals that today’s ac- 
tuaries use mathematics as a basic skill, 
but don’t spend the entire day calculat- 
ing unless they want to. Math is the lan- 
guage of actuaries, but they don’t use it 
the way simultaneous translators use lan- 
guage. They use it more in the way liter- 
ary critics use language. Got it? 

Just think of actuaries as practitioners 
of a black art that has to do with money — 
your money. After all, what they really 
do is use secret formulas to read the past 
and predict the future. Adler stresses that 
insurance is a product, and defines her 
job as putting prices on the products by 
deciding how what -has already hap- 
pened can presage what is going to hap- 
pen — and where. 

How much should the company raise 
its comprehensive car-insurance rates in a 
town where car theft exceeds the na- 
tional average? Ask an actuary. How 
much should a 45-year-old man with a 


history of heart disease pay to insure his 
life? Ask an actuary. You can even ask 
one how much less a healthy 21-year-old 
woman should pay. Obviously, fortune- 
telling of any sort requires experience, 
and Adler speaks of the point in a career 
when practice of the “actuarial science” 
gives way to that of the “actuarial art’’: 
when practiced guesswork combines with 
the calculator to reckon accurately the 
cost of car crashes and accidental death. 


Annuities fill up our days, 

Pensions are the latest craze. 

Life, both permanent and term, 

Personal or for your firm. 

For your car, your boat, your 
house, 

We price with pride and never 
grouse. 

Yes, be it life or limb you’ve lost, 
it’s 

Doubtless one of us who's cost it. 


J ohn De Ciccio, an assistant actuary at 
John Hancock, says the actuary’s pri- 
mary obligation is to ‘insure the sol- 
vency of the company’s rate structure” 
and his or her secondary obligation is “to 
insure that the rate structure is equit- 
able.” In other words, actuaries decide 
how much you pay for your policy so 
that their employers will be sure to take in 
enough money to pay their claims. (Yes, I 
know you weren't worried.) They also 
decide how much you get back in divi- 
dends, which is rather more complicated 
than it would appear, since dollar-value 


alone is not what makes policies equal. 
But if you had a corps of mathematical 
geniuses on your payroll, believe me, you 
wouldn't keep them around just so they 
could figure out what Joe Blow ought to 
pay each year for his insurance policy. 
Adler says (with low-key but obvious 
pride, as though she’s realizing it for the 
first time) that ‘‘actuaries are involved in 
almost any important decision anywhere 
in John Hancock.” In fact, a former presi- 
dent of the company and approximately 
15 percent of its senior officers are ac- 
tuaries. When ideas for new products — 
i.e., new kinds of insurance policies — are 
thought up, actuaries are the ones to de- 
cide the form they should take, or wheth- 
er they should be developed at all. Var- 
iable life insurance, whose payments to 
the beneficiary change with the state of 
the economy, is one of the newest 
changes rung on the old theme, and the 
continuing role of actuaries in the devel- 
opment of that sort of insurance is self- 
evident. 
Yet, despite our calculators 
soaring, 
Our work (like us) is never 
boring. 
Rather we do our job with glee, 
With je ne sait quoi and joie de 
vivre. 
We laugh, we cry, we dance, we 
curse. 
At times we even speak in verse. 


Actuaries are clearly the class act of the 
insurance industry. When I think of in- 
surance, I usually think of hard-sell types 
— the guys who try to badger you into 
buying expensive policies when you can’t 
afford groceries. A few years back the 
members of Million Dollar Round Table 
held its convention in Boston. We didn’t 
know who they were, but after we mar- 
veled at their white shoes and belts (it was 
summer), their well-fed appearance and 
their polyester gleam, we guessed that 
they were used-car salesmen. We later 
learned that the Round Table is an elite 
society of agents who have sold at least a 
million clams’ worth of life insurance. If 
you pressed me to visualize an actuary, I 
could come up with another stereotype: 
frock-coated, hunched over, elderly or 
prematurely so, and straight out of Vic- 
torian fiction — interchangeable in fact, 
with a “clark.’” Meeting Adler was sur- 
prising. She is downright attractive and 
witty, and she sings Bach. She does not 
encourage me in my vilification of her 
colleagues down the totem pole, but does 
provide the telling observation that wo- 
men actuaries are taken more seriously by 
men actuaries than by the sales force 
(which has relatively fewer women mem- 
bers). 

In order to become an actuary, one gets 
a solid foundation in mathematics (Adler 
majored in math at Tufts) and begins tak- 
ing a series of nine examinations. Upon 
passing all nine, one becomes a fellow of 
the Society of Actuaries and gets a se- 
cure and lucrative future. Even while he 
or she is preparing for and taking all 
these exams, the actuarial student has a 
job (John Hancock gives liberal study 
time — two half-days a week — and pay 
raises with the passing of each exam). 
The first few exams are in general mathe- 
matics and statistics, and John Hancock 
likes its students to get the first two out 
of the way before they leave college. Dur- 
ing the later stages, they prepare for 
exams in relevant subjects such as law, 
taxes and accounting. Who you are and 
where you went to school are important 
only insofar as they prepare you for the 
exams; everybody takes the same tests, 
and every actuary has to go through these 
tribal rites. But then, having done so, they 
become first-class citizens within the in- 
dustry (Adler stops short of saying “ pri- 
ma donnas”’). 

Since each exam requires some 400 
hours of preparation (Adler addresses her 
desk calculator, an impressive instru- 
ment that looks like a two-manual harpsi- 
chord, or maybe an organ, and translates 
that figure into two-and-two-thirds 
hours a day for five months), Adler re- 
-tains her sanity by seeing a lot of movies, 
sewing and singing. And writing poetry. 
She’s particularly proud of her poem on 
compound interest. On May 13 she will 
sing Bach’s B-Minor Mass with the Back 
Bay Chorale. The next day she will take 
her eighth exam. 

So please dispense with all 
deriding, 

And be gentle in your chiding, 

For maybe someday (Heaven 
forfend! 

You'll find you've got one fora 
friend.

T.. restaurant should really be named Fellini Satyr- 
icon, for its menu descriptions bear about as much rela- 
tion to what you actually get as Fellini's film does to Pe- 
tronius’s fragment. Ironically, the old Simpson House, 
which used to occupy these premises, was seedy-look- 
ing but served some rather good food; Fellini's is spiffy, 
with some mediocre and some truly ghastly fare. 

While we waited for a table, we stepped into La Club 
for a pre-prandial cocktail. Now, since the word ‘‘club’”’ 
is not French, Spanish or Italian in origin, | suppose you 
can make it feminine if you want. But I have never seen it 
feminized before — and neither had the professor of Ro- 
mance languages who accompanied us. But then, we had 
never seen an accent on the ‘‘u” either ... 

La Club is part bar, part disco and part oyster bar. 
Clams (45 cents each) and oysters (50 cents each) were 
perfectly fresh; shrimp (70 cents each) were large but 
boring, and they came with a sauce that must have been 
poured straight from the ketchup bottle. La Clib also of- 
fers hot appetizers, including oyster stew ($3.95), baked 
clams, chopped or whole ($3.95) and oysters sates 
(80 cents each). 

Although the maitre d’ assured us that it was permis- 
sible to wait in La Clib, he suddenly reappeared to ber- 
ate us for disappearing. ‘Been looking all over for you,” 
he said. Maybe so. But we had not budged; in fact, we’d 
been on the lookout for him. 

The dining room is decked out with an antipasto bar 
(with an entree, $2.75 per person). A glance revealed all 
of the standard (local) antipasto items, attractively dis- 
played. The tables in the dining room are covered with 
brown cloths and brown-and-white checked runners. 

The menu is the size of a small telephone directory, 
and we never did read to the end; furthermore, I doubt 
that any chef could successfully manage such a vast ar- 
ray of preparations. As we discovered, the chef at Fel- 
lini’s certainly could not. 

The satire and irony of Satyricon commenced the mo- 
ment we were seated. One page of the menu wished us 
“Bon Apetito,’’ another encouraged ‘‘Bon Appetito’’; we 
never did read a correct version. 


price; we were also promised that any pasta dish could be 
cooked al dente (i.e., correctly) for an extra 75 cents. The 
menu forgot to add, however, that al dente anything 
would require at least a half-hour wait. So we settled for 
the steam-table stuff. The fettuccine all’ Alfredo ($4.75) 
was good enough pasta, though it was as broad as a bass 
fiddle — more like pappardelle without the fringe than 
fettuccine. The dish itself was a gummy mess made with 
something that tasted like Ye Olde English cheese that 
had been melted but not grated. Fettuccine with seafood 
($5.95) was supposed to have mussels, mushrooms, shal- 
lots and cream. We batted .500 here: no mushrooms and 
no taste of shallots. Spaghetti with shrimp and scallops 
($6.50) was an honest dish and a much-envied success at 
our table: good pasta, fresh seafood and a light marinara 
sauce. 


W. encountered further difficulties with main 
courses. An order of sauteed soft-shell crab ($8.95) was 
standard off-season fare. Not bad for the frozen ver- 
sion, although, fresh or frozen, smaller is better; these 
were large crabs. Scallops Balboa ($6.95) contained fresh 
mollusks; there may also have been lemon and sherry, as 
described..We saw a bit of green pepper and a few mush- 
rooms, but of the promised red pepper there was not a 
speck. 

Someone ordered a side of ziti. Ziti had been replaced 
with linguine, we were told. When it came, it was spa- 


table for an eternity. . 

The major disgrace of the evening, however, was 
something called saltimbocca alla Romano ($8.95). It 
bore no resemblance whatsoever to the classic dish ex- 
cept for some pathetic slices of veal lurking beneath a pile 
of flotsam. There was no sage, no prosciutto, no parmi- 
giana, but there were many things that should not have 
been there at all: mushrooms, garlic, a slab of vulcanized 
cheese and a vile sauce thickened with cornstarch. Corn- 
starch! 

Bread and garlic bread were served with the meal; the 
latter was soggy. A so-called broccoli parmigiana should 
have been served with a crowbar to pry off the heavy cap 
of leathery cheese. 

Salads consisted of nothing but iceberg lettuce, a bit of 
sweet onion and something that resembled chow chow or 
piccalilli. A 1969 Amarone from the Bolla company 
was pleasant enough to wash away the memory of the 
wretched veal dish. For dessert, the cannoli ($1.50) was 
fresh and tasty. A rum-and-banana pastry ($1.65) was 
stale. 

Lurking about the restaurant is a dazzler Dan whose 
primary function seems to be mixing up vats of coffee 
and various liquors and setting them all aflame when the 
time seems right.

You've got 
lotte learn 


Allow us to introduce 
this year’s food fad 


by Sheryl Julian 


M... food trends originate in French three-star 
restaurants and take well over a year to reach us, if they 
reach us at all. That’s how chicken sauteed in a vinegar 
sauce became what tout New York was-serving a few 
years ago. A while later, once we got food processors 
as presents, we caught on to the idea of vegetable purees. 
Next, I predict, we will be getting used to a new nouvelle 
vogue: an unlikely candidate that does business under 
various names, including anglerfish, monkfish, frogfish, 
goosefish, bellyfish and (in French) baudroie or lotte. 
But this up-and-comer is hardly a fad abroad. Euro- 
peans have been cooking with lotte for a long time — 
from the Mediterranean, where it is part of bouil- 
labaisse, all the way to Scandinavia, where it is standard 
fisk. It is a white fish, very firm to the touch both before 
and after cooking (which means it does not fall apart, the 
way skinless and boneless white fishes have a tendency 
to), and at $1.75 to $2.50 per pound, it is considerably 
less expensive than many of the other fish in the mar- 
kets these days. So what's the catch? Why haven’t we 
heard about it before? Well, it could be because lotte is 
unquestionably one of the ugliest fish afloat. Fishermen 


pull it in and immediately cut off the head, for fear the 
fish won't sell if anyone gets a glimpse of it whole. 
Actually, only the tail portion is edible anyway. But for 
all its lack of beauty, the lotte is nonetheless a gourmet: 
in the ocean it lives on flounder, sea bass, cod, lobsters 
and crabs. Those textures and flavors, combined in one 
fish, give lotte its good taste. Just make sure, if you try it, 
that your guests do not get a look at lotte in its ‘‘un- 
dressed” state: during cooking, it will transform itself 
into something quite different. 


To prepare lotte for cooking 
Have your fishmonger skin and bone the fish for you. 


At home, lay it flat on the work surface and, if neces- 
sary, separate the two pieces. Remove the purplish mem- 
brane by pulling it away from the flesh and cutting it off 
with a small sharp knife. Wash the fish; if there are still 
bloody spots on it, cut them away. After the membrane 
and spots are removed, the lotte will still have some dark 
areas, but you should not attempt to remove those. 

Holding a large knife at a slight angle to the board, cut 
across the pieces to make one-inch thick slices, which we 
will call scallops. Use them as directed in the recipes that 
follow. 


Lotte de mer a la Maison Robert 
Serves six 

Preparing a dish with poached fish is enough to make 
a cook panic. Keeping the fish warm while you reduce 
cooking liquid, make the sauce and prepare the garnish, 
then arranging the works on a platter, sometimes proves 
to be a bit much. Preparing the sauce that follows doesn't 
require that much juggling and therefore doesn’t exactly 
duplicate the refined version I was served at Maison 
Robert. This recipe, like theirs, does call for a garnish of 
matchsticks of carrot and celery, blanched to remove the 
uncooked taste and refreshed with cold water to bring 
back the bright colors. With apologies to Maison 
Robert's chef, here is a very nice simplified version. 
For the garnish: 

2 medium carrots; 

2 large or 3 small stalks of celery; 

1 bunch of fresh parsley. 
For the fish: 

3 pounds boned and skinned lotte or monkfish; 

2 tablespoons butter (for greasing the pan and foil); 

2 cups white wine; 

Two slices of onion; 

1 small carrot, quartered; 

3 peppercorns. 
For the sauce: 

4 tablespoons butter; 

3 tablespoons flour; 

2 cups cooking liquid from fish;

Salt and freshly ground black pepper, 
to taste. 


For the garnish: scrape the carrots and 
trim the celery. You are about to make 
very, very thin matchsticks. The best way 
to do this is to cut the vegetables into 
two-inch lengths first. Then halve those 
lengthwise, one by one, and cut the half- 
rounds into the thinnest possible slices — 
i.e., two-inch matchsticks. 

Put the carrots in a large saucepan 
filled three-quarters full of water. Bring 
the carrots to the boil and, just at that 
point, drop in the celery; return the water 
to the boil and let it boil for two minutes. 
Dump the vegetables into a colander and 
immediately rinse them with cold tap 
water, shaking the colander up and down 
so the water reaches all the vegetables. 
When they turn bright orange and clear 
green, and are cold to the touch, stop and 
set the colander aside until you're ready 
to finish the sauce. 

Prepare the fish as directed above, cut- 
ting it into inch-thick scallops. 

Preheat the oven to 350 degrees. Butter 
a medium-sized roasting pan (not an 
aluminum one) large enough to hold all 
the fish spread flat. If you don’t have a 
pan that large, use two smaller flame- 
proof dishes. Butter enough foil to cover 
the dish(es). 

Set the fish flat in the pan. Pour on the 
white wine and tuck the onion slices, car- 
rots and peppercorns around the fish. 
(Count the peppercorns: you'll have to 
retrieve them later.) 

Put this on a burner and bring it 
very slowly to the boil. Just as bubbles 


start to appear, cover the dish with foil 
and transfer the pan to the heated oven 
and poach the fish for 25 minutes, or un- 
til it is completely white and very firm to 
the touch. Turn the oven off. 

Lift the fish from the liquid with a 
slotted spoon and transfer it to a platter. 
Remove any vegetables or peppercorns 
clinging to the fish (make sure all the 
peppercorns are accounted for) and strain 
the cooking liquid into a saucepan. Re- 
cover the fish with the foil and keep it 
warm — either by returning it to the oven 
(now turned off) or by covering the foil 
with a double thickness of kitchen towel 
and setting the dish near your oven vent 
or on a hot plate. 

Boil the strained cooking liquid over a 
high heat until it is reduced to two cups. 
When it is reduced, leave it in the heat- 
proof vessel you've used to measure it. 

Melt the butter in the saucepan and stir 
in the flour with a whisk. Cook this roux 
over a medium heat until the flour just 
begins to color, then take the saucepan 
from the heat and slowly whisk in the 
cooking liquid. When it is completely in- 
corporated, return the sauce to the heat 
and add the strips of carrot and celery 
with plenty of salt and pepper. Stir with a 
large metal spoon over the heat until the 
sauce returns to the boil. Take the fish 
from its warm place and mop up any 
puddles of liquid around the edges of the 
platter with paper towels. Taste the sauce 
for seasoning and carefully mask the fish. 
Place the bouquet of parsley at one end 
and serve the fish at once. 


Lotte in the style of Edouard de 
Pomiane 
Serves four 

Forty years ago, Dr. Edouard de Po- 
miane, a French physician widely pub- 


lished on the subject of cooking, wrote a 
delightful book called French Cooking in 
Ten Minutes. Recently translated, it is 
dedicated to ‘Madame X, asking for 10 
minutes of her kind attention.’’ His idea 
was that if one had only an hour for 
lunch or dinner, 30 minutes should be 
saved to enjoy coffee. 

I named this dish for de Pomiane be- 
cause after some preliminary,routine 
vegetable chopping, the lotte simply 
cooks in a garlicky tomato sauce fla- 
vored with white wine and requires no at- 
tention. It does take 15 minutes — but I 
suspect most of de Pomiane’s recipes do, 
too. 

2 pounds boneless and skinless lotte or 
monkfish; 

% cup olive oil; 

3 medium onions, coarsely chopped; 

2 large stalks celery, trimmed and 


chopped; 

2 medium carrots, trimmed and 
chopped; 

1 pound canned tomatoes, whole but 
peeled; 


2 cloves of garlic, crushed; 

Y, cup white wine; 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper, 
to taste; 

¥, teaspoon dried basil; 

Small handful fresh parsley, finely 
chopped. 


Prepare the fish as directed above, 
cutting it into inch-thick scallops. 

Heat the oil in a large, deep skillet or 
flameproof casserole with a tight-fitting 
lid; add the onions, celery and carrots and 
stir them well. Cover the pan and cook 
the vegetables for two minutes, shaking 
the pan occasionally during that time. 

Lift the tomatoes from the can with 
your hand and crush each one as you add

has it sometimes, for under $2 a 
pound; the Fishmoriger (246 Huron 
Avenue in Cambridge) has lotte when

it to the vegetables. Add the tomato li- 
quid with garlic, white wine, salt, pepper 
and basil. Bring this sauce to the boil and 
simmer it, uncovered, for three minutes. 

Lay the fish in the sauce, cut side 
down, and spoon some sauce over each 
piece. Return the liquid to the boil, lower 
the heat and cover the pan. Cook the fish 
for eight minutes in gently bubbling li- 
quid. 

Remove the cover, turn the fish over, 
and let the sauce bubble for another five 
minutes, or until the fish is white and 
very firm to the touch. Taste the sauce for 
seasoning. 

Sprinkle the fish with the chopped 
parsley and serve it in deep plates with 
plenty of crusty bread.

S coins several unfamiliar new-wave/no-wave/next- 
wave bands lately has reminded me how important — 
and how revealing — it is to judge bands by how they 
sound and how they look as well as by what they're say- 
ing. For instance, seeing the B-52s at the Paradise made 
me understand why I wasn’t impressed by the Clash at 
the Harvard Square Theater. At both concerts, I 
couldn’t catch more than a phrase or two from each 
song. Without words to relate to, the reinforced-back- 
beat-cum-complicated changes of the B-52s and their 
Talking-Heads-meet-Stepford Wives appearance had it 
hands down over the Clash’s rather routine rock bra- 
vado. The essence of the B-52s, “‘a dance band from 
Athens, Georgia,” is effectively communicated by how 
they look and how they sound (bizarre and fun), 
whereas what distinguishes the Clash — the British 
punk band’s bluntly political lyrics — is lost in the deaf- 
ening (albeit exciting) blare.: 

It’s not necessary to consider how the Bee Gees look 
— they hardly perform live anymore, or need to — for 
what the Bee Gees are all about is sound, and they have 
an extremely efficient sound. Which is to say a suc- 
cessful sound. Phenomenally successful. It has the kick 
of rock and the lurch of disco, the melody of pop and 
the pre-digested smoothness of ‘adult contemporary” 
music. Brought to fruition with the Saturday Night Fe- 
ver soundtrack and further extended on the newly re- 
lased Spirits Having Flown (RSO), the Bee Gees’ sound 
is a hodge-podge of groups, genres and styles (espe- 
cially black musical styles) that have surfaced in the last 
nebulous decade. Yet the final product, the synthesis of 
all these influences, is unique and not likely to be 
widely imitated. It is, for what it’s worth, the sound of 
the ‘70s. 

Writing about somebody's “sound’’ — there’s the 
rub. It’s always disconcerting to be thrown back on the 
non-verbal. I mean, it doesn’t take long to exhaust the 
variations on the old American Bandstand motto, ‘‘It's 
got a good beat, and you can dance to it.” It’s so much 
easier to analyze a lyric sheet — although this is what 
makes much rock criticism absurdly over-literal. Too 
much can be made of the most meaningless lyrics, and 
too little attention paid affecting music. 

It’s touching that many of the Bee Gees’ lyrics that 
are intelligible betray melancholy rather than cheerful 


or romantic pop sentiments: ‘Nobody gets too much 
love anymore”; “Tragedy/The feeling’s gone and I 
can’t go on”; “How deep is your love?/I really need to 
learn/’Cause we're livin’ in a world of fools.’”’ But dis- 
covering this despondency embedded in the Bee Gees’ 
lyrics hardly explains the appeal of the music, because 
some of the band’s most appealing songs are the least 
intelligible. After straining to decipher the worlds be- 
ing gloriously trilled in falsetto harmonies on the thun- 
derous chorus of ‘Spirits (Having Flown)’ — some- 
thing about a hurricane, paradise, angels on the run — 
you finally decide, oh really, who cares? The point is 
the glorious trilling, the falsetto harmonies, the thun- 
derous, melodious chorus. 


Bio, talk about those falsetto harmonies, the Bee 
Gees’ trademark. Aren’t they silly? Yes (almost as silly 
as John Rockwell's contention in the New York Times 
that the Bee Gees’ penchant for falsetto singing has 
something to do with the predominance of women vo- 
calists in disco). But those chirpy, unnatural voices 
point to the sources of the band’s sound. For one, they 
serve as a reference to the swoony wailing of the Philly- 
type soul that was so influential in rejuvenating the Bee 
Gees’ career several years ago. Also, the very artificial- 
ity of their voices serves as a constant reminder of the 
music’s calculation. The Bee Gees have never con- 
cealed their desire, as craftsmen, to produce the sounds 
that people want to hear — which is why their songs 
show thought but not an ounce of self-expression — 
and you have to admire how successful their calcula- . 
tions have been. Lastly, those falsettos — especially 
when couched in shivery whispers as on ‘Stop (Think 
Again)” — produce a truly seductive intimacy. 


When I wonder what it is about certain Bee Gees 
songs that makes them so addictive and distinctive, I 
keep returning to this quality of intimacy. That's an 
odd quality to ascribe to music so dependent on an in- 
sistent beat and occasionally shrill harmonies, but I 
think that’s what it is. “Night Fever,” my favorite song 
on the SNF album, kicks off with a blast of bright, 
brittle singing, then shifts into a more muted tone even 
as the thumping rhythm gains momentum; by the time

the chorus arrives, the tight, low harmonies are near- 
whispers; you're completely drawn into the song. The 
ascending flute frills and cushioning strings produce a 
similar sensation on ““Too Much Heaven”; on ‘‘Spir- 
its” it’s the acoustic guitar strumming thet rolls plac- 
idly underneath the synthesizer flourishes. 

These effects, even in the midst of a roof-raising 
disco tune, maintain a direct line between singer and lis- 
tener; but there are other kinds of intimacy involved. 
There’s the intimacy of knowing a song, grooving 
along to it on the stereo/radio/dance floor, filling in the 
words you can’t figure out and making your own pri- 
vate song. There’s the intimacy of those sibling har- 
monies perfectly entwined. And there’s the intimacy of 
a disco itself — the feeling of unleashing inhibitions in a 
controlled environment, of keeping track of the beat 
while getting lost in the music, of gyrating in a crowd of 
people yet moving exultantly all alone — that underlies 
the Bee Gees’ hottest dance cuts from “Jive Talkin’ ” to 
“Tragedy.” 


I here’s more to the Bee Gees than disco, of course. 
But disco seems to be the only music that has given this 
decade an identity, and the Bee Gees have played a large 
part in bringing disco music to a mass audience. Spirits 
Having Flown, however, isn’t.a predictable pop-disco 
follow-up to Saturday Night Fever but a composite 
portrait of pop music’s progression in the ‘70s. The 
most contemporary track, naturally, is the disco smash, 
“Tragedy,” which features the group’s first use of the 
burbling Eurodisco synthesizer; and the other disco 
number, “Search, Find,’ incorporates the Beatlesque 
guitar that figured so prominently in the main hook of 


_“Stayin’ Alive.” Those cuts coexist, however, with 


subtle traces of Crosby, Stills & Nash harmonies (‘“Too 
Much Heaven”), Wings kiddie-music (‘Spirits’) and 
Chicago brass arrangement (in fact, the Chicago horn 
section performs the majestic intro to “Stop (Think 
Again)’’) — these are the groups, now semi-dormant, 
that dominated the charts a few years ago. In addition, 
Spirits Having Flown absorbs a bit of reggae (‘’Satis- 
fied’), pre-disco funk (‘Living Together,” the only 
truly dull cut), Philly soul (“Reaching Out’), and

Norma Rae is 
certifiably liberal

NORMA RAE. Directed by Martin Ritt. Written by Irv-

H. stagings are inept, his story lines sentimental and 
his attempts at realism unconvincing. But director 
Martin Ritt’s heart has always been in the right place, 
and, for all their hokum, his films are often quite touch- 
ing. I didn’t believe a word of Sounder or Hud or 
Conrack, but I liked them, and I like his new labor-strug- 
gle movie, Norma Rae, too, even though it keeps turn- 
ing phony and condescending. Written by the veteran 
husband-and-wife team of Irving Ravetch and Harriet 
Frank, Jr., Norma Rae is a sweet ’40s-style liberal movie 
graced by some hard-headed contemporary feminism — 
feminism that’s never strident or man-hating. Almost ef- 
fortlessly, the film creates a captivating modern heroine: 
Sally Field’s Norma Rae, a spunky North Carolina tex- 
tile worker who switches from bed-hopping to labor 
organizing under the influence of a New York-Jewish 
union man named Reuben Warshovsky (Ron Leibman). 
Norma Rae is no working-class martyr. She’s a tough, 
emotional, believable woman, one who gripes and sweats 
and makes the best of things, and if she’s a little smarter 
and a little more energetic than the people around her, 
she doesn’t appear to know it. Better still: though Nor- 
ma Rae and Reuben are young, attractive and sexually 
alive, theirs remains a purely platonic rapport, a work- 
aday friendship. Halfway through the film, you’re 
astonished to realize how innovative that seems. Non- 
sexual working relationships between real-life men and 
women abound, yet I can’t remember the last time I saw 
one portrayed on the screen. 

Norma Rae isn’t a showy movie, but it certainly 
creates a sense of place. John A. Alonzo (Chinatown, 
Sounder) has photographed his listless Southern mill 
town in dirt browns and grayish whites, and everywhere

you look, you see the housepaint peeling, door screens 
fraying, the grass surrendering to the dust and weeds. 
There’s a grimy motel, a diner and a desolate Main Street, 
but what dominates the village is the textile factory. 
That’s where everyone works and where everyone’s 
parents worked before them. It’s a noisy, soul-freezing 
place and the employees have become resigned to its 
perils: deafness, brown lung, hypertension, helpless- 
ness. Living with her narrow, rather shell-shocked 
parents and her two kids, Norma Rae is becoming re- 
signed, too. She’s not getting younger or richer, and the 
faces of the innumerable men who've been tramping 
through her life are beginning to blur together. By small- 
town Southern standards, she’s an easygoing good-for- 


nothing. But right from the start, Reuben sees in her a . 


potential union organizer: all the energy and warmth 
that’s draining into half-hearted affairs and futile com- 
plaints at the mill can be put to better use. He nags her, 
cajoles her and charms her, telling her, “I think you’re 
too smart for what’s happening to you.” And, faced with 
this abrasive, exotic creature who speaks Yiddish half the

time and raves about the ballet and the opera and the 
Sunday Times, she begins to come around. 

Ritt has always had a way with actors — or, more 
specifically, with faces. He’s a skilled tearjerker, but you 
can’t resent his methods: stripping his actors — and 
especially his actresses — of affectation, of extraneous 
movement, of everything but the basic human hopes and 
anxieties, he trains his camera on their faces and waits for 
the emotion to spill over. By the end of Sounder, Cicely 
Tyson’s slightest quaver seems. unaccountably moving. 
And so it is here, with Sally Field. Probably everybody 
knows by now that Sally Field is a fine actress. If you 
couldn’t be sure from her breezy performances in Stay 
Hungry and the Burt Reynolds movies, then certainly her 
scary Jekyll-and-Hyde portrayal of Sybil on TV was 
proof enough. Field is capable of moving from radiance 
to repellence just by turning all the lines in her face 
downward and slumping her shoulders. And some- 
where between those extremes is an inimitable look of 
feisty determination: when she crimps that wide, expres-

-_ upon its release in 1977, Assault on Precinct 
13, which plays weekends at the Brattle beginning March 
16, is the key movie by John Carpenter, who made the 
new hit shocker Halloween. When asked about his plans, 
Carpenter told Sight and Sound, ‘I want to do Assault 
with $5 million and big stars: this is what I’m after.” In 
fact, Assault was made for just $200,000, an exploita- 
tion film destined for inner-city action houses. The title 
recalls Don Siegel's classic B-picture, Riot in Cell Block 
11 (1954), and its washed-out, dirt-brown color and 
mayhem-oriented storyline are redolent of the grind 
house. But Assault doesn’t really move like schlock (its 
solidly composed Panavision frames have an imposing 


« dignity) and its characters, and their values, are oddly 


anachronistic. It’s a ‘70s urban action picture patterned 
after an Indians-attacking-the-fort Western, with the 
bestial minions of a contemporary youth gang (there’s 
not a heroic Warrior in sight) laying siege to a derelict 
police station manned only by two cops and three prison- 
ers. The events inside the station make up a compen- 
dium of motifs from the later Westerns of Howard 
Hawks, especially Rio Bravo (1959) and El Dorado 
(1967). We see the growing respect between a black 
police lieutenant (Austin Stoker) and the condemned 
killer (Darwin Joston) who fights beside him, and the 
emergence of a tough female cop (Laurie Zimmer) as the 
equal, in stoic terseness, of any macho male. 

Assault on Precinct 13 is Carpenter's most fully real- 


- ized movie. His shaggy-astronaut sci-fi parody Dark Star 


(1974) is funnier and Halloween is more powerful, but 
Assault puts the visceral charge and the flaky fun toge- 
ther — it’s a riveting action film with a disarming streak

KATZELMACHER 


Die they sit, all in a row: the blank, disenfran- 
chised youth of Munich. Lined yp against a wall in list- 
less pairs, they look as though they're waiting for a bus — 
or a fring But they're not waiting for anything, 
really. Fhey have no.gobs, no prospects, no ambitions. 
The women live to gossip and brag about the men; the 
men live to beat up on the women and brag about that. 
Every so often, something happens. Helga gets pregnant 
and her boyfriend shoves her in the river, hoping to trig- 
ger a miscarriage. Rosy starts demanding money for her 
sexual favors, and Paul prostitutes himself to a young 
man named Klaus. For the most part, however, these lay- 
abouts float in a limbo of unreleased tension — unre- 
leased, that is, until the arrival of Jorgo, an ugly, con- 
fused. Greek worker who speaks barely a word of Ger- 
man. In Jorgo the katzelmacher (German slang for a 
sexually potent foreigner), these urban outcasts find 
someone even lower on the social ladder than them- 
selves. And it is on him that they release their pent-up 
fury. 

Katzelmacher (1969) was only Rainer Werner Fass- 
binder’s second feature, and for those who expect the 
lustrous colors and swooning camerawork of his mature 
‘70s films, this one’s stiff black-and-white tableaux will 
seem rather stark. It’s clearly the work of a beginner: the 
staging is clumsy, the characterizations vague, and the 
acting (by Fassbinder’s usual stock company, including 
the director himself as Jorgo) wavers between exaggera- 
tion and inexpressiveness. At first it seems a very som- 
ber piece of work. But it isn’t long before a certain air of 
absurdity creeps in. Every move these kids make seems 
programed, but programed by a society so crude and so 
benumbed that its youth are hardly capable of any activ- 
ity more adventurous than hanging out. Feed them a new 
bit of information and it simply won’t compute. The men 
and women form couples that seem perfectly arbitrary, 
and then, in weird little colloquys, they compare notes: 
“What's yours like?” they ask. “She's got tits,” is a typi- 
cal reply. As the absurdities pile atop one another, the 
mood grows simultaneously darker and more hilarious. 
The conjugal power plays, the vicious backbiting, the 
brutishness all seem petty and laughable until Jorgo ap- 
pears. Then, when violence erupts, we realize that in this 
comedy of lumpen-boorishness, we're seeing the seeds of 
fascism sown. 

Fassbinder is a difficult director, partly because his 
films demand an unusual participation from their audi- 
ence (they're calculated to engage us and distance us at 
the same time) and partly because his insistence on repe-

I’m OK, 
OK, 
Lipsky’s better 
Blissing out 

on Master of Ecstasy

M.... of Ecstasy sounds like a play about some-’ 
one who runs a massage parlor. It’s not — unless you 
consider what Werner Erhard does the psychological 
equivalent of an X-rated body-rub. Reality Theater’s 
resident playwright, Jon Lipsky, has taken a long look at 
the quasi-spiritual self-actualization movements that 
have sprung up to service the soul-searchers of the ‘70s, 
and he has fashioned from his observations a funny, per- 
ceptive and, ultimately, quite serious play. This is no 
glib, post-Guyana condemnation of cults; Lipsky as- 
sumes no moral stance. What fascinates him is the com- 
bined foolishness and courage it takes to abandon every- 
day life and search for Truth. 

The Razor’s Edge is a community located on an imag- 
inary island in the Gulf-of St. Lawrence. Presiding are the 
charismatic Master of Ecstasy (Tim McDonough), a tur- 
baned guru who shares his insights with truth-seeking 
pilgrims, and his all-purpose helper, the mute Ferry 
Woman (Ilona Wheeler). Among the guests is Cecile 
(Suzanne Baxtresser), an archetypical ‘’flipped-out 
chick” who escaped from some shady business trans- 
action in Calcutta and showed up at the Razor’s Edge 
clutching the Master’s Village Voice ad. The arrival of 
her enraged boyfriend/business partner, McCann (Vin- 
cent Murphy), gives Lipsky a chance to spell out, for our 
benefit as well as McCann’s, the precepts of the Mas- 
ter’s philosophy — a wonderfully plausible mixture of 
common sense and psychobabble. 

“Imagine that death is just a snapshot away,” begins 
the Master’s lecture; the ominous Ferry Woman stands 
nearby with a Polaroid, as if to make good on the threat.

“What in your life has been incredible? First thought!”’ 
McCann thinks it over, nudges Cecile. “Those are your 
pillars of ecstasy,’ says the Master. ‘Now — flash! — 
what do you regret? First thought! What’s missing? 
Those are the missing pillars of ecstasy, the gaps. If 
you’ re not trying to fill the gaps, then what are you doing 
with your life? What's the point?” The pitch smacks of 
est, of “I’m OK You're OK,” of numerous pop-psych 
wondercures. But the promise of Ecstasy — of life with- 
out trivial concerns, without postponement of grati- 
fication — is genuinely enticing. 


i guru’s formula for “‘filling the gaps” involves 
three stages: Anticipation, Submersion and Trans- 
formation. In the first phase, one clarifies goals and ob- 
stacles; the second demands that one summon the 


strength to break through self-imposed limits and make a 
change for the better; and the final step f fétognizing the 
change. The intricacy of detail in Lipsky’s made-up phil- 
osophy is fascinating; the playwright borrows snatches 
of existing movements to build an entirely separate one. 
It has its own mystical metaphors, metaphysical exer- 
cises (‘Imagine what it'd be like if you got what you 
wanted”’), method of transference (‘What do you need?” 
the Master asks McCann. “Focus your need on me.”’), 
and oft-repeated axioms (‘If you don’t like it, transform 
it’’). In fact, the movement is so credibly constructed one 
almost expects to find recruiters in the lobby. 

Lipsky doesn’t take his characters’ quest too ser- 
iously, though; indeed, his characters don’t take them- 
selves too seriously. ‘McCann tried to kill me!’ a hyster- 
ical Cecile complains to the Master, who replies, ‘How 
did that feel?” ‘‘Oh, I get it,’’ she later says, sarcastically, 
after receiving one of the Master’s helpful hints. “It’s 
good for me — it just feels bad.’ The tone of the play — 
its prgportion of absurdity to earnestness — is perfectly 
summed up in the program’s twin epigraphs. The first is 
a quote from the Katha Upanishads: “Search out the best 


’ teachers, and through them find the Truth. But beware! 


‘The path is narrow,’ the masters warn, ‘sharp as a 
razor’s edge, most difficult to tread.’ ’’ The second is 
from, of all things, Walt Disney’s Dumbo: ‘I seen a 
peanut stand/I seen a rubber band/I seen a deddle wink 
its eye,/But I been done seen ‘bout everything,/When I 
seen an elephant fly ....” 

Master of Ecstasy is more than a spoof on est, though, 
and the characters more than placards. What makes the 
play exciting is that it continues to unfold, to get richer 
and deeper as it goes along, rather than narrowing 
toward a resolution. Once we've gotten to know the 
characters, an adventure element is introduced. While 
McCann does become intrigued by the Master’s pitch, 
his original intention was to find Cecile and the bundle of 
money with which she fled India, and cart both of them 
away. When he finds out that Cecile has turned the 
money over to the Master, who has spent it all running 
Razor’s Edge, McCann concocts a blackmail scheme. It 
seems the Master has never applied for tax-exempt 
status, though he has accepted substantial contributions 
without reporting them as income. So McCann, who's a 
greasy bastard anyway, threatens to turn the guru in to 
the Canadian equivalent of the IRS unless he goes along 
with a sleazy get-rich-quick scheme: a Woodstock-like 
convocation of “Me Decade’’ movements on Razor's 
Edge, which McCann markets as crassly as he might 
hamburgers. 

Meanwhile, the characters ripen. Subtle power shifts 
take place; sexual tensions arise. Dreams and visions are 
related, revelations made. The scene begins to crumble, 
however, when a shocked Cecile and McCann discover 
the Master plunging his head into a tub of water while 
the scowling Ferry Woman looks on; gasping and miser- 
able, the Master reveals that the real power is the Ferry 
Woman. Finally, Cecile freaks out and takes off, in the 
dead of winter, across the ice toward the mainland and 
the men follow. All are caught in a blinding snowstorm, 
from which they are rescued by the Ferry Woman. The

an sometimes comes in small packages — from 
the stationer. Or so two new one-act plays at the Boston 
Arts Group, both about turn-of-the-century women who 
pick apart their chains with pen or pencil, seem to indi- 
cate. Charlotte Perkins Gilman, whose story, The Yellow 
Wallpaper, has been adapted for the stage by Ann Titolo, 
escaped from Victorian tyranny — the notion that it was a 
woman's duty to be fertile, docile and decorative — into a 
sort of creative madness. Married at 24 and divorced at 
30 (after a nervous breakdown), she went on to publish a 
magazine and write books, among them Women & Eco- 
nomics. The famous French novelist Colette, subject of 
Lis Adams's | Can Feel the Air, had to rid herself not only 
of a rotten marriage, but of her reticence and romantic 
fantasies as well, before she could come into her own as a 
writer. These authors are interesting subjects, and they 
are interestingly paired, though the short plays about 
them at the Boston Arts Group — one an adaptation of an 
autobiographical story, the other a biographical sketch — 
seem to me to demonstrate more organizational skill than 
dramatic imagination on the parts of the playwrights. 

The Yellow Wallpaper is more successful, perhaps 
because it is better suited to the claustrophobic playing 
space and because it is performed by Mary Chalon with 
just the-right mix of dementia and decorum. The story is 
strange enough and the character so reminiscent of 
Ibsen’s Nora — she is called ‘‘my little goose” by a doting 
but insensitive husband, from whom she guiltily hides 


her writing supplies as Nora does her sweets — that The 
Yellow Wallpaper might be described as A Doll’s House 
relocated to The Twilight Zone. It chronicles a young 
wife’s solitary journey to the edge of madness — without 
leaving her room. Margaret Lytton is a pampered 
prisoner in the airy upstairs chamber of .a derelict 
country house, to which she has been brought by her 
husband and his household in order that she might re- 
cover her declining health. Mrs. Lytton suffers from an 
inability to adjust to marriage and motherhood, a feeling 
of being trapped, guilt over her own inexplicable un- 
happiness, and morbid fantasies, all of which are diag- 
nosed by the crack physicians of the day, including her 
spouse, as ‘the melancholies.”’ Fresh air, exercise, tonics 
and wine are prescribed; scribbling is forbidden. So, Mrs. 
. vtton gulps the country breezes, gulps her wine (some- 
w iat more desperately), does her exercises in a tight 
.orset. But she also finds it necessary to write, shut up as 
she is with nothing for company but the odious — and 
odorous — yellow wallpaper. 


: there is never anyone else actually on stage, 
Mrs. Lytton converses, now primly, now fretfully, with 
her husband and his henchpeople, and she talks to the 
wallpaper — in whose elaborately curling pattern she sees 
broken necks, bulging eyeballs and a woman struggling 
to get out. Not surprisingly, the character and this fig- 
ment of her imagination merge; eventually Mrs. Lytton 
becomes incapable of keeping up her chatty facade, suc- 


cumbs to her paranoia, and begins ripping her way out of © 


the wallpaper. 

It falls -to actress Mary Chalon to single-handedly 
create Gilman’s fantasy and make it frightening. Not 
only is this a one-character play, but the one character 
doesn’t even have ugly wallpaper to play off; the BAG 
playing space is sheathed in red velour drapes. Nonethe- 
less, Chalon’s performance is effective. She has a pretty, 
china doll’s face, and, in- her flpuncy china-blue en- 
semble, she looks the perfect wife-as-accouterment: a 
Victorian Mo Dean. Gradually, however, her hairdo and 
composure fall apart. She begins to write, as a sort of 


schoolgirl’s exercise, about the view from her window, 
then the scratching of her pen becomes agitated. — at 
BAG the sound is amplified — as she spins strange tales” 
of women slithering through cracks in the wallpaper. But 
Chalon remains, even when crawling like a dog through 
her own delusion, ladylike and controlled, which suits 
the small space, garners sympathy, and makes a state- 


_ment about the conditioning of Victorian women — 


including those who were mad as hell and couldn’t take it 
any more. 


L. Adams's play about Sidonie Gabrielle Claudine 
Colette is more populous and more prosaic, though not 
without charm and purpose. Set in 1906, just after 
Colette’s separation from her exploitative first husband, / 
Can Feel the Air consists in large part of short flash- 
backs to the novelist’s charmed adolescence and dis- 
illusioning marriage, and it culminates in her breaking 
free. This is not a play about the established author of 
such delicate novels as La Fin de Cheri, Sido and Gigi; its 
events predate Colette’s most important work by 20 
years. Adams paints her heroine as a shy, intelligent, 
romantic girl whose greatness is more or less thrust upon 
her — by a philandering husband who rejects her and a 
wise mother who won't allow her to hide. While Colette 
is used, in fine feminist fashion, as an example of a 
woman standing on her own two feet (at least at the end), 
we see her wobble and learn. The lessons are both pain- 
ful and necessary — as is evidenced by the passage with 
which Colette is struggling as the events of her adoles- 
cence march by: in it she writes of the nightingale, who 
sings not because her song is beautiful but to protect her- 
self. 

Unfortunately, | Can Feel the Air, with its heavy 
traffic and host of characters, is ill-suited to cramped 
quarters, and the BAG production is wildly uneven. 
Aleta Moss, when she isn’t bugging her eyes like a 
refugee from The Perils of Pauline, is appealing as 
Colette; and Janet Rodgers, though she seems to have 
been directed to play Colette’s mother like Whistler's, 
nonetheless brings to the role tenderness and self- 
containment. But Michael Rini’s oleaginous Willy (the 
husband) is simply not ready for prime time; it’s diffi- 
cult to say whether he or Moss’s dreadfully matted pony- 
tail, which she fondles ludicrously from time to time, is 
the more fake. And, unfortunately, both Willy and the 
hair are supposed to be symbols of the worlds Colette 
outgrows; they should be attractive, and the divestiture 
bittersweet. Outgrowing this Willy and these tresses 
would be like saying good-bye to acne. |

And Ultravox have 
the sound for it

F Ultravox had never existed, Roxy Music would have 
been proud to invent them. Bryan Ferry used to tout 
Roxy as “the first band of the ‘80s’ because of their pre- 
cise elegance and structured passions; Ultravox have ex- 
tended Roxy’s advances enough to justify Ferry’s claim. 
Where Roxy squirmed out of England's early ‘70s glitter 
scene, Ultravox burst out of 1977’s punk explosion. 
Where Roxy lost themselves to histrionics, Ultravox 
maintain an almost scientific control over their own in- 
tensity. Where Roxy remained enthralled with the dia- 
lectic of sexual adventure, Ultravox are enamored of 
every facet of experience, from technological efficacy to 
naked sensation. 

Superficially, Ultravox hew to the typical English pro- 
gressive line-up: guitar, bass, drums, keyboards and 
front man. (Roxy Music added a sax player; also, in both 
bands, the keyboard player doubles on violin.) But in Ul- 
travox, the.roles of the musicians and their instruments 
have changed, and though each alteration is a subtle one, 
the overall effect is radical. Lead singer John Foxx, far re- 
moved from Bryan Ferry’s stylish exemplar, serves as the 
nonparticipant-observer, delivering a telephoto view of 
the lyric. His game but untrained voice might waver and 
miss a note when a more conventional singer, or even a 
Bryan Ferry, would bear down and emote profession- 
ally, but he transforms this flaw into his brand of inno- 
cence, the antithesis of Ferryesque jadedness. New gui- 
tarist Robin Simon is young, blond and superfluous. He 
plays little more than assigned riffs and rhythm fills, 
subliminal references to reggae or British Invasion-era 
pop. In Ultravox’s vision of the future, the guitar is ves- 
tigial. 

The other players are dark, brooding technicians — all 
three play. electronics as much as their original instru- 
ments. Billy Currie’s keyboard stack has been selected for 
its improper timbres: the spiky sound of the RMI elec- 
tric piano; some unidentifiable keening organ-and-string 
machine; plus the most sophisticated noises I’ve ever 
heard on an Arp Odyssey. The chords he emits undergo 
extreme sonic dislocations, so that the songs’ harmonic 
structures waver constantly. He plays violin sparingly, 
mostly to signify climaxes, usually running it through 
enough echoplex and filtering so that the natural quali- 
ties of the instrument get lost (especially the rhythm of 
the bdw). Bassist Chris Cross sometimes plays chords, 
sometimes bone-shaking growls, sometimes tangential 
electronic bursts. Drummer Warren Cann doubles on 
thythm generator, relying on processing and subtle man-

ual accents to press his own imprint on the mechanical 
meter. It’s not a typical rock beat but more like a timing 
pulse over which the other rhythms can shift. 


a bind the frenzied presence of punk with the 
space gestation of electronics — along with Eno, Robert 
Fripp and others, they represent the alliance between the 
new wave and the progressives. There is always, except 
in the spaciest ballads, an underpinning of power puls- 
ing, but it never stays in one place, is always a conver- 
gence of mobile forces; there is always. even at their most 
metallic, a misty uncertainty around the edges of the 
beat. 

The lyrics act as the music’s exegesis, usually through 
cinematic analogies; ‘“Slow Motion,” or ‘Cross Fade,” 
the B-side of their current single, are just the most obvi- 
ous examples. Their songs speak of quality as if it were 
independent of entity, creating a formless world of artis- 
tic adjectives. In keeping with the music, the songs’ de- 


scriptions have a roiling, hallucinatory tone: the scenery 


may not be real, the actor even less so, the viewer least of 
all, leaving only the act of portraiture as a certainty. 
Ultravox’s prowess owes a fair amount to Roxy Music, 
but even more to their apprenticeship with Eno, who 
produced their debut Ultravox! (Island). At that point, 
they wore the leather and polyethylene of trash chic, and 
had only the general unrealities of rock for raw material. 
(Life at Rainbow’s End,” for instance, was dedicated to 
“all the tax exiles on Main Street.) Watching Eno take 
apart their earlier and more conventional sound (Ultra- 


vox! is the only album on which they’ve ever used a 
backbeat or an acoustic guitar), they absorbed his aes- 
thetic of introspection, of discarding the inessential. Ha! 
Ha! Ha! (Antilles), the second LP, was a study in the con- 
tradictions between punk tradition and punk practice, 
and a beginning in the techniques of sonic manipula- 
tion. For Systems of Romance (Antilles), their latest rec- 
ord, they enlisted German synthesizer mastermind 
Conny Plank to help structure their present sound. The 
point of Systems was to design musical mechanisms that 
would create the aura of romance without referring to ro- 
mancers, as if it could be bottled. The idea smacks of 
Eno; the execution exploits the band’s arcane sounds and 
scenes to create mystery, as well as the warmth of well- 
rounded tonal riffs. 

Listening to the precise alterations of the Ultravox al- 
bums, I had imagined a band of futuristic hopefuls will- 
ing to act as experimental animals to the electronic Sven- 
galis, Eno and Plank. Their live set, I assumed, would 
have more of the flavor of power pop. But they repro- 
duced most of their effects accurately from the Paradise 
stage, as if it were the perfect laboratory. Their sonic bal- 
ance was a bit less delicate than on record, and the sheer 
weight of processing grew aurally oppressive — there are 
problems of pacing a set when every tone is an audio ex- 
travagance. But the band’s sense of control was abso- 
lute, not in the robot Kraftwerk sense (though the play- 
ers sported those narrow engineers’ neckties) but loose 
enough to let the timbres boogie. They proved over- 
whelmingly that they know where they're taking their 
noises — and vice versa: headlong into the ‘80s. e

I hree years ago this week, the Club in Cambridge 
held a four-night, nine-group ‘“Tournament of Bands.”’

week, with the Rat presenting four local rock ‘n’ roll 
bands a night to benefit the WBCN strikers (plus local 
rockers gigging at the Orpheum, the Main Act in Lynn, 
etc.), the fervor is unusually high. Which brings us to the 
Phoenix pop-rock (and jazz, folk and country) poll. 

Despite my reservations about such contests, I feel 
that the time is right for a reader's sampling of Boston’s 
local favorites. Below is a ballot which may be 
clipped and mailed to the Boston Phoenix Music Poll (c/o 
Isaacs), 100 Mass. Ave., Boston, MA. 02115 (no cards or 
letters, please). In some cases, a band may fit into more 
than one category; rather than my expounding on sun- 
dry eclectic (or diffuse) musical philosophies of certain 
ensembles, why don’t you simply place groups wherever 
you see fit. If, for example, you feel a band is 
simultaneously the best new wave, mainstream and 
country unit, who I am to tell you differently? It is 
hoped, however, that, in contrast to many of our na- 
tional, state and local elections, the good sense of the 
electorate will prevail. All ballots must be received by 
March 26, 1979.

conductors? 
The BSO plays 
follow the leader

L, was supposed to be Klaus Tennstedt’s second ap- 
pearance this season — surely the most eagerly anti- 
cipated BSO concert of the year. But the flu forced him 
home to Germany and Joseph Silverstein, canceling a 
concert of his own, filled in at the last minute. There have 
been worse concerts, but there haven’t been any more 
disappointing, especially with the advance word that 
Tennstedt’s Prokofiev Fifth was a revelation. Silver- 
stein’s wasn’t, and we can only hope the BSO will re- 
schedule it with Tennstedt next year. The Haydn 64th 
Symphony was OK (what a fine work that is), then Sil- 
verstein substituted the Mozart Bassoon Concerto (in a 
chugging little performance) for Boris Blacher’s 1937 
Concertante Musik, which probably relieved some of the 
more conservative audience members. But Michael Stein- 
berg’s program note on the late and — in America, at any 
rate — relatively unknown German composer and peda- 
gogue made Blacher’s short, small-scale piece sound both 
important and delightful (the audience apparently went 
wild at its premiere). There’s no recording; who knows 
when we'll get another chance to hear it? 

The Tennstedt concert we did get (Eine Kleine Nacht- 
musik, the Mozart Ninth Piano Concerto, Richard 
Strauss’s Bourgeois gentilhomme Suite), was nowhere 
near the second in ambition and scope (Haydn's 64th 
Symphony, Blacher and Prokofiev). It wasn’t very satis- 
fying on paper, and the performance was even less so. 
The major item was the Concerto, K. 271, generally con- 
sidered Mozart's first masterpiece — brilliantly struc- 
tured yet mercurial, full of witty surprises and quirky 
twists, with a slow movement of emotional seriousness, 
daring and nobility. Alfred Brendel, despite the years of 
negotiations that finally brought him to the BSO, was 
not the ideal choice for piano soloist. His performance 
was monochromatic — everything at practically the same 
volume, nothing shaded, certainly nothing spontaneous, 


nothing either playful or urgent. The last movement 
ought to provoke a big double-take when the tripping 
Presto is suddenly interrupted by a cantabile Minuet. 
Brendel suggested no difference. It was all elegantly 
played — only the sense got lost. Many lovely things 
were going on in the orchestra, especially in the long, 
restless introduction to the Andantino, yet this most sup- 
ple of conductors was hamstrung by the most studied 
and brittle of pianists. 

Tennstedt, especially with the BSO, doesn’t have a 
high batting average with concertos (though I’m told his 
single performance of the Mozart Clarinet Concerto with 
Harold Wright last week was an exception). In fact, his 
second recording — the Grieg and Schumann Concertos 
with Horacio Gutierrez — is less enthralling than his 
Mahler First Symphony. If he doesn’t have a soloist as 
flexible as he is, some of his own maneuverability seems 
to disappear. I’ve been trying to figure out why the Bour- 
geois gentilhomme didn’t work as well as I had ex- 
pected, and I suspect one of the problems is that the piece 


relies more on individual instruments than on massings 
of orchestral forces; it’s really a chamber-work of inter-: 
woven solos. The way the relatively small number, of 
instruments (37) was spread out on the stage undoubt- 
edly contributed to the odd balances and lack of blend- 
ing, especially in the Overture and in the Lully Minuet, 
where it was hard to hear the melody. Everyone seemed 
to be playing solo. 

The remaining problems seemed more temperamental 
than technical. Compared td Strauss’s own recording, 
where the jokes and parodies work because the exag- 
gerations stand out against the overall dryness and sly- 
ness, Tennstedt’s performance had too much sugar and 
not enough vinegar. He played the pretty tunes more for 
their own sweetness than as set-ups for the puncturing 
wit. When it was funny (and sometimes it was), it was 
humorous rather than “witty’’: the raucous brass band in 
“The Fencing Master,” the bleating sheep lifted from 
Don Quixote (Strauss’s parodies are frequently self- 
parodies) when mutton is served during ‘“The Dinner.” 
But second violinist Marylou Speaker's half-smile, half- 
smirk as she listened to the “Dance of the Tailors,”’ 
showed something closer to the right attitude than Tenn- 
stedt did. In any event, it’s not a major work; but when 
you think .of the miracles Toscanini made of minor 
works, it’s an indication of some of Tennstedt’s limita- 
tions. 


zy concert began with Eine Kleine Nachtmusik. 
That quarter-of-an-hour’s worth of music was more 
richly rewarding and satisfying than anything else on the 
program — or, for that matter, anything the BSO has 
given us all season. Here — alone with his orchestra, in 
the central repertoire — Tennstedt revealed his genius. As 
in his sensational Mahler recording, everything flowed, 
and yet everything was pointedly and dramatically in its 
place. In fact, it was a very Mahlerian reading — not 
music that just burbled along until it came to the end and 
then stopped, but full of incident and — though written 
only for strings — color. 

Elbows out, arms suspended, knees bent, Tennstedt 
seemed poised for anything, ready for any shift in tempo 
or dynamics. Right off, he gave us what we rarely hear 
from the BSO — a real transition from the first to the sec- 
ond theme of the Allegro. We were actually getting two 
themes, two characters! The middle section of the An- 
dante Romance had exactly the kind of suspended feel- 
ing that was missing in the Minuet of the Piano Con- 
certo. After the stately dance of the main theme, the 
violins — very high — become quite jittery, nervous, and 
the basses answer with an eerie delicacy. It’s as if in the 
middle of a formal dance contact has been made with 
some other world. Then the apparitions disappear and 
the dance resumes. The moment was as spine-tingling 
and magical as anything I can remember and took me

Marvin Gaye

H... My Dear is a sullen album, ne shortly 
after Marvin Gaye declared bankruptcy, this rise-and- 
fall-of-a-marriage saga does not shy away from ugli- 
ness. Gaye taunts his ex-wife Anna with the same eerie 
falsetto he used in ‘‘I Heard It Through the Grapevine,”’ 
but this time he addresses himself to the financial terms 
of the settlement and the fact that she has taken away his 
son. As might be expected, the bitterness is leavened with 
tenderness and nostalgic regret. And there’s a wonder in 
the way Gaye handles this. He seems to look back in an- 
ger (and with irony) not only to his marriage but to his 
career as a romantic balladeer. His approach is reminis- 
cent of the dark, bitterly ironic films of Douglas Sirk 
(Tarnished Angel, Imitation of Life). On side one, his 
somber speaking voice recounts the facts of the court- 
ship, marriage and separation, while his stunningly erotic 


harmonies and overdubs evoke infatuation and young. 


romance. The opening side counterpoints Gaye the song 
stylist, performing other people’s lyrics in front of 
crowds, with Gaye the person — perhaps the oldest cliche 
in the book,. but Gaye executes it elegantly. The two mo- 
tifs — disillusion with his marriage and confusion about 
his public self — collide and intersect in a hundred ways 
throughout the album, as do Sirk’s characters and their 
mirrors. The intentionally flattened notes of ‘Anna’‘s 


Song” hurt. Gaye has reached the stage of R&B crafts- 


manship ‘that renders him capable of producing mo- 
ments of unearthly beauty and power. 

But there is something missing. Many of the melodies 
are little more than functional (an occasional failure in 
the past), and Gaye’s production isn’t consistently tight. 
Worse, the tell-tale signs of out-takes or under- 
developed tunes from former albums are here (‘‘Spar- 
row” is straight from the What's Going On era), and the 
unevenness is disconcerting. Here, My Dear is unsatis- 
fying in some more important ways; all he has to say is 
expressed by the end of side one and the rest is elab- 
oration that turns backward again and again. The clos- 
ing tune, about falling in love again, is the least convinc- 
ing. Gaye clearly does not want to say goodbye to all this 
yet. Perhaps this display of pain could have made a 


powerful single album rather than a meandering double | 


LP, or perhaps one can only get so much mileage from 
unresolved feelings. Still, this is an album that invites re- 


spect and reflection.

Little Walter Jacobs 
BLUE AND LONESOME 
(Le Roi du Blues, import) 


SOUTHERN FEELING 
(Le Roi du Blues, import) 


“Little Walter’ Jacobs’s combination of 
vocal flair and instrumental innovation made him one of 
the dominant figures in post-World War II blues; he 
brought to the idiom a harmonica unparalleled in its 
rhythmic verve, dashing phrases, and brisk lines. His 
hits, from the first (““Juke,’’ Number One on the R&B 
charts in 1952) to the last (“Key to the Highway” in 
1958), were defined by a raw, sometimes sloppy vocal 
style that could be as menacing as it was ironic. Blue and 
Lonesome and Southern Feeling, released by the special- 
ty label Le Roi du Blues (which, for some reason, doesn’t 
credit Leonard Chess as the producer), collect alternate 
takes and previously unreleased cuts that span Jacobs’s 
career from 1951 to 1963. Together these two albums 
show a musician struggling against the straitjacket of 
standard blues while battling a vocal decline. 

Blue and Lonesome’s problems are twofold: too many 
lyrics bogged down in formula and too many half- 
hearted, lackadaisical interpretations. Jacobs's dissatis- 
faction with himself and everybody else can be heard in 
the complaints and comments that open and close many 
of the songs, including one instance when he angrily 
instructs the musicians on the proper way to introduce a 
song. The best moments are the instrumentals, ‘Fast 
Large One” and particularly ‘‘Big Leg Mama,’’ where 
Jacobs throws off one chorus after another of rapid-fire, 
upper-register harmonica, forcing drummer Fred Below 
to compensate for the sudden shifts in tempo. Jacobs's 
whimiscal side comes through on ““Temperature’’ while 
his bravado announces itself loudly on ‘‘Who.” The 
value of Blue and Lonesome, however, is primarily 
historical. 

Southern Feeling is the superior album. Though it 


spotlights the increasing deterioration of Jacobs's voice, 


the album showcases him in a greater variety of situa- 
tions. From the harmonica embellishments he adds to the 
Coronets’ dop-wop vocals on ‘Beggin’ and Pleadin’ ”’ 
and “‘Cobella’’ to the easy, swing trade-offs of ‘Southern 
Feeling,”’ Jacob’s instrumental dexterity remains impres- 
sive. More and more his solos become fierce, screaming 
dialogues with the rhythm section — one almost feels him 
attacking the barriers of the blues. By the album’s sec- 
ond side, Jacobs’s singing has lost much of its swagger 
and depth; the cocky reading of “Temperature” on Blue 
and Lonesome has been transformed into a dirge. But 
even in his final moments, Little Walter Jacobs, like Billie 
Holiday, was a striking figure — a consummate musician 
until the end. — George Lane

Azimuth 
EARTHQUAKE ISLAND THE TOUCHSTONE 
(Tomato) (ECM) 


M imimalism, thy drone is everywhere. Don Cherry 
used it at Emmanuel Church a week ago, as did Keith 
Jartétt; Uifferently, at the Music Hall a day’ later. 
Dollar Brand exports it from South Africa, Egberto Gis- 
monti from Brazil; Philip Glass and Steve Reich com- 
pose it in New York. It has been heard in free jazz since 
Coltrane discovered Ravi Shankar; it has permeated a 
variety of electronic fusions, and reached some kind of 
peak in disco. No one who listens to any sort of con- 
temporary music can avoid the trance, and these two al- 
bums have popped up (or levitate, in their case) among 
recent jazz releases. 

Jon Hassell, who plays trumpet and synthesizers and 
wrote all of Earthquake Island, was associated with 
Stockhausen, Terry Riley and LaMonte Young in the 
‘60s. Out of this background he has produced a melting- 
pot extension of early electric Miles Davis. (To un- 
derline the connection, the cover is by Bitches Brew artist 
Abdul Mati Klarwein.) Several familiar contributors are 
present — Badal Roy on tabla, bassist Miroslav Vitous, 
percussionists Dom Um Romao and Nana Vasconcelos — 
forming a mobile sound-mass around Hassell’s 
Arp/Polymoog wash and sotto-voce trumpet. With its 
surfeit of handclapping, side one is uninvolving, but the 
ensemble starts to bristle on side two, and details surface 
in the various percussions and strings. The excellent 
engineering helps immeasurably. 

In contrast, Azimuth suggests the fine arts/chamber 
music tradition, particularly since composer John Tay- 
lor has abandoned the synthesizer on The Touchstone. 
This is the second album by the trio — besides Taylor on 
piano and organ, it includes trumpeter Kenny Wheeler 
and vocalist Norma Winstone. The mood and ensemble 
blend are again quietly captivating, thanks to the depth 
of Taylor’s harmonic palette and the instrumental con- 
trol of each member. Wheeler's horn is the soul of lyri- 
cism here, without the soft prettiness that first appeared 
on his last album, and it’s doubtful whether a better 
setting could be found for Winstone’s modestly focused 
voice (she does go outside, in her fashion, on ‘‘Jero’’). All 
of Azimuth’s members are British (Wheeler emigrated 
from Canada in 1952), and there is definitely an air of 
drawing-room reserve about the music, but Taylor hints 
that he has more active rhythmic impulses. An album by 
his octet would be welcome. 

‘Like many jazz people, I continue to resist most static 
music, detecting a lot of self-indulgent ‘70s-speak about 
it, though I will admit it has its attractions. These albums 
sounded particularly good after listening to a lot of Bud 
Powell, but as a steady diet, I'll still take the sound of sur- 
prise. — Bob Blumenthal

Rembrandt Peale’s 1855 self-portrait 
by Kenneth Baker 


A. the second major exhibition in its new display 
space, the Federal Reserve Bank of Boston (across from 
South Station) is currently presenting ‘’19th-Century 
Realism: The Amherst College Collection,” more than 50 
paintings on loan from the School’s Mead Art Museum 
until April 20. 

The works are direct and accessible, even if it is 
strange to ponder 19th-century paintings in the futur- 
istically “‘contemporary” interior of the bank. Clarity is 
the essence of the realism mentioned in the show’s title 


and catalogue. One way to sort the variety of 19th- 
century paintings is to see in them modulations of pic- 
torial clarity. The clarity characteristic of John Singleton 
Copley’s work, for instance, has a different implication 
from that of Frederick Church's or John Kensett’s. The 
impeccable lucidity of Copley’s portraits stands for the 
independence of vision that prominent colonials ro- 
bustly believed themselves to possess. When later paint- 
ers turned their attention to landscape, a different kind of 
clarity emerged, a clarity identical with light and beto- 


kening a spiritual certainty of nature's numinous real- 
ity. With Thomas Eakins’s-work, late in the 19th cen- 
tury, there emerges an apparent psychological clarity 
that has its reflection in the artist's manner of handling 
paint. 

There are examples of all these uses of realism in the 
Amherst selection. But when you bear down on the vari- 
ous paintings, you realize, perhaps with dis- 
appointment, that no category applies very well to the 
real diversity of painters’ manners. Everyone would 
agree that both Rembrandt -Peale’s ‘Self-Portrait’ and 
John Kensett’s “Niagara Falls” are “‘realistic,” but the 
motives for their realism are so different that they seem 
to call for different descriptions. Peale’s painting, one of 
the premier self-portraits in American art, is the artist's 
calm meditation on his own appearance at age 77. He has 
given himself an expression that corresponds perfectly 
with the attitude his picture’s realism means to demon- 
strate. It is an expression Of fearless (and implicitly age- 
less) curiosity. Peale looks less struck with the fact of his 
age than with astonishment at his own existence. 

Kensett’s realism in ‘Niagara Falls” is guided by an in- 
tense interest in describing, almost transcribing, the 
appearance of nature. The spectacle of the Falls is 
shunted to the deep background, so that the painter can 
concentrate on the rocks and water in the foreground. In 
this instance, Kensett’s realism betokens a kind of appe- 


tite for the empirical that is also, in his case, a desire to . 


see what paint can do. 


A: in almost any selection of art from an earlier cen- 
tury, there are a couple of startling apparent precursors 
to modern American art. So-called “trompe l’oeil’’ paint- 
ing has long been cited as a possible precedent for Pop 
art, since both styles tend to be preoccupied with signs 
and commercial items. This connection seems newly 
unconvincing when you discover the anonymous and 
undated “Ten Dollar Bill” in the present show. In sub- 
ject and attitude, this little picture is probably the work 
that feels most “modern,” even though a few of the other 
pictures are actually from the early 20th century. 

Another art historical connection that makes fresh 
sense in the present context is the link between color- 
field painting and landscape painting. Even in George 
Inness’s relatively European-looking ‘Landscape with 
Farmhouse,” it is possible to see a foreshadowing of color 
abstraction. But a more compelling example is ‘Seaside 
Landscape,” by Jervis McEntee, a pupil of Frederick 
Church and previously unknown to me. McEntee’s pic- 
ture is divided largely into horizontal bands of color, 
describing layers of clouds, a band of open sky at the 
horizon, and levels of foreground. There is almost noth- 
ing in the painting but the illusions of light and space. 
The picture’s affinity with Kenneth Noland’s horizontal 
stripe paintings of a century later is hard to overlook. 

Whether you look at Church, Peale, Homer, or Eakins, 
you can’t help noticing that 19th-century realism is not 
positivist. No matter how carefully a 19th-century 
painter looks at something, he never really describes the 
world of brute facts, excluding anything not literal, seen 
by the camera and by modern eyes. Thomas Eakins’s 
portraits are statements of confidence in the ability of 
people to see each other understandingly. The intensity 
of his. attention to his subject does not dispel the sitter’s 
characteristic or revelatory expression. The same cannot 
be said of most 20th-century portraits, whose subjects 
are eithe#@iitsive, symbolic, or empty. 

This century’ s realism tends to present a world from 
which spiritual realities have been banished — a very 
different world from the one described in the present 
show's images. Modernist realism, such as that of 
Richard Estes, illustrates the attitude that things are the 
typical realities, the only ones that can be trusted as con- 
crete. It now appears as part of their ‘‘quaintness”’ that 
19th-century painters tended to see material facts as 
conditioned by non-material forces or entities. By the end 
of the 19th century, the scientific idea of the real was 
thoroughly positivistic, and photography would soon 
take over the tasks of description previously performed 
by painters. You may be surprised how easy it is to spot 
the few 20th-century works in the present show. The 
contrast they offer is one of the show’s most instructive 


aspects.

The last good detective novel

Sughrue, the detective-narrator of James 
Crumley’s The Last Good Kiss (Random House, 259 pp., 
$8.95), doesn’t walk down mean streets. He drives down 
interstates instead, taking them as fast as he can in his 
souped-up, fire-engine-red El Camino, from Montana to 
Colorado to California and back, going 24 hours at a 
shot, keeping himself awake with speed, codeine, beer 
and Big Macs. Sughrue is a junk-food detective. His of- 
fice (in Meriwether, Montana) is a trailer, which he 
shares with a dentist. Unlike Philip Marlowe and Lew 
Archer, he pays his rent by handling divorce and repos- 
session cases; when business is slow, he works part-time 
as a bartender at a topless joint. Sughrue has settled for 
low-life gloom — too many nights eating pizza, too many 
mornings crippled by hangovers — and though part of 
him hates it all — it angers him every time a neighbor- 
hood bar is turned into another bump-and-grind palace 
— he’s also at home in this world: ‘This was the place, 
the place where I would have come on my own wander- 

. where a man could drink in boredom and repent 
in violence and be forgiven for a price of a beer.” 


Like the neighborhood en and the all-night diner, the 
pulp detective novel has become McDonaldized. A low- 
rent proposition in the first place, it’s now a fast-food 
operation, turning out pre-wrapped plots and warmed- 
over sociology. But like his detective-hero, Crumley is at- 
tracted to this world, no matter how automated it’s be- 


come, and for the same reasons: the most democratic of 


American literary genres, the detective novel satisfies the 
camp sensibility, popular tastes and high- brow critics; it 
doesn’t shut its doors to anybody a priori.-The detective, 
after all, is a classic hero dressed up in melodramatic 
clothes: the searcher for truth, historian (unearthing the 
past), psychologist (explaining motive) and moralist (lay- 
ing down the law) rolled into one. But what the best 
American detective novels suggest (Dashiell Hammett's 
Red Harvest; Raymond Chandler’s The Long Goodbye 
and Ross Macdonald’s The Doomsters) is that the truth 
is not only elusive but almost impossible to live with — 
that it’s as likely’ to‘destroy the detective as save him. The 
detective .assaimes the:sgarch anyway because, as Walker 
Percy put it in a different context: ‘“To become aware of 


the possibility of the search is to be onto something. Not 
to be onto something is to be in despair.”’. 

C.W. Sughrue. is onto something; or ‘perhaps it’s 
more accurate to say that’ something is onto him. He is 
searching for a woman who'ran away 10 years ago. At 
the age of 17, she walked out of her boyfriend’s car — or 
so the story goes — slipped into Haight-Ashbury and dis- 
appeared. Sughrue accepts the case, partly out of pity for 
the woman’s mother and partly because he’s got some 
time on his hands. The mother,-who doesn’t know any 
better, pays hirn only’ $8? fot what he’s sure will be a 
dead-end case. But; like everyone-else who has ever been 
involved with Betty Sue Flowers, Sughrue becomes ob- 
sessed. Even after he’s seen a movie of her as an over- 
weight porn queen, he can’t shake her loose — he’s just 
like the rest of them, someone says, ready to kill just to

her photograph, never more an illusion 
than when he finally meets her. ‘‘Men are 
such romantic old farts,’ a teenage pros~ 
titute tells Sughrue after observing him 
for a day, and he’d be the last to deny it. 
One reason they’re romantic old farts 
is that they write- detective novels like 
The Last Good Kiss, believing not only 
that its penny-dreadful form can be 
transcended, but that it can be used as a 
touchstone for popular culture at large. 
Crumley is after something more than 
just the construction and solution of a 
mystery. In order to find Betty Sue Flow- 
ers, Sughrue must pick his way through a 
popular culture that continually offers 
more than it can possibly deliver — a bad 
check that, to Sughrue’s mind, has been 
bouncing since the Okies migrated to 
California and didn’t stop with the col- 
lapse of ‘60s utopianism. But it’s no co- 
incidence that the action novel, rock ‘n’ 
roll and the movies — part of the pop cul- 
ture debris — have provided us with the 
most consistent and perceptive examina- 
tion of the ‘60s. Precisely because these 
forms contributed to so many counter- 
culture illusions, they are ideally suited 
for ripping open the period’s dark un- 


derside. I’m thinking particularly of Rob-. 


ert Stone’s Dog Soldiers, Newton Thorn- 
berg’s Cutter and Boné, Neil Young’s On 
the Beach and Tonight's the Night, Mar- 
tin Scorsese’s Mean Streets — and, like all 
these, The Last Good Kiss is insisting on a 
new version of the facts, one that in- 
cludes the busted communes and sexual 
exploitation, the violence and dissipa- 
tion. 

In the novel, Sughrue is a Vietnam vet 
who received his initial detective training 
by infiltrating colleges as a domestic spy 
for the Army. Betty Sue Flowers is a 
not-so-unwilling partner to her own vic- 
timization. Once he would have been the 
enemy and she the innocent. By making 
them the hero and heroine of his book, 
Crumley is insisting that their sins are 
ours as well. And by writing a detective 
novel as good as The Last Good Kiss, 
Crumley reasserts pop culture’s ability to 


redeem itself. Dashiell Hammett, Ray- 
mond Chandler and Ross Macdonald 


have been waiting for a‘successor — one 


who would bring the detective novel into 
the ‘70s. Now they have him. _@

back to ancient recordings by Walter, 
Weingartner and Beecham for compari- 
son (I'd never heard even a competent 
live performance before). Yet Tennstedt 
made it his own, and the playing was sub- 
lime. 

Yeats wrote about poetry: ’’A line will 
take us hours maybe;/Yet if it does not 


seem a moment's thought,/Our stitching _ 


and unstitching has been naught.” For a 
conductor, that means the kind of mas- 
tery that allows powerful things to be 
done with apparent ease and everything 
with apparent spontaneity. Very few 
conductors have provided that recently. 
Dmitri Kitaenko did in his warmly grace- 
ful, unforced reading of the Tchai- 
kovsky Violin Concerto with the Mos- 
cow Philharmonic, Ilya Grubert equal- 
ling his sweetness and naturalness on the 
violin (something they were attacked for 
in the Times). Edward Simons did it for 
the Sinfonia Concertante and Haffner 
Symphony at Emmanuel’s annual Mozart 
Birthday Concert. Benjamin Zander had 
it in a symphonic program with the NEC 
Orchestra, in which three works (Weber's 
Freischutz Overture, Hindemith’s Sym- 
phonic Metamorphosis of Themes by 
Weber, and Dvorak’s Seventh Sym- 
phony) had the spaciousness and gran- 
deur as well as the wealth of detail, char- 
acter and incident of a sprawling 19th- 
century novel. 

The brightest prospect at the BSO is 
young Niklaus Wyss, still feeling his 
way, but mainly solid, and in the final 
movements of the Mahler Tenth full of 
imagination and feeling, rolling with the 
music. Georg Solti, in his BSO debut, 
conducting Bartok and Brahms at a Pen- 
sion Fund concert, gave us high-tension 
performances, full-heartedly played — 
especially the dazzling Concerto for 
Orchestra. But there was no relaxation — 


everything ignited, but nothing moved. 
So with all the stretches of sedation 
{Silverstein’s Mendelssohn is more excit- 
ing than his Prokofiev or Stravinsky), 
dullness (it must strain Ozawa’s imag- 
ination to make Berlioz boring), inep- 
titude (Pinchas Zukerman floundering as 
a conductor, evidently still not sure what 
to do with his ‘‘other’’ hand), and lack of 
taste (Ozawa’s Bruckner evening — an 
excruciating exercise in incomprehen- 
sion and coarseness), how marvelous to 
have even 15 minutes of flawless.mysic- 
making.

play then makes a surreal shift as she 
serves tea and the four characters take 
turns cheerfully recounting all the things 
that will happen to them after leaving Ra- 
zor’s Edge, most of which “don’t work 
out.” The search for truth, the struggle to 
change, the ultimate failure — these, Lip- 
sky’s smiling characters suggest, are just 
some things that happen to us on the way 
toward death. 


Me: of Ecstasy reminds me of 


Sam Shepard’s plays in its broad comic 
slant, its American mythos, its use of 
rock music (the Eagles’ ‘Life in the Fast 
‘Lane” is the theme song here), and its 
concentration on a small band of weird 
characters. Lipsky, like Shepard, knows 
how to re-use a familiar story or situa- 
tion for his own purposes; and both play- 
wrights favor an odd hybrid of stylized 
and naturalistic writing. But I think Mas- 
ter of Ecstasy is more ambitious and less 
opaque than most Shepard plays. 
Lipsky’s ambition has its drawbacks, 
of course. There are points where useful 
or essential information goes by too 
quickly or isn’t given at all. It’s not clear 
how many other people are on Razor’s 
Edge at any given time, or what the 
experience is like for them. And Cecile 
and McCann’s transatlantic business 
scam is never sufficiently explained; I 
thought Cecile’s remark about sneaking 
rare birds across the border in hair curlers 


was an amusing euphemism for dope- 
smuggling, but. the subject came up 
confusingly later. And a couple’of scénes, 
notably an awkwardly written and staged 
flashback to India, fail to make sense on a 
simple narrative level. On the whole, 
though, director Steve Wangh gives 
Lipsky’s difficult script a suitable, any- 
thing-goes treatment and, in the final se- 
quence, the writing and staging merge to 
elevate the play to the realm of poetry. 


In the program, Lipsky acknowledges 
Wangh and the actors as collaborators, 
and there’s no need to wonder why. Each 
is superb, bringing to the role something 
of his or her own invention. Suzanne 
Baxtresser projects the kind .of intel- 
ligence that manifests itself more in vital- 
ity than braininess, which is perfect for 
the suggestible, speed-gobbling Cecile. 
Vincent Murphy’s quizzical grin and 
punky sexiness add to the charm of 
would-be hood McCann. Ilona Wheeler 
— who also provides haunting musical 
interludes — allows the enigmatic Ferry 
Woman to be whatever you think she is: 
witch, idiot or innocent bystander. And 
Tim McDonough’s performance is 
fascinating not only because it reveals a 
human, almost nebbishy quality behind 
the cult-leader’s charisma, but because it 
is so uncharacteristic of this actor. 
McDonough is usually cast as the strong, 
silent, lantern-jawed type for which his 
towering frame and booming voice 
naturally recommend him. Here, 
McDonough plays against type, becom- 
ing life-sized, seeming at times a foot 
shorter than we know he is. It’s not a 
showy performance, but it is an impres- 
sive one. 


As perfectly matched, however, as 
Reality and Master of Ecstasy seem, they 
are not inseparable — and the play is good 
enough to go on. Furthermore, it’s excit- 
ing to discover a play at the beginning of 
what deserves to be a long life. Boston 
theatergoers tend to think that good new 
plays are things that fleet through Boston 
on their way to Broadway. But our own 
Jon Lipsky, whose other works include 
Reality’s 1978 hit, Beginner’s Luck, won't 
let us forget that worthwhile plays are 
sometimes born and bred right here. e

sive mouth, steels her shoulders and, hug- 
ging the ground, scuttles at top speed 
around the room, she has the intensity of 
a whirling dervish. Field is a funky, 
rather unkempt-looking actress, but that 
makes her all the more convincing as a 
down-home girl, and her ferocity and 
passion in Norma Rae are so entrancing 
that it’s not nearly as difficult as it should 
be to believe she could organize a whole 
mill almost singlehandedly. 


Unfortunately, the film isn’t told from 
Norma Rae’s point of view. Instead, Ritt 
and the Ravetches are represented on- 
screen by Reuben, and there’s more than 
a touch of liberal condescension there. 
Reuben pulls out all the New York-Jew- 
ish stops, and we're meant to think it 
quaint that no one in this Southern town 
has ever seen anything like him. What? 
They don’t know what a mensch is? 
They’ve never heard of Dylan Thomas, 
Smetana or Nathan’s? No wonder these 
benighted folk don’t have a union: 
they’re so primitive, they don’t know 
what's good for them. Reuben is a cock- 
sure wise-guy who thinks he can get 


e bet an ra 
away with taunting the workers he’s try- 
ing to win over — and in this movie, he 
can. At a union meeting, he wows the 
populace with spellbinding oratory; he 
frequents bars and amuses the townfolk 
there with his silver-tongued wit; he even 
placates Norma Rae’s dense but in- 
explicably accommodating new hus- 
band, sweetly played by Beau Bridges. He 
intreduces Norma Rae to the finer things 
in life, and we're supposed to cheer when 
she tells him she’s bought her own copy 
of Dylan Thomas or when she scolds 
Reuben with a cry of ‘‘kvayetch, 
kvayetch, kvayetch.” In fact, the film’s 
air of self-congratulation might be suf- 
focating were it not for Ron Leibman’s 
carefully modulated performance; he 
adds a saving dollop of self-effacing 
humor to Reuben’s insuperable 
righteousness. 


I, Reuben rings false, that’s partly be- 
cause he is. Norma Rae is based on the 
true story of a woman named Crystal Lee 
Jordan, and though legal difficulties have 
forced the filmmakers not to acknow- 
ledge their source, the film is about Jor- 
dan’s struggle to unionize the seven J.P. 
Stevens plants in Roanoke Rapids, North 
Carolina. Jordan was, in fact, aided by an 


organizer with a foreign-sounding name: 
Eli Zivkovich. But Zivkovich was a 55- 
year-old former coal miner from West 
Virginia, and he and other labor pros 
have admitted that they would have ex- 
perienced far greater difficulty in the 
South had they been Jewish Yankees. So 
the filmmakers’ enthrallment with their 
urbanized screen surrogate obscures 
several interesting questions. In the film, 
Reuben is never roughed up or 
threatened, and for the most part, the 
company men seem to respect the law. [s 
Ritt telling us that Reuben’s Jewish 
charm is enough to smooth an otherwise 
treacherous path? Or has the South real- 
ly changed since the days of lynch mobs 


and tar-and-feather parties? (We may not ~ 


know until Barbara Kopple — whose 
Harlan County, USA was a far stronger 
feminist depiction of union struggle — 
makes her version of the Crystal Lee Jor- 
dan story; filming is scheduled for later 
this year.) 

Reuben and Norma Rae unionize the 
plant in record time.(it took Jordan three 
years), and as their movement picks up 
steam, Ritt’s awkwardly sentimental 
narrative methods begin to sabotage his 
film. He may sympathize with the labor- 
ers, but he seems very distant from them, 
and his portraits of the working class are 


couched in anachronistic, old-left syn- 
tax: symbols, tableaux and grand ges- 
tures. In one hilariously bad scene, the 
workers attend a meeting. One at a time, 
each utters a single, solemn complaint. 
No personalities emerge, no one is any 
more fiery or cowed or distraught than 
anyone else. These are the Huddled 
Masses, the Great, Noble Unwashed. 
When, with dubious ease, the workers 
vote in the union, Ritt focuses on one 
craggy, Dorothea Lange-like face as it 
trembles and blinks, as tears of joy spring 
to the eyes and a cry of exultation to the 
lips. Ritt must think he’s Frank Capra or 
King Vidor, whipping us into a populist 
frenzy. We identify with the Little Guy, 
all right, but the story begins to seem a 
fantasy; it’s as hard to swallow as Mr. 
Deeds Goes to Town. 

And if the film does arouse unionist 
sympathy in the audience, it never really 
faces the realities of the textile workers’ 
struggle. One might easily leave the thea- 
ter thinking that since the union has been 
voted in, that’s that; there’s a tender 
goodbye scene, and everybody’s troubles 
are over. In Crystal Lee Jordan’s North 
Carolina town, the union was voted in in 
1974. And five years later, J.P. Stevens 
has yet to settle a contract with the 3500 
textile workers of Roanoke Rapids. r)

ANIMATION FROM 
HOLLAND 


F you've ever been to Holland, you'll 
have some idea of the characteristics of 
Dutch animation. The Dutch penchant 
for cleanliness, the neat rows of spec- 
tacularly colored tulips, the fields laid out 
in precise patterns — it’s easy to guess at 
the visual stimulus behind the work of 
the De Stijl artists, Mondrian and Mies 
van der Rohe, and behind the crisp, un- 
cluttered images of the Dutch animators, 
as well. All Holland seems to arrange it- 
self in neat, brightly colored spaces, and 
the Dutch themselves are often on dis- 
play in the windows of their curtainless 
homes. Dutch animators fill their im- 
maculate frames with a wild variety of 
life forms. Perhaps their habit of looking 
at and through frames encourages fan- 
tasy and speculation about — and a be- 
mused tolerance for — what goes on in 
other lives, other proscenia. 

The mood of these films is lightly 
humorous, bright, bouncy, a little stoned. 
The messages — compared to those of the 
angst-ridden East Europeans, for ex- 
ample — seem almost simpleminded. In 
Paul Driessen’s David (and, with a dif- 
ferent twist, in his The Killing of an Egg) 
the plight of the small is examined from 
the point of view of a creature so small we 
never see him. Ronald Bijlsma’s Brain- 
wash portrays a grim, Orwellian uni- 
verse where two Big Brothers conduct TV 
surveillance of a catatonic citizenry. 
Stumbling across a carefree musician 
with a headful of idyllic and erotic im- 
ages, they attempt to beat him, loboto- 
mize him or buy him out. Finally he con- 
verts them to his life-embracing philoso- 
phy, and they follow him out into the 
streets for a little boisterous conscious- 


ness raising — only to receive the same. 


dead stares from the populace they saw 
on TV. 

Nick Reus has an obsession with dis- 
memberment. In Cartoon, an eraser keeps 
chasing and wiping out a cartoon char- 
acter as quickly as Reus’s pen can sketch 
it. The camera pans to either side of his 
drawing paper to show his books: The 
Cinema of Animation and The Art of 
Walt Disney; the artist's sheet is caught 
between his inspiration and the burden of 
influences and examples. This self-con- 
sciousness is carried even further in Self 
Portrait, in which the artist’s face comes 

“apart and each feature — the mouth es- 
pecially — takes on a life of its own. 

In Gerrit van Dijk’s cubeMENcube, 
the abstract becomes humanized — in- 
side pairs of pulsating blocks, we pass 


through the ages of man, watching him 
unite in love and divide in warfare. The a 
cappella soundtrack and beautifully 
modulated pastel backgrounds keep the 
grimness framed within a fairy-tale like 
context. It’s typical of the combinations 


of the rational and the surreal, the prag- - 


matic and the fantastic, industry and ar- 
tistry that make Animation From Hol- 
land such a refreshing experience. March

FAST BREAK 


FE ast Break, an innocuous comedy 
about college basketball, derives most of 
its very mild charm from the directness 
and grace of several novice actors — not- 
ably Bernard King, the New Jersey Nets’ 
star forward, who gives a relaxed, en- 
gaging debut performance. The decision 
to cast actual athletes lends Jack (Mid- 
way) Smight’s predictable, badly di- 
rected movie some of the balletic spec- 
tacle of genuine competition — on film, 
there’s no substitute for the real thing. 
For the most part, however, the movie is 
so determined to be harmless that we 
hardly notice it’s there. The soporific 
mediocrity can even seem soothing, like 
an evening of television before retiring. 

Indeed, the film reminds one of TV 
throughout. Welcome Back Kotter’s Gabe 
Kaplan makes his movie debut here, 
playing a New York delicatessen clerk, 
David Greene, who fulfills a lifelong 
dream when he’s hired as basketball 
coach by jerkwater Cadwallader Univer- 
sity in Nevada. Perhaps to ease Kaplan's 
transition from the small screen, Greene’s 
situation has been made very much like 
Kotter’s, with the rowdy young ball play- 
ers as substitute sweathogs. But Greene is 
also meant to seem “complicated,” torn 
between his ambitions and his scruples. 
Under pressure from Cadwallader’s vic- 
tory-obsessed president, he’ll stop at 
nothing to win, recruiting a crack team of 
black street players who have reason to 
flee New York (trouble with the law, a 
paternity, suit) and leaving his wife be- 
hind in Gotham when she raises shrill 
(but sensible) objections to his crazy 
scheme. Fast Break has some of the cyni-- 
cism about college athletics that Lamont 
Johnson brought to One on One, but its 
cautious preference for rambunctious 
high jinks and Big Game euphoria 
muffles the satiric undertones. 

They're additionally muffled by Kap- 
lan’s self-consciousness as an actor. Kap- 
lan delivers his dialogue as if it were part 


~of a stand-up routine, reciting it to the 
audience rather than to his fellow actors. 


Tight and guarded, Kaplan was always 
outclassed on the tube by the reckless in- 
tensity of John Travolta. In Fast Break, 
he’s quietly upstaged by the amiable self- 
assurance of Bernard King, who shares 
just about every scene with him — and 
steals them all. At the Pi Alley, the Chest- 
nut Hill and in the suburbs.

of playfulness. That’s an unstable mix- 
ture, though. Is this movie an homage 
to Hawks or an affectionate parody? Is 
its dumbness intentional or inadvertent? 


Carpenter's deficiencies as a writer make 
it difficult for us to get our bearings at 
first. As in ‘Halloween, this confessed 
hater of screenwriting plods dutifully 
through the early, stage-setting scenes — 
and miscalculates by playing them 
humorlessly straight. When the police 
station’s phones and power go dead and 
the siege finally begins, it takes us a while 
to pick up on the central joke: the al- 
ready stylized Hawksian attitudes have 
been pushed one step closer to ab- 
surdity. 

Darwin Joston, as murderer Napoleon 
Wilson, has the wasted appearance of an 
overgrown Texas greaser — he’s not 
especially forceful-looking, yet he holds 
himself as if conscious of his own le- 
gend, like John Wayne hauling his myth 
through a ‘60s Western. His dialogue is a 
string of fractured epigrams — we never 
seem to get a whole one. ‘For a man in 
my position,’’” Wilson drawls, ‘‘the days 
are like women.” That's all. The dia- 
logue catches the tone of the old movies, 
but since it’s totally unconvincing as 
contemporary talk,.it begins to make As- 
sault seem an elaborate movie buff’s 
stunt; crammed with all these film refer- 
ences, it’s like a phone booth stuffed with 
students. 

Finally, though, Carpenter’s knack for 
loony comedy — the gift he displays in 
Dark Star — wins us over. In one scene, 
he veers into pure parody and out again 
without missing a beat: two hard-bitten 
convicts, squabbling over which will 
make a risky attempt to go for help, leave 
off flipping coins and play a game of 
“‘one potato, two potato” instead. At that 
moment, Carpenter seems fully aware of 
Assault’s underlying foolishness, and our 
last traces of discomfort and confusion 
evaporate. 


‘. Assault, Carpenter proves himself a 
first-rate action director. There’s a chill- 
ing beauty to the long set-piece in which 
a barrage from the teen gangsters’ silenc- 
er-equipped firearms quietly, implac- 
ably, rips the station apart. The effects 
are just as mechanical as those in Hallo- 


ween, but they have greater variety. - 


Carpenter manages galvanizing action 
montage (in the central siege episode) and 
race-against-time suspense, especially 
when a chest of guns sticks shut at the 
worst possible moment. There are, how- 
ever, some touches that are all too famil- 
iar from Halloween’s manipulative style: 
a jolting atrocity scene, for instance, de- 
signed to dehumanize the attackers. 
There’s even a Halloween-like sub- 
jective-camera opening, although this 
time the restless, gliding motion doesn’t 
take over the entire visual style. Assault is 
mostly composed in static, straight-on 


pays dividends; when the camera does 
move, the motion carries an emotional 
charge. 

There’s also more variety in Carpen- 
ter’s writing here than in Halloween: 
some clever red herrings and effective 
character motifs. And both of Carpen- 
ter’s earlier films indicate directorial 
capacities — for humor and action — that 


he never allows to surface in Halloween. I 


fear that he may have discarded them al- 
together, as insufficiently “disciplined” 
and “professional.” “I'll never do any- 


' thing that loose again,’’ Carpenter has 


said, referring to Dark Star. 
When Carpenter claims that what's 
most important to him is “getting an 


shots, like late Hawks, and such restraint’'®' 


audience to react?*he’s proclaiming fim 
self a calculating commercial filmmaker. 


If the audience screams or laughs or sriif-"~ 


fles om cue, then the movie is good. His 
current production, The Fog, concerns a 
sentient killer smog that settles over a 
small California town. Next up is The 
Prometheus Crisis, a disaster movie about 
a nuclear accident, from a novel by the 
authors of The Towering Inferno. The 
most charitable view one can take of such 
projects is that Carpenter is trying to be- 
come “‘bankable’”’ enough to make the 
movies he really cares about (‘Assault 
with $5 million’). A less charitable view 
— really a fear — is that he’d be perfectly 
content working as a hack director — al- 
beit one with unusual technical pro- 
ficiency — on studio properties that 
didn’t represent anyone’s vision. 

There are directors working now, on 
schlock projects with schlock budgets, 
who could really give us something spe- 
cial if they had more money. But they will 
probably never get the chance, either be- 
cause they’re intractable about their inde- 
pendence and working methods (like 
Night of the Living Dead’s George 
Romero, whose sequel, Dawn of the 
Dead, is due next month) or because they 
have a personal, even obsessive vision 
that the large’ audience is never likely to 
embrace (like David Cronenberg, the 
morbid Canadian who made Rabid and 
They Came From Within). If John 
Carpenter achieves mainstream success 
(and he seems well on his way), it may be 
because he isn’t especially inspired or 
inventive. I look forward to spending 
some pleasant evenings at John Carpen- 
ter’s future movies, but I don’t expect to 
be surprised. Except physically. *

Stevie Wonder-ness (‘Until’) — homog- 
enizing these black styles, to be sure, in 
the process of establishing their influ- 
ence on ‘70s pop. 

I may exaggerate the album’s chroni- 
cle-of-a-decade aspect in an attempt to 
understand the phenomenon of the Bee 
Gees’ success — to compute the brothers’ 
progression from Australian childstars to 
Beatle clones to wimpy balladeers to disco 
dilettantes to genuine disco hitmakers to 
whatever-you-want-to-call their status 
today as one of the two or three most 
popular groups in the world. It im- 
presses me that the Bee Gees have 
achieved a sound that so carefully con- 
solidates the peculiar cross-section of 
rock, pop, disco and “‘mellow’’ music we 
listen to these days and that they make 
this mix so pervasively appealing. (More- 
over; the »Bee: Gees’®'co-producers, Karl 
Richardson and Albhy Galuten, and their 
three-piece band — drummer Dennis 
Bryon, keyboardist Blue Weaver, and 
guitarist Alan Kendall — are fellow ar- 
chitects of that sound.) 

Most of all, it surprises me that I like 
that sound as much as I do. The shame- 
less manipulation of slick commercial 
music usually turns me right off. And, 
like many critics, I have the time, access, 
and inclination to explore more obscure 
(to get snobbish, more substantial) per- 
formers and thus become almost im- 
mune to the mainstream. Which means 
that mainstream pop has really got to be 
inevitable to reach me. The Bee Gees’ mu-

The press kits for WGBH's production of The 
Scarlet Letter have arrived, suggesting that the 
series will debut in the near future.

MOVIE OF THE WEEK: The China Syndrome 
(1979). The title, we're told, refers to a 
black in-joke among nuclear energy tech- 
nicians: in theory, a nuclear melt-down 
generates enough power to sear its way 
clear through the Earth — perhaps even 
to China. Jane Fonda and Michael Doug- 
las play TV newspeople who witness an 
accident at a California power plant. Jack 
Lemmon is the plant manager, “trying to 
save his soul as well as his job,” who at- 
tempts a cover-up. In addition to Fonda, 
the movie draws some political credibility 


from its screenwriter, Mike Gray, best 
known for the documentary The Murder 
of Fred Hampton.

Xx AGATHA (1979). This “what-if” movie 
suggests that when Agatha Christie mys- 
teriously dropped out of sight for 11 days in 
1926, she fled from her philandering hus- 
band (played with splendid hauteur by Tim- 
~othy Dalton) to a fashionable health resort. 
In Michael Apted’s movie, she concocts an 
ingenious revenge plot (although it's less in- 
genious by far than the schemes the real 
Agatha whipped up in her novels) and is 
pursued by amorous journalist Dustin Hoff- 
man, a polished social climber who is also a 
bit of a fraud. Their wooing — solemn and 
graceful — turns the movie into a touching 
comedy of manners. Apted has paced the 
film clumsily, and he gets little help from the 
scattershot plotting of writer Kathleen Ty- 
nan. But cinematographer Victor Storaro 
drenches the picture in Edwardian atmos- 
phere. Shot in gorgeously decaying col- 
ors, the health resort scenes show us the 
decline of colonial England imagined as a 
dream landscape.

KAGUIRRE, THE WRATH OF GOD (1972). 
Werner Herzog, the German director of The 
Mystery of Kaspar Hauser and Even 
Dwarfs Started Small (among others), has 
come up with a haunting, dream-like movie 
based on the true story of Aguirre the Mad- 
man, an underling of conquistador Gon- 
zalo Pizarro, who led a small expedition 
down the Amazon River in search of the 
golden city of El Dorado. The remarkable 
Klaus Kinski plays Aguirre; his crooked 
walk and his bulging eyes give him the look 
of a predatory bird, and his performance 
seems less like acting than an attempt to 
create an icon of undiluted evil. Herzog is a 
master of the memorable image, and 
Aguirre’s impact is more the result of its 
visual intensity than of any thematic pro- 
fundity. An exotic, transfixing film. Brattle. 
wkkkwALL ABOUT EVE (1950). A deli- 
ciously acid look at the’ bitchy world of the 
theater, this chronicle of the rise to fame of a 
perfidious actress was Joseph Mankie- 
wicz's finest hour: he garnered twin Oscars 
for his direction and screenplay.

Adapted 
from Ripley's Game, a novel by Patricia 
Highsmith, who wrote the similar Strangers 
on a Train (marvelously filmed by Hitch- 
cock), it’s a potent, ambivalent meditation 
on the American film noir, on the inhuman 
beauty of the modern city, and on friend- 
ship and personal. identity.

BREAD PAND CHOCOLATE (1974). A 
poignant, bittersweet comedy about a 
good-hearted Everyltalian trying to make a 
place for himself in a distinctly unwelcom- 
ing Switzerland. Written ‘and directed by 
playwright Franco Brusati, this gently funny 
film follows the adventures of Nino (the 
marvelous Nino Manfredi), a civilized soul 
imprisoned in a thicket of Italian manner- 
isms.
